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OUR THOUGHTS 

At the beginning of this new year we have the opportunity to 
reflect on the year which has so swiftly passed and to anticipate the 
conning year. By meditating on the past year, we may learn from our 
mistakes and appreciate the loving care God has lavished on us. By 
looking ahead, we can resolve to live the new year in a manner 
pleasing to our Heavenly Father. 

Our thinking, however, is not limited to one season of the year. 
Our thoughts are constant. We really can do nothing to hinder or to 
encourage their coming. Are your thoughts pleasing to God? 

Proverbs reminds us that "as he thinketh in his heart, so is he." We 
look for the good fruit on the strong healthy tree not on the scrawny, 
sickly tree. Likewise the thoughts of men depend on what is in his 
heart. If the heart has been given to the Lord, good thoughts should 
be the fruit of that heart. But just as even the strong, productive tree 
needs to be pruned and cared for, so the thoughts of even a godly 
man need to be watched and filtered. Theenemy of our souls works 
hard to bring his evil and lustfulthoughtstothemindof thegodliest. 

To protect against this devilish work, the Apostle Paul gives a test 
or a filter for our thoughts, so they will be acceptable to God. Paul's 
filter is found in Philippians 4:8. "Finally, brethren, whatsoever 
things are true, whatsoever things are honest, whatsoever things 
are just, whatsoever things are pure, whatsoever things are lovely, 
whatsoever things are of good report; if there be any virtue, and if 
there beany praise, think on these things." If our thoughts can pass 
the test of all (not just one or some) of these qualifications, they will 
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be acceptable to God. Some of our natural thoughts might pass one 
or some or even most of the conditions laid down by Paul, but only 
godly thoughts will pass all. Like every test laid down in God's Word, 
this one is hard to pass; God does not desire the faint-hearted and 
the hypocritical. 

The thoughts of the ungodly can not pass this test. First because 
their interests are such that they do not want to have thoughts like 
these. Second, this test is designed by Paul for the brethren - 
believers. Unbelievers do not have the kind of heart capable of 
producing godly thoughts any more than the thistle can bring forth 
grapes or any other edible fruit. 

The tests Paul gives for our thoughts are simple and easily 
understood and yet so hard to pass. In a day of much falsehood and 
deception our minds are to be occupied with what is true. All around 
are falsehoods, "white-lies" and half-truths but God's truth is to be 
our standard. 

Honesty is needed not only in the market place but also in our 
lives. If our thoughts are on "cutting corners" "fast buck" schemes 
and fraud, our actions will soon betray those thoughts. 

Justice is often sought by the world but can never be found 
regardless of the number of laws enacted. Justice comes from the 
heart that is attuned to God's ideal of justice which is without 
prejudice or partiality. 

Purity is in short supply these days. The dress, manners and 
moralsof the vast majority of this world are impure, yet only the pure 
in heart have the promise of seeing God. Satan brings the impure 
before our eyes and our minds that we might be distracted from 
God's standard. 

The hatred and warfare of this world is legendary. It is easy to 
allow unkind thoughts into our minds. But God demands thoughts 
full of love. We are to love even our enemies so there is no place in 
our thoughts for hatred. 

Many wish to do anything and everything that appeals to them. 
They have no concern for the opinion of the godly or of the Church. 
The Church has passed its decree upon many issues, so we can 
know what is of good report. 

Virtue has nearly disappeared not only in dress and morals but in 
most activities of life. Little is done for the good of others but mostly 
for recreation and self-pleasure. Our thoughts are to be on the good 
and promotion of others. 

Praise is lavished on many who do not deserve it. Our thoughts 
should be guided to give praise and commendation where 
godliness is upheld in a life. 

Will your thoughts pass Paul's test? The beginning of this new 
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year is a good time to prune the dead wood from your thoughts and 
to dig out the briars and the thistles. First, be sure your heart is right 
with God, then use Paul's thought-filter, so your thoughts will 
please Him this year.

I believe that when God looks down on a group of His people, 
singing and praising Him, it brings joy to Him. 

When Jesus was on earth He wept. Why? Because of 
disobedience. He pled with man to lay aside his idols and worship 
the true and living God. They only made fun of Him and spit on Him. 
No wonder He fell on His knees in Gethsemane and shed bitter 
tears. I wonder, if in Heaven He looks down today at the evil on earth 
and weeps. 

Text: Jeremiah 1:1-19 
God's Judgment Against Judah 

This prophecy was by Jeremiah for the children of Israel, but all 
scripture was written for our instruction and admonition. How we 
should obey God and Jesus! His Word reveals plainly the result of 
disobedience and the awards of obedience. 

God gave the prophets, His Word to carry to all people. The 
question has been asked, "when should a child be started to be 
trained?" The answer has been given, "six months before he is 
born." Jeremiah was "ordained a prophet unto the nations" before 
he was formed. God prepared him for this work. 

Jeremiah is known as the weeping prophet, a type of Christ. 
Christ wept because of the people's sins. So did Jeremiah. He was 
also a type of Moses. Moses saw the burning bush not being 
consumed. He went to see it and out of the flames God spoke to him. 
He told him He would send him to deliver His children outof egyptto 
a land flowing with milk and honey. Both Moses and Jeremiah said, 
"Oh, my Lord, I cannot speak." God answered them, "I will be with 
thee, I will teach thee what thou shalt say." 

Jeremiah proved what a great prophet he was. He went forth and 
preached powerfully and suffered much. He said he was not 
ashamed of the power of God unto salvation. This power is not 
extended to those who do not believe. God told Jeremiah, "I am with 
thee to deliver thee." He touched his mouth and put words in his 
mouth. 

Jeremiah was not speaking his own words. Neither should we 
today speak our own words. If our words are not God's they are 
worth nothing. We trust the inspiration of God to give us the right 
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wisdom to speak. God said, "...I have this day set thee over the 
nations and over the kingdoms to root out, and to pull down, and to 
destroy, and to throw down, to build and to plant." That is, to destroy 
all the works of Satan, all idols, sin and evil. 

Like earth with rocks and brush, a garden will not grow without 
full preparation. God uses the same plan to prepare our hearts by 
destroying evil beliefs so that His work may advance. Make ready 
then and plant the words He giveth. Intheparableofthesowersome 
seed fell by the wayside, some among thorns and stony places. The 
seed that fell on good ground, that is the prepared soil, that seed 
brought forth a good harvest. That is our purpose in gathering 
together for worship, preaching and teaching, to make preparations 
so the Word of God can grow. A group of Christians serving and 
praising God and bringing forth fruit can be compared to a beautiful 
garden. 

Jeremiah was a man subject to Ciod because he gave his heart to 
God. How sad it made him feel to see people turning to idols and 
fables. When he saw it, like Jesus, he wept bitterly. They turned a 
deaf ear to God's Word and would not hear Jeremiah. 

What is more rewarding and comforting to a good preacher than 
to see people turn away from sin to come to righteousness and hear 
the truth. It seems after Jeremiah taught and preached and had 
done all he could, it brought sorrow. We can apply it today. 
According to the actions of the people it appears they have 
provoked the Lord to anger with strange vanities. 

Jeremiah wanted the people to be "heart-cleansed." He lived it 
but the people were impenitent. He was hurt for the "hurt of the 
daughter of my people." The only hope they had, they would turn a 
deaf ear to. The prophet thought of the everlasting torment and 
destruction for this rebellious people. Mercy is here but they won't 
hear. 

Why? Why? 

Why such sad and sorrowing conditions when salvation is so 
near. He asked again, "is there no balm in Gilead"? That healing 
balm that will heal every sin in the world - an absolute cure. All 
teaching of the Word is balm to heal sins, but they refused to permit 
it to be applied to their body and soul for healing. No wonder he 
wept and despaired. 

Let us apply this balm to our lives. None of us want to die. How 
much effort we go to, to sustain natural life for ourselves and our 
loved ones - we spend all the money available. We wait weeks and 
months for an appointment for a doctor to cure us. 

How many go to the Great Physician for healing Spiritual ills? The 
surroundings reveal how few go to the Church for healing of 
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diseases. Sad, isn't it? 

The efforts of Jeremiah brought little results. What results do we 
get? Sometimes results are small. Yet we are to keep on and not 
faint. The Word is far-reaching. Our efforts may reach farther than 
we know. Always we ask God to deliver our messages; it is beyond 
our ability to reach those God would have to hear His Word. 

"Oh, that mine eyes were a fountain of tears, that I might weep day 
and night for the slain of the daughter of my people." It is enough to 
cause one to weep, after all his efforts, the daughter of Zion was lost. 
Jeremiah thought, "What good has all my work done?" 

There are great lessons for all of us in the Old Testament. Have we 
turned a deaf ear to these teachers and messages from God? People 
are not seeking salvation. The Word teaches that the time will come 
when they will not endure sound doctrine. That time is here. He that 
hath ears to hear, let him hear.

ISRAEL CROSSES JORDAN INTO THE 
PROMISED LAND 

Joshua 3 and 4 

The great day had arrived! After forty years of wandering in the 
wilderness, Israel was ready to enterthe promised land. It was in the 
spring of the year and the River Jordan was at flood stage. Snow in 
the nnountains of Lebanon had nnelted at the conning of the warm 
season and the water had overflowed the banks of Jordan. How 
were so many people going to get across so much water? God was 
going to perform another miracle for Israel. And the Lord said to 
Joshua, 'This day will I begin to magnify thee in the sight of Israel, 
that they may know that, as I was with Moses, so I will be with thee." 

Joshua gathered the children of Israel together and told them that 
they were about to witness proof that God was with them and that 
when they entered the Promised Land He would drive out the 
people that lived in the land from before them. God told Joshua that 
the priests should carry the ark down to the Jordan River and the 
people were to stay back from the ark about two thousand cubits, 
which is a little over a half mile. The ark was a big box or chest made 
of wood and covered with gold inside and out. It held the tables of 
stone that the Ten Commandments were written on. 

When the priests who were carrying the ark came to the River 
Jordan, they started to walk into the water; what do you think 
happened? The water of the river suddenly stopped and stood up as 
an heap - just as if there were a dam built across the river - only you 
couldn't see it. The river on the down stream side of the river drained 
away and the priests went to the middle of the river and stood there 
on dry ground till all the people of Israel had passed over Jordan. 
Then the Lord commanded that twelve men, one from each tribe, 
would take a stone from the riverbed where the priests stood. The 
stones were taken to the first camp, that Israel made in Canaan, for a 
memorial or a remembrance of what God had done in causing the 
waters of Jordan to back up till all Israel had crossed in safety. This 
camp was called "Gilgal" and became a city of Israel. When the 
priests bearing the ark came upout of the Jordan the water that had 
backed up started flowing again as it had before. 

Would you like to have been theretoseethewaterof Jordan back 
up? I'm sure I would. God can do anything. His power Is unlimited. 
God wants us to trust Him, then He will take care of us. There Is 
nothing too hard for the Lord.

dig brass. When thou hast eaten and art full, then thou shalt bless 
the Lord thy God for the good land that he hath given thee." 

The tendency is to be like the rich man. "I will tear down my barns 
and build greater." See what gain I have gotten: not giving God the 
thanks and honor due Him. He could have filled his barns and given 
the surplus to the poor. All people should give thanks. I Tim. 2:1, "I 
exhort therefore, that, first of all, supplications, prayers, inter- 
cessions and giving of thanks, be made for all men." No man is 
exempt from the blessings of God so every man should return 
thanks back to God. Thanksgiving will help us to get answers to our 
prayers. "... In every thing by prayer and supplication with thanks- 
giving, let your requests be made known to God." Phil. 4:6. 

Jesus taught his Apostles to pray, "Our Father which art in 
Heaven, Hallowed by thy name." We should always praise and thank 
God first for the blessings he has already given us, before we ask 
Him for more. 

Our spiritual growth comes through thanksgiving. "For ail things 
are for your sakes, that the abundant grace might through the 
thanksgiving of many redound to the glory of God."

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LOOK UP FOR SALVATION 

Brothers and Sisters in Christ, how often do we raise our heads 
and eyes to look up and glorify our Lord and Saviour?

If we are always looking down, we will never be able to see the 
Lord. In the 18th chapter of Luke, it tells of the blind man, who, 
hearing the multitude passing by, asked, "What is the meaning of 
the crowd", and when he heard it was the Lord, he cryed out, "Jesus, 
thou son of David, have mercy on me."

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SECURITY 

in recent years one of the fastest growing businesses in this 
country has been that of providing security. No longer do we live in 
a land of the extended latchstring and unlocked doors. Locksmiths 
are kept busy selling and installing new locks of every type along 
with other devices designed to protect the buyer's property. At 
many shopping centers and around industrial plants, security 
guards and even watchdogs are employed to keep the dishonest at 
bay. Everyone has such a fear that his property will be molested or 
stolen that he will go to great lengths to protect It. 

The lack of material security, which necessitates all of these 
security devices, shows a similar lack of Spiritual security. Today 
our land has become a country of the unchurched and the 
unchristian. Because of this Spiritual insecurity, people try to 
make, at least, their material possessions secure. Since they do not 
know or worship the God of Heaven, their material possessions 
become their gods, which they worship and protect. 

Not knowing God means they also do not have His love in their 
hearts. Lacking the love of God in their hearts they have only fear. 
They not only fear the loss of their property but their lack of love 
brings evil thoughts of others. Their fear causes them to think that 
others are untrustworthy and to accuse them readily of misdeeds. 
This sad condition is far from that pictured by the Apostle John. 
"There is no fear in love; but perfect love casteth out fear: because 
fear hath torment." I John 4:18a. The large industry that has grown 
up to provide material security shows the torment, the lack of love 
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has brought into many lives. 

The best security devices available in this world can fail. The fears 
of the v^orldly often are heightened by a new fear over the safety of 
their security devices. Their security proves to be elusive and 
failing, because their hearts do not have room for God. His love is 
perfect so it is capable of driving out the fears that torment so many. 
Even many Christians fail to depend upon His love, so fears 
continue to nag them much the same as the world's. Their love for 
Him is defective, imperfect, hence they fail to have the peace they 
should possess. The Christian who has the love of God in his heart - 
not only God's love for him but his own love for God - has a peace of 
mind even in the midst of great troubles that is beyond the 
knowledge of the fearful, tormented world. In that peace the 
Christian has a security that is safer than the best locks ever made. 

Just as so many are troubled about the security of their temporal 
possessions, many are also troubled about their Spiritual security. 
Men lock up their valuables as best they can and hope that none will 
be able to get them. Some try to "lock up" their Spiritual valuables. 
Their hope is often as slim as that of the one who depends on just 
locks for his security. They base their security on a one-time 
decision to believe in God, not on a continual love-service to Him. 

Satan persuades men to collectall they can forthe here and now. 
He also leads people to the same desire, spiritually. They do not 
want to depend on faith and hope to lead them through this life to 
their eternal reward but they want it guaranteed to them no matter 
what their life might be. A real faith is one that meets the trials and 
decisions, that come to each during life, and comes out on the side 
of godliness and righteousness. It is not a faith that is built upon a 
supposed guarantee of life eternal despite unfaithful choices made 
during trials. Abraham is known as the Father of the Faithful 
because he made the right choices when under trial. His faith saw 
him through; the same kind of faith is needed today so we can have 
the same reward he received. Our best security is not in the ideas of 
men but in the continuing service of God, like those of old who have 
set good examples for us to follow. 

The security precautions used by the world are elaborate and 
expensive. This great investment is made to protect the toys and 
trinkets of this world. If we are as interested in the security of our 
soul as we are of our temporal goods, then we should heed God's 
Word. It is in His Word that yye find the needed activities, 
commandments and ordinances, so we can have the security we 
want for our soul if we will but do them from the heart.

The Blessed Book says 
there will only be a few who will take the narrow way, but many will 
travel on the broad way. A Heavenly Home as a place of rest for the 
weary soul is a comforting thought for those who toil here below, 
when their trials here are ended. 

On, how often the Father's heart is grieved, when people who 
claim to be His followers, will allow the spirit of gossip, and jealousy 
in their lives. Even Ministers and Deacons, the ones who are the 
leaders of His beloved Church, the ones that should be a light for 
others to follow, have given way to this evil. Oh, Brothers and 
Sisters, I pray you to wake up and see what road you are traveling, 
before it is too late. Oh, how serious it Is to fall by the wayside and 
say ugly things about a child of God, because you are jealous of him 
or her. "Keep thy tongue from evil, and thy lips from speaking 
guile." Psalms 34:13. "Whoso privily slandereth his neighbour, him 
will I cut off: him that hath an high look and a proud heart will not I 
suffer." Psalms 101:5. David tells us in Psalms 15, "...who shall abide 
in thy tabernacle? Who shall dwell in thy holy hill? Hethat walketh 
uprightly, and worketh righteousness, and speaketh the truth in his 
heart. He that backbiteth not with his tongue, nor doeth evil to his 
neighbour, nor taketh up a reproach against his neighbour." 

David again tells us in Psalms 37, "The wicked watcheth the 
righteous, and seeketh to slay him." and "The mouth of the 
righteous speaketh wisdom, and his tongue talketh of judgment."

Matthew tells us that we are 
not to judge; also John tells us in Revelation that when we have 
answered our purpose here on earth Christ will judge us. 

So, dear Christians, 
let us seek the Lord's guidance to help us overcome our weak points 
in life, then our light will shine in the darkest places and others will 
know we are an "epistle ... known and read of all men."

Remembering the Blessed Book teaches that one soul is worth 
more than all the world. Not a one of us wants to miss this beautiful 
home Jesus has gone to prepare.

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DOUBTFUL THINGS 

The fads, follies and fancies of the world cause the Christian to 
choose between what is helpful and what is harmful. The only 
person who does not have to make this choice is the man who allows 
everything, good or bad, to have a place in his life or the man who 
lives as a hermit, isolated from the world around him. The Christian 
is not of the world but he certainly is in the world. As long as Satan is 
loose in this world, there will be choices for the Christian to make. 

God's institutions and commandments are for the good of 
mankind. He created man and his world and like the parents of this 
world He does all He can for His children's good. Therefore He has 
given to mankind the way of life that will please God and make a 
man's life a blessing. 

Ever since he deluded Eve in the Garden of Eden, Satan has 
continued to lure men away from God's established institutions and 
values. For every institution, doctrine or holy desire, God has 
established, Satan has instituted a counterfeit. Satan's counterfeit 
often look good and harmless but their end is destruction.

A number of short sentences are better 
than a long involved sentence which is 
difficult to punctuate, and in which the 
real meaning of the writer's thought may 
be lost. 

4. It will be appreciated if you gather a 
particular thought or thoughts and their 
proving Scripture quotations, into 
paragraphs and set these apart from the 
rest of the article, by setting in the first 
line of each paragraph about the space of 
three letters. 

5. Do not crowd your words or punc- 
tuation marks close together. Do net use 
slang or abbreviated words as - "thot" for 
thought, "2" for two, "&" for and, etc. 

6. Write or typewrite on one side of 
the paper only. Double spacing of lines is 
much preferred. Do not make the lines 
the full width of the sheet, leave at least 
one inch margin on each side of the 
sheet. 



7. Use direct quotations for the Scrip- 
ture references, please copy the wording 
and the punctuation just as it appears in 
the King James Version of the Bible. 
Given thus: book, chapter and verse.

A. Elders, other officials and all others 
are admonished that being busybodies in 
other men's matters, is contrary to the 
Scriptures and it should not be indulged 
in, as it causes complaint and in- 
terference with the spiritual life and work 
of those concerned. This applies 
especially where there may be trouble in 
the church, both to local members and 
those elsewhere, talking and writing 
about such matters. 

B. When advice is sought of an of- 
ficial in any church matter he (the official) 
should be exceedingly careful in giving 
advice, so as not to interfere in any way 
with proper care of difficulties, by officials 
whose business they are. Elders and all 
others should, in seeking advice, begin at 
home when at all possible and be careful 
to proceed regularly and in brotherly love. 

C. In correspondence, care should 
be exercised not to make statements that 
may be construed as derogatory to any 
member. If such things are done, ful. 
responsibility must be understood as 
being assumed by the writer. 

D. Caucusing, that is, the talking over 
and planning by groups, what to do or 
how to move in any particular matter is 
unprofitable, causative of distress and 
trouble and should not be indulged in by 
officials or any one else. 



E. Talking or circulating of what was 
done in council, either to members who 
were not present or to outsiders, is 
irregular and unChristian and should not 
be indulged in.

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THE FAMILY ALTAR 

Each member of the Church made several promises, or vows, 
when he became a member. These vows were made not only to men 
but to God as well. The instruction and warning of God's Word Is 
plain. "Vow, and pay unto the Lord your God." Psalms 76:11a. 
"When thou vowest a vow unto God, defer not to pay it; for he hath 
no pleasure in fools: pay that which thou hast vowed. Better is it that 
thou shouldest not vow, than that thou shouldest vow and not pay." 
Ecc. 5:4-5. 

One of the vows made by each was that the family altar would be 
established in the home. Yet, how many of those who have 
promised, are actually doing their best to fulfill their vow? Failure in 
this solemn duty carries with it serious consequences. 

The family altar should be established in each Christian home not 
only for the sake of keeping a promise but because of the 
instructions given us by God. We are admonished to sing, pray, 
praise and to study the Word of God. Parents are especially ad- 
monished about the training of their children. 'Train up a child in 
the way he should go: and when he Isold, he will not depart from it." 
Prov. 22:6. The children of Israel were given quite a rigorous 
schedule for the training of their offspring. "And these words, which 
I command thee this day, shall be in thine heart: And thou shalt 
teach them diligently unto thy children, and shalt talk of them when 
thou sittest in thine house, and when thou walkest by the way, and 
when thou Nest down, and when thou risest up.... And thou shalt 
write them upon the posts of thy house and on thy gates." Deut. 6:6- 
7, 9. This was the requirement for those who were under the Old 
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Law; should not those under the Grace of Christ be willing to do as 
much or even more? The souls given into the care of parents are 
precious. The way they are taught will influence not only their lives 
but future generations as well. 

The family altar is needed not only by the children but by the 
adults as well. Moses in instructing the parents to teach their 
children the commands of God, told the parents that "these words... 
shall be in thine heart." Deut. 6:6. Before the parents could train up 
their children they had to know that which they were to teach. The 
family altar is not only the time of instruction but also of re- 
freshment of the parents' minds. 

The Lord's instructions can not be fulfilled by the few hours spent 
in the Lord's House each week. The officials of the Church must be 
"apt to teach" but yet the primary responsibility for the proper 
Spiritual training rests upon the parents. "And, ye fathers, provoke 
not your children to wrath: but bring them up in the nurture and ad- 
monition of the Lord." Eph. 6:4. What better way does a father have 
to nurture and admonish his children than during a special time set 
aside for that purpose. Since the children are under the influence of 
the home more than any other place, every effort should be made by 
the parents to see that that influence is as it should be in a Christian 
home. The establishment of the family altar is a way for the parents 
to show their own obedience to the Word of God, which will serve as 
a good example for their children to follow in obeying God's 
commands. 

The way the family altar is established in each home may vary 
considerably. Work schedules, the ages and readiness of the 
children, the other activities of the home will influence the choice of 
a time. It matters little whether this time is in the morning, evening or 
night, whether it is at meal time or another time. The content will 
vary from home to home and even from time to time in the same 
home. The important thing is to set aside that time. Nothing, but the 
most serious of things, should be allowed to intrude upon this 
sacred time. It should be understood by all in the home that their 
presence is expected and required. 

How can this special, sacred time best be used? Prayer, singing 
and Bible reading should all have their place. The family altar gives 
the opportunity for children to learn to pray. Although their childish 
efforts may lack adult understanding, they are nonetheless learning 
not only how to pray but that they should pray. The family altar is a 
time for learning Christian songs. Children can learn not only the 
short children's songs but the hymns of the Church as well. When 
there are so many worldly and evil songs around, it Is good forthem 
to have these songs of faith in their hearts. The stories of the Bible, 
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either directly from the Bible or a Bible story book, become real to 
the children as they are repeated. This sacred time offers a good 
time to memorize and to hide away Bible verses in their hearts. 

It has been said that if there were more family altars more families 
would be altered. Certainly we live in a day when many families, 
even Church families, need to be altered. Now is the time to begin 
this sacred time in your home. 



SONGS ARE MORE THAN WORDS 

"It'sjust singing tonight at Church, so I guess I won't go." Did you 
ever say that? Is it really "just singing?" Is it just words set to music, 
made to sound pleasant to our ears? No, because songs are much 
more than just words and phrases that rhyme. Truly spiritual songs 
offer praise to God; some are actually a prayer. Others are 
invitations to come to Christ. Still others express the joy, we have in 
serving the Lord. 

Songs give a lift to our souls, because when we sing, our hearts 
are in communication with God. Even when in a group, God hears 
the song in each individual heart. Whatever the song means to you is 
the praise or the prayer that He hears from you. You may not be able 
to sing, but if the words express your feelings about God, He knows 
this and accepts your praise. 

There is an abundance of songs in the world, but only a portion of 
them praise God. Many of the songs are sad, telling of the sorrows 
and troubles of this life. The child of God has songs of joy, of peace 
with God,ofconfidencethat Jesus will comeagain. When Hecomes 
again, to receive His own, we will have the final victory over the 
sorrows of His life and can then sing a new song. 

The children of Israel did alot of singing. One special song was in 
thanksgiving for their delivery from the Egyptians at the Red Sea. 
This thanksgiving was shortlived however, for soon they were 
murmuring and complaining, first for water and later for food. (See 
Exodus 15 and 16). Are we ever like that: one moment praising God 
in our songs, and the next, we are complaining and in despair? We 
should trust Him at all times because we know God will take care of 
us. Surely a God who can make a dry path through a sea can provide 
food, water, or whatever is needed. 

It is hard to sing when we are filled with sorrow, but because of 
God's care, we can sing even at night when our sorrows often 
trouble us the most. "Yet the Lord will command his loving kind- 
ness in the daytime, and in the night his song shall be with me, and 
my prayer unto the God of my life." Psalms 42:8. A song in your 
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heart at night will be just between you and God; no one else will 
know it's there. It will be there because you know you have had His 
care during the day and you can rest in His care at night also. A song 
can flow from your heart even when troubles are present. 

Sometimes a song in the night can start a revival when heard by 
others. Such a song is far more than just words. "And at midnight 
Paul and Silas prayed, and sang praises unto God: and the prisoners 
heard them." Acts 16:25. God moved in that prison after they sang. 
An earthquake shook it from one end to the other. He also moved in 
the heart of the keeper, for he said, "Sirs, what must I do to be 
saved?" Before the night was over, he and his household believed 
and were baptized. We don't know what the prisoners thought, but 
they surely knew God was with Paul and Silas. Songs of praise 
offered in the middle of trial makes a deep Impression on those who 
hear. 

Children look forward to the hymn time in every service. At that 
time, they can join the adults In praising God because it is some- 
thing they can understand. We as adults should look forward to 
singing the hymns also, and not view them as something to be 
endured at various times during a worship service. "Let the word of 
Christ dwell in you richly in all wisdom; teaching and admonishing 
one another in psalms and hymns and spiritual songs, singing with 
grace in your hearts to the Lord." Col. 3:16. Hymns can teach us 
about God, and we should take advantage of the simple truths they 
teach. 

Jesus and the disciples sang a hymn and went out to the Mount of 
Olives just previous to His arrest and Crucifixion. If it wasn't im- 
portant, why would He have bothered to sing when facing such an 
ordeal? Singing will be at least a part of the praise offered in Heaven. 
(See Rev. 5:9) If it wasn't important, why would It be done in 
Heaven? When the children of Israel went out to battle (I Chron. 
20:21-22), singing was important, because the Lord gave them the 
victory when they began to sing and to praise. In our spiritual 
battles, we need to sing and praise also until the victory comes. 

When you sing, your mind cannot wander. It helps to draw your 
mind away from the hustle and bustle of life. It refreshes you so you 
are ready to receive the Word. It's not "just singing" of "just words", 
but it is one way of giving God your praise and thanks. If your 
Church sets aside an evening for a song and devotional service, 
make it your business to be there. You'll be blessed for it. 

"Is any merry? let him sing psalms." James 5:13b. Show your joy 
by singing -spiritual songs, that is, not just any song. Truly spiritual 
songs are more than just words!

GIANTS 

The Lord commanded Moses, in the land of Paran, to send men to 
search out the land of Canaan, which He had given to Abraham and 
to his seed, the children of Israel, for their inheritance. 

Moses chose twelve men, one man from each tribe. These were 
the heads of each tribe. Moses told them to get them up this way 
southward unto the mountain, and see what the land was like, 
whether it was strong or weak, few or many, and see what all was 
there, if it was good or bad. Also they were to see what kind of cities 
were there and whether the people dwelt in tents or strongholds. 
They were to find out all about the land for it would be their future 
dwelling place. 

As the twelve men went their way, their first encounter was with 
the giants, Ahimon, Sheshai andTalmai, thesonsof Anak, in Mount 
Hebron. Going on farther, they came to the brook of Eshcol, where 
they cut down a cluster of grapes. It was so large, it took two men to 
carry it. They also gathered pomegranates and figs. 

They returned to the Camp of Israel after forty days. The report 
they brought back was that the land surely was a land flowing with 
milk and honey. They showed the fruit of it. But the people who 
dwelt there were strong and mighty and there were giants, the sons 
of Anak. This was quite an ill report to bring to Moses. 

Caleb stilled the people and said, "Let us go up at once, and 
possess it; for we are well able to overcome it." But the other men 
said, "We be not able to go up against the people; for they are 
stronger than we." 

Giants are usually large of stature. We might compare them to the 
giant, Goliath, whom David slew with his sling. He was six cubits 
and a span, which would be about nine foot, five inches. If the 
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giants, they saw, were the size of Goliath then they truly would have 
seemed small in their sight. 

The giants we have in mind, as we write these lines, are not men of 
great stature, but are the characteristics of self-esteem and the 
various personalities of ours, that are hard to conquer. We face 
battles each day. The Apostle Paul tells us, in Eph. 6:10-17, to arm 
ourselves with the armour of God. Then we can defeat the wiles of 
the devil, for the foes we meet are not of flesh and blood, but are of 
principalities and powers and are the rulers of the darkness of this 
world. 

Then there are trials and tests, we meet that are as powerful as 
giants. They may come in the form of a habit or a fleshly lust, which 
wars against the soul. These are sometimes as hard as giants to 
conquer.

Some of the greatest defensive weapons are the breastplate 
of righteousness, the helmet of salvation and the sword of the Spirit, 
which is the Word of God. These instruments of protection against 
the evils of the day, plus prayer and supplication in the spirit, will 
help us through these evil days.

A MAN NAMED ACHAN 

JOSHUA 7 

Israel was jubilant. They had, with God's help, overthrown 
Jericho. It was the first victory for them in the land of Canaan. This 
was the land, God promised Abraham nearly 800 hundred years 
before. God kept His word and they were confident of victory. 
Nothing could stop them now; the promised land lay before them 
and it was theirs for the taking. Of course, there were many other 
cities besides Jericho and they would have to overcome them, but 
they were sure they could accomplish all things with God's help. 

The next city was Ai, which was about fifteen miles from Jericho. 
Joshua sent men to Ai to see how strong the city was and what they 
would need to overcome it. The men reported that it wasn't 
necessary for all of the people to go but only two or three thousand 
men. Joshua sent about three thousand men to take Ai, but an unex- 
pected thing happened. The men of Ai killed thirty six men of Israel 
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and the rest of them turned and ran. The hearts of the people melted 
and became as water. 

What could be wrong? Joshua tore his clothes and fell upon his 
face before the ark of the Lord and the elders of Israel put dust on 
their heads. And Joshua prayed to God, "Why has this happened to 
us? Why did Israel turn their backs before their enemies? What will 
this do to Thy Great Name?" 

And God said, "Israel hath sinned: Someone has taken of the 
accursed thing." 

The Lord told Israel before they captured Jericho that they were 
to destroy everything but the silver, the gold, and the vessels of 
brass and iron which were to go into thetreasury of the house of the 
Lord. No one was to take any of this spoil for himself . So Joshua had 
the tribes of Israel brought to him. Judah seems to be the first tribe 
to be questioned and when Achan, a man of Judah came before 
Joshua, he said he had sinned in taking some of the spoils that 
belonged to the Lord - a Babylonish garment, 200 shekels of silver 
and a wedge of gold. 

Joshua sent men who went to Achan's tent and found the stolen 
goods hidden as Achan had said. They took Achan and his family 
and all that he had - his oxen, sheep, asses, the gold, silver and the 
garment - and brought them to the valley of Achor. There they 
stoned them with stones and burned them with fire. "And the Lord 
turned from the fierceness of his anger against Israel." 

This seems like a terrible thing to us but God wanted to impress 
on Israel how awful it was to sin against God and to disobey Him. Do 
we ever wonder why things don't go right for us? God doesn't like us 
to sin any more now than He did in Joshua's time. Jesus died on the 
cross for our sins. "If we confess our sins. He is faithful and just to 
forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all unrighteousness."

WHEAT AND TARES 

"Another parable put forth unto them, saying. The kingdom of 
heaven is likened unto a man which sowed good seed in his field: 
But while men slept, his enemy came and sowed tares among the 
wheat, and went his way. But when the blade was sprung up, and 
brought forth fruit, then appeared the tares also. So the servants of 
the householder came and said unto him. Sir, didst not thou sow 
good seed in thy field? from whence then hath it tares? He said unto 
them, An enemy hath done this. The servants said unto him, Wilt 
thou then that we go and gather them up? But he said, Nay; lest 
while ye gather up the tares, ye root up also the wheat with them. Let 
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both grow together until the harvest: and in the time of harvest I will 
say to the reapers, Gather ye together first the tares, and bind them 
in bundles to burn them: but gather the wheat into my barn." 
Matthew 13:24-30. 

On our way from Jerusalem to Ain-Karen we passed many wheat 
fields fully headed out, for the time of harvest was near at hand. And 
now as the blade had sprung up and put forth fruit, behold the tares, 
which were not visible before, appeared also. These grow much 
taller than the wheat and were to be seen from the roadside, waving 
above the fruitful field. As when the Master was in Palestine, so now, 
the husbandman either pulls up the tares by the roots, taking some 
wheat at the same time, or suffers both to grow together until the 
harvest, when they are gathered into bundles and burned. The stalk, 
when the tares are ripe, is hard and tasteless, and is fit only for fuel. 
"Wilt thou then that we go and gather them?" shows most 
conclusively that this was one of the common methods of disposing 
of the tares. So now, as then, before they are fully ripe they are often 
plucked up by the root and fed to the cattle. In rambling about the 
country just at the harvest time one often meets men and women 
who have on their heads and backs great bundles of tares which 
they have gathered for food for their animals. But in plucking up the 
tares, be they ever so careful, they also root up more or less of the 
wheat. Many farmers, even unto this day, adopt the plan of the 
householder of whom Jesus spoke, and let both grow together until 
harvest, when the tares are gathered into bundles and burned. 
Wishing to bring a handful of tares home with me I went into a wheat 
field by permission of the owner and plucked them up. I observed 
the greatest care in trying to uproot the tares without pulling up the 
wheat also. But I found this impossible to do. Upon examination it 
was found that the roots of the tares were so intertwined with the 
wheat that it was impossible to pluck up the one without uprooting 
the other. How literally in every single detail do the tares growing 
among the wheat fit into the parable of our Lord. How carefully He 
must have studied these things.

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PRIORITIES 

There are many choices placed before each individual each 
day but also throughout his life and even his life beyond this earthly 
life. The individual must choose which things are the most 
important to him. Once a man decides whetherthethingsof God or 
the things of the world are the most important, his whole style of 
living will be influenced. A man's priorities will among other things 
determine how he will pursue his financial life. 

In this age, bigness is looked upon as the normal desire of 
individuals. All round can be seen the examples of governments, 
businesses and labor unions. They have all gotten big and 
powerful. Their example is before the Christian. Will he follow it? 
Or will he follow his God? His answer will depend on what his 
priorities are. 

There are many examples in the Bible of those who placed their 
priorities on the wrong thing. The Wise Man speaks of one who 
drove himself to accumulate more and more with no purpose in 
mind. 'There is one alone, and there is not a second; yea, he hath 
neither child nor brother: yet isthere noend of all his labour; neither 
is his eye satisfied with riches; neither saith he, For whom do I 
labour, and bereave my soul of good? This is also vanity, yea, it is a 
sore travail." Eccles. 4:8. He was not content with what he had. He 
had an unfulfilled hunger for riches and power. He was not the last 
man in this world to push himself and deny himself so hecould have 
more and more. He never reached the saturation point. 

Jesus spoke of the Rich Fool. He was blessed with an abundance 
of material prosperity. When finally his thirst for more was abated, 
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he decided to give himself over to sensuality. He was going to 
gratify his flesh in all the ways he had denied hinnself as he had 
gathered his wealth. He had prospered materially but he had 
forgotten about his soul's needs. This man had undoubtedly been a 
good neighbor, a good provider for his family and certainly very 
diligent in his labor but he had had no time for God. 

Jesus met, one time, a rich young ruler. There was hope that this 
young man might prove to have his priorities in the right order for he 
seemed religious. But when the choice had to be made between his 
riches and his soul, he too proved to have his priorities mixed up. 
His religion was only a veneer that had no effect upon what he 
considered to be important. 

Many today have their priorities turned around like these men of 
old. They may have a religious veneer buttheirchoices in life reflect 
a love for the things of the world. Their desire is to accumulate 
wealth. As long as they have a small farm or small business, they 
may do alright but the siren call of riches causes them to go astray. 
As they increase their income and their spending, they have a 
powerful desire to have more and more. They go into debt deeper 
and do everything on a larger scale, although in the end they find 
they have about the same return but at greater risk. 

The greatest error of their new course is not their financial risk but 
their Spiritual risk. There is a Spiritual price to pay when priorities 
are out of order in financial affairs. The first error is the lack of 
contentment with the present blessings given by God. Paul could 
be content in whatever situation he found himself but many people, 
even Christians, are not content today. 

As a man pursues a greater fortune he has greater temptations to 
acquire that wealth by illegal or Immoral means. He is willing to cut 
corners because his highest priority is to make money. 
Compromise for the sake of growth is not limited to individuals 
seeking their fortunes. It has also been found in churches, where 
there has been an overwhelming importance placed on numbers 
above true conversion and Christian living. 

When a man sets his business as his top priority, that business 
often ends up "running" the man instead of him running it. He finds 
he no longer has time to do all that he should. He neglects himself, 
his family and his church. As he prospers, or seems to, he becomes 
lax first in his private Bible study and prayer, then later he lacks time 
to even go to Church. 

There are many risks for the man who chooses his farm or his 
business and its growth as his greatest priority. In the end he may 
find the price was higher than he expected not only financially but 
spiritually as well. 

Where have you placed your priorities? Is it in your farm or your 
business? Or is it your soul? 
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ENEMIES ARE TO LOVE 

"Rejoice not when thine enemy falleth, and let not thine heart be 
glad when he stumbleth." Prov. 24:17. "If thine enemy be hungry, 
give him bread to eat, and if he be thirsty, give him water to drink." 
Prov. 25:21. It takes a heart filled with God's love to feel sorry foran 
enemy. When someone has been unkind to you or cut you down 
with sharp words, it takes God's love to keep from rejoicing when 
that enemy finally gets his just reward. Enemies are to love, but you 
can't do it without God. 

As human beings, we have a tendency to feel glad when someone 
finally "gets put in his place", or gets some of his own unkindness 
back and learns how it feels to suffer. But God wants us to have 
compassion, to love our enemies, to ease their suffering when we 
can. Jesus loves us in spite of what we are; we should loveothers In 
spite of what they are. Our love must reach beyond our friends, our 
own kind, unto those who need it most. 

"And as ye would that men should do to you, do ye also to them 
likewise." Luke 6:31. This applies to our behavior toward ALL men, 
not just those we like or find easy to get along with. The Golden 
Rule requires love above average. It doesn't say to return evil for 
evil, but to give out what we want to get back. If we want love and 
kindness, we must give it to others. If we give hate, criticism, 
unkindness and such like, that's what we'll get back whether we 
want it or not. 

I Cor. 13 tells how love acts and reacts, how love is radiated and 
shared. It tells how meaningless life is without love. Love may need 
more time to work, but it will win out, because verse 8 says that 
charity (love) neverfails. Charity, or love, is longsuffering, kind, and 
is concerned for others. Charity is not easily provoked. Maintaining 
a calm spirit even when an enemy aggravates you indicates that you 
have God's love within and you are under His control. 

Charity doesn't think evil; this means wishing your enemy well, 
instead of wishing he would "get what he deserves". An enemy can 
be drawn to God through love, but resentment and returning evil for 
evil only drives him farther away. "A soft answer turneth away 
wrath: but grievous words stir up anger." Prov. 15:1. God's love in 
our hearts promotes obedience to His will, both in ourselves and 
others. 

"But I say unto you, love your enemies, bless them that curse you, 
do good to them that hate you, and prayforthem which despiteful ly 
use you, and persecute you; that ye may be the children of your 
Father which is in heaven: for he maketh his sun to rise on the evil 
and on the good, and sendeth rain on the just and on the unjust. For 
If ye love them which loveyou, what reward have ye? do not even the 
publicans the same? And if ye salute your brethren only, what do ye 
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more than others? do not even the publicans do so? Matt. 5:44-47. 

Jesus has commanded us to love our enemies, to bless them, to 
do good to them and pray for them. Why? So we can be God's 
children. If we love only those who love us and salute our brethren 
only, we haven't done any better than the sinners. As God's 
children, we should be able to love even when we are not loved in 
return. God manifests His love to all people by blessing them 
naturally, even though many of them do not love Him. We are to 
follow His example. 

Someday God will deal with all our enemies and His. He will mete 
out punishment as He sees fit. "Vengeance is mine; I will repay, 
saith the Lord." Rom. 12:19b. It takes wisdom that we don't have, to 
judge fairly, so God reserved that for Himself. He has not given us 
any right to seek revenge, but has given us the privilege of loving 
people instead. It is a privilege to love, to be kind and then to see 
someone respond to that love. Enemies are to love now, so share 
the love that Christ put in your heart. No one needs your love so 
much as he who has none to give.

GARDENS 

"And the Lord God planted a garden eastward in Eden; and there 
he put the man whom he had formed. And out of the ground made 
the Lord God to grow every tree that is pleasant to the sight, and 
good for food; the tree of life also in the midstof the garden, and the 
tree of knowledge of good and evil." Gen. 2:8-9. 

In God's Garden man is His most precious seed. He has placed 
man in, "A land which the Lord thy God careth for: the eyes of the 
Lord thy God are always upon it, from the beginning of the year even 
unto the end of the year." Deut. 11:12. Man is always under the 
watchful eye of his Maker. 

In the early spring, all gardeners begin thinking of planting their 
gardens. The ads in the papers and magazines offer "Package 
Deals" - several packets of seeds of different flowers or vegetables. 
But you are not sure till they grow, mature and produce fruit, 
whether you will get what the picture on the seed packets show. 
Some nurseries offer started plants. They take a lot of care: 
watering, weeding and pruning. 

"Behold, a sower went forth to sow; and whenJie sowed, some 
seeds fell by the say side, and the fowls came and devoured them 
up: some fell upon stony places, where they had not much earth:... 
and when the sun was up they were scorched; and because they had 
no root, they withered away. And some fell among thorns; and the 
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thorns sprung up, and choked them; But others fell Into good 
ground, and brought forth fruit, some an hundred fold, some sixty 
fold, some thirtyfold." Matt. 13:3-8. 

A few years ago I bought a "Package Deal". It was a combination 
offer of eighteen flowering shrubs, blooming bushes, trees, vines 
and border plants. I was disappointed. The plants were much 
smaller than I had expected. Nevertheless, I had bought them and 
they were all mine. I chose where I wanted to plant them. Some 
grew, some died and some were stunted. My grandson called them 
"Grandma's Scrubs". Scrubs they may have been, but those shrubs 
and trees that lived are doing alright. One, I hadn't bargained for, 
was a honeysuckle vine that threatened to take over. It had to be 
pruned and pruned and finally was dug up and burned. 

Jesus bought a "Package Deal" when He died on the Cross for the 
whole world. He paid an awful price. It was no bargain, that is for 
sure. "Greater love hath no man than this, that a man lay down his 
life for his friends." John 15:13. "For ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify God in your body, and in your spirit, which are 
God's." I Cor. 6:20. How few, whom He paid so much for, bear fruit 
for Him. 

The Apostles were surely a mixed "Package Deal". There were 
fishermen, a tax collecter and a doubter in the group, plus Judas, 
the betrayer. But look at what Jesus made of those men. He told 
them, "Follow me, and I will make you fishers of men." Matt. 4:19. 
The words and works of those Apostles are still catching men and 
drawing them to Christ. For example: Peter's sermon and call to 
repentance in Acts 2:41. We read, "Then they that gladly received 
his word were baptized: and the same day there were added unto 
them about three thousand souls." And in Acts 5:14, "And believers 
were the more added to the Lord, multitudes, both men and 
women." Jesus prayed to the Father not only for his disciples, when 
He was about to leave them, but for us, too. John 17:20, "Neither 
pray I for these alone, but for them also which shall believe on me 
through their word." 

I, also am a "Package Deal". Jesus bought me at Calvary — all of 
me, my moods: good or bad, my joys and my sorrows. He placed me 
where He wanted me to be. Now, I may have a different idea, and 
like the honeysuckle vine grow away from where He wants me. 
Then I must be pruned and brought back. But as I lay "aside all 
malice and all guile, and hypocricies, envies and all evil speakings, 
as a newborn babe (I WILL) desire the sincere milk of the Lord, that 
(I) may grow thereby. I Pet. 2:1-2.

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WOMEN'S LIBERATION 

Many of the proposals and plans of the women's liberation 
movement would be laughable if they were not opposed to the 
teachings of the Bible. Actually they are not laughable but are 
tools of the Devil to further break down the authority of the Word of 
God. 

We see the effects of this crusade in dress, manners and employ- 
ment. The Biblical standard of modesty and separation of styles for 
the man and women has been blatantly Ignored. It is difficult, 
today, to find those who hold to a modest standard of dress even 
among Church people. Today, women are as bold in the use of 
liquor, drugs and cigarettes as men. They seem to lack any 
feelings of shame in the display of their bodies or by the content of 
their speech. Now women are entering many professions formerly 
closed to them. This may not be wrong in itself except it draws 
them from their natural place of service, the home. Surely this 
movement has had a great influence over the past few years. Is it 
all for good? 

Women want to be liberated. When their past bondage is 
considered, it is no wonder. Women were considered only to be 
property, much the same as cattle or sheep, by most societies in 
the ancient and even by some in the modern world. The woman's 
place was elevated somewhat among the Jews, but her lot was still 
a hard one. The greatest hope for women has been Christianity. 
Christ brought a personal, saving Gospel that was designed for 
women as well as men. Here was her equality. Circumcision was 
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the rite of admission into the Jewish religion. Therefore men were 
the only ones who could fully comply with the requirement. 
Women were as "stepchildren" of the Jewish religion. After 
Christ's establishment of the Church, baptism became the rite of 
admission. It could be administered to both male and female. Paul 
spoke of all things gathered together into one in Ephesians in 
speaking of the Jews and Gentiles being on equal footing in the 
Church. The same could be said about male and female. All 
improvements in the lot of women have come because of the 
teachings of the Bible. Without the Bible, women would still be 
considered as being only property. Yet today it is this supposed 
"liberation" movement that is seeking to set aside Biblical 
teachings about the duties and responsibilities of women. 

In His creation of women, God has given her many talents. 
These talents are complementary to those of the man. Few men, if 
any, could handle the duties surrounding the care of children and 
the keeping of a home. This is the woman's natural domain. God 
made her that way. When she tries to trade her natural domain for 
that of the man she is going to be frustrated, unhappy and lacking 
peace. Paul instructed the older women to teach the younger in the 
homemaking arts and the proper care of husband and family. If the 
older women let down in their duty, it will not be very many 
generations until these responsibilities will be largely ignored. 
Have we not seen the fruit of the neglect of this teaching over the 
past two or three generations? 

Today there is a lack of humility among all classes of people, 
young and old. men and women. This "liberation" movement has 
especially brought a spirit of pride and lack of submission into the 
home and marriage. As women earn a greater share of the income, 
they demand more power within the home. Despite God's 
teachings on the proper relationship of the husband and wife, 
many have set themselves in rebellion not only against their 
husbands but also against God. 

The marriage relationship provides a fitting picture of the 
relationship between Christ and His Bride, the Church. Christ has 
given Himself for His Bride even as a husband should be willing to 
do all possible for the good of his wife. Christ has been set as the 
Head of the Church. The Church is to listen to Him and to obey His 
voice. The wife is to be in subjection to her husband in the same 
way. She is to give up her will and way to her husband, having 
confidence that he knows what is best, just as Christ knows what Is 
best for His Bride. When there Is rebellion in the Church againstthe 
Headship of Christ and rejection of His commands, there is a loss of 
blessings. When the wife rebells against her husband, there is 
disruption in the home. God has established an order in all things, 
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even in the roles of man and woman. When order is not maintained 
in natural things there is confusion. If a file cabinet is not kept in 
order, it will prove to be almost useless. God's order must be 
maintained in the home and in the Church. 

The teachings of the Bible on this subject are from God. His order 
must be maintained if there is to be harmony in the home and 
Spiritual growth in the Church. 

BROKEN? OR JUST BENT? 

When you bend a twig, it will return to its original position once 
the pressure is released. If you apply enough pressure, it will break 
and will not be able to return to its former shape. To be bent is to be 
crooked; also it can mean determined or set. There is resistance to 
change, because the mind is made up. Something broken is parted 
by violence into two or more pieces, or it can mean crushed or 
humbled, as a broken spirit. Every person is either "bent" or 
"broken" before God. Which are you? 

Sometimes people bend toward God when they are in trouble, 
then when the pressure is off, they return to their old ways. They use 
God as a "fire escape" and ignore Him the rest of the time. If you are 
only bending toward God, you are resisting Him. There is no 
promise to the "bent" in heart, those who are resisting the Spirit, 
except the promise of condemnation. The blessings of God are 
promised to the "broken" in heart. 

God is not pleased when we resist Him, anymore than a parent is 
pleased when a child resists. Did you ever pick up a child and feel his 
body stiffen in rebellion? You soon take measures to correct him so 
he won't resist you. Sometimes God must do that with us, as He did 
with the children of Israel. "And my people are bent to backsliding 
from me." Hosea 1 1 :7a. Even though God had done everything for 
the Israelites, they still resisted and turned away. They were bent in 
the wrong direction, and they received punishment many times to 
correct them. If we resist God, we need correction. 

"Submit yourselves therefore to God. Resist the devil, and he will 
flee from you." James 4:7. "And whosoever shall fall on this stone 
shall be broken: but on whomsoever it shall fall, it will grind him to 
powder." Matt. 21 :44. We are to submit to God, to be broken before 
Him. When we come to Christ (thestone) forforgiveness, ourspirits 
will be broken because of sorrow for the way we have lived. If we 
wait for Christ to deal with us in our rebellion, we will be destroyed. 
The only way to be saved is to come without resistance. "The Lord is 
nigh unto them that are of a broken heart; and saveth such as be of a 
contrite spirit." Psa. 34:18. 
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Sometimes we must suffer and have much sorrow before we can 
be what God wants us to be. When great trouble comes to us after 
we are Christ's, we can't understand why. We wonder what we did to 
deserve it and our hearts become broken and crushed. It hurts us, as 
it hurt Job, to have everything taken from us. Our friends may be as 
Job's: condemning us and adding to our misery. It may seem that 
even God does not care, but He is only taking awaywhat we have, so 
He can give us something better. "But he knoweth the way that I 
take: when he hath tried me, I shall come forth as gold." Job 23:10. 
Allowing us to suffer until we are completely broken is God's way of 
bringing out the "gold" in us. 

Christ obeyed God, even though it meant much suffering, not for 
Himself, but for us. The Bible says He learned obedience by the 
things which He suffered, and being made perfect, He provided 
salvation to all who obey Him. (Heb. 5:8-9). It was God's will for 
Christ to die on the Cross and He provided the necessary strength. 
An angel ministered to Christ when He prayed, for His soul was 
"sorrowful unto death." (Mark 14:34). Ourgrief in atimeof suffering 
may be so great that we feel out of touch with God and unable to 
pray, but He will strengthen us somehow. He won't forsake us. 

When we suffer, we gain compassion and understanding of 
others' needs. When our suffering completely breaks us and we've 
come to the end of ourselves, then God can use us best. Then, we 
can receive His strength wholly. Christ suffered for the sake of 
others and sometimes our suffering is for others. Without the 
compassion we gain, we wouldn't comprehend the sufferings of 
others nor would we care. What good are we in the Lord's work if we 
don't care about others and love them as Christ has loved us? 

To be broken in heart is to be crushed and humbled, no longer 
resisting God. To be bent is to have a set mind and heart which is 
resisting God. Which is it for you? Are you broken, or just bent?

WHY BAPTIZE? 

This is an important question, since our salvation depends on our 
correct answer. I know in the Christian world today, there are many 
theories concerning this subject. Most people with whom we speak, 
do not consider baptism to be necessary to be saved. The question 
is, what does the Bible teach? 

First, Christ made it a condition of salvation, when He said, "He 
that believeth and is baptized shall be saved." Mark 16:16. Here, 
Christ didn't say, "just believe and ye shall be saved," but instead. 
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He said it takes both, faith and baptism, to be saved. 

Second. Peter, on the day of Pentecost, made baptism for the 
remission of sins, when he said. Acts 2:38, "Repent, and be baptized 
every one of you in the name of Jesus Christ for the remission of 
sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost." Here, Peter 
made baptism necessary in order to receive the remission of sins 
and also to receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. Both are essential for 
salvation. 

Third. Paul in Rom. 6:3 says, "Know ye not, that so many of us as 
were baptized into Jesus Christ were baptized into his death." In 
Gal. 3:27, again Paul says, "For as many of you as have been 
baptized into Christ have put on Christ." These passages teach us 
that we are baptized into Jesus Christ and that being baptized into 
Christ we put on Christ. Without being in Christ there is no 
salvation. And the only way to get into Christ, is to be baptized into 
Him. Therefore we are baptized, because It is a condition of pardon. 
It is for the remission of sins. Acts 2:38. 

The three thousand on the day of Pentecost were baptized. We 
are baptized because it is part of every case of conversion found In 
the Acts of the Apostles. We read in Acts 8:12 that the Samaritans, 
"... when they believed Philip preaching the things concerning the 
kingdom of God, and the name of Jesus Christ, they were baptized, 
both men and women." Acts 18:8, "... and many of the Corinthians 
hearing believed, and were baptized." 

Therefore, we are baptized into Christ and into His death and 
arise to walk in a newness of life. Rom. 6:3-6. We cannot be saved 
outside of Christ "He is the way, the truth, and the life," John 14:6. 
Salvation is in noother name. Acts4:12. All Spiritual blessings are in 
Christ. Eph. 1:3. By faith, we are baptized into Christ, thereby 
putting on Christ. Gal. 3:27-28. "Therefore if any man be in Christ, 
he is a new creature: old things are passed away; behold, all things 
are become new."

THE TEMPLE 



The temple — is it of God? Do we realize that our body is 
considered to be a temple of God? Do we keep our bodies without 
spot or blemish, so the Holy Spirit might dwell therein? If we do not 
keep these bodies undefiled for the indwelling of the Holy Spirit, we 
are told that God will destroy them. 

Our Saviour told the Jews in John 2:19, "Destroy this temple, and 
in three days I will raise it up." Will He raise the temple which you 
possess? If we aren't very careful the temple of our souls becomes 
dingy and dirty with the cares of this world. We get a smudge here, a 
streak there. How are we going to clean this temple? If we don't 
clean up this temple and keep it clean, we cannot expect the Holy 
Spirit to be indwelling us. If the Holy Spirit isn't indwelling, how can 
we expect to live the kind of life that will take us to a home in 
Heaven?

Isn't it amazing how, when we have faith, trust, hope, and lean on 
the Everlasting Arm, that we start building our temple. So let us use 
the Holy Scripture as our foundation, our Lord Jesus as the chief 
corner stone "In whom all the building fitly framed together groweth 
unto a holy temple in the Lord. In whom ye also are builded together 
for an habitation of God through the spirit."

"...BUT THE DUNKERS WEEP" 

Sometime back, in speaking with a brother, the conversation 
turned to the feelings and emotions manifested in religious 
experience. As we talked about the expression of religious feelings, 
he mentioned that when he was younger in the area of the country 
where he came from, there was a common saying that many of the 
local church groups shout, "but the Dunkers weep". 

I have turned this over and over in my mind in the past year and 
find there is far more than superficial meaning here. Those with 
whom I have shared this have suggested various reasons as to why 
they think the Dunkers weep. 

First let us look back over the years and compare them with today. 
The brother in his conversation mentioned that tears are not so 
much In evidence as they were years ago, and we feel this Is also 
true in the past quarter of a century we can remember. We can well 
recall the "farewell addresses" and other sermons delivered with 
power. Sometimes every heart was moved, and hardly an eye was 
dry. Why? Today we do not see this display of emotion so often. 
Why not? Yet still today we often enough see and hear evidence of 
the spirits of men and women being moved by the Spirit of God. 
Again, why with weeping? 
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Let us say now that tears are not to be considered evidence of 
weakness in the sense we usually understand it. Again, weeping is 
not the same as crying. The latter is associated with the physical 
needs of a child or an adult. Crying is a louder lannent, calling for aid 
of one sort or another, while weeping may be silent — simply the 
quivering lip or the tear-filled eye. It may be in sorrow, but it may 
just as well be for joy. And this brings us to the question, "Why do 
the Dunkers weep?" 

The religious experience is not easy to set down in words. It is a 
feeling difficult to convey by sentences, either spoken or written. It 
is born out of a knowledge of sins forgiven. It is the awareness that 
Jesus, our Lord, took upon Himself the body of sinful flesh and, holy 
and righteous as He was, suffered unspeakably for our sakes. 
When one contemplates the pity He showed for us, the heart is 
moved with emotion which rises from the bosom and gathers in the 
eyes. The weeping of which we speak is not an ungrounded 
emotional fire fanned to a flame of irrational sentimentalism. To the 
prophet of old, God was not in the wind, nor in the earthquake, nor 
inthefire. God was in thestill small voice. (I Kings19:12).Thisisthe 
religious experience of which we speak. And when this still small 
voice speaks to the Dunkers, it has been for many generations 
manifested in weeping. One of the author'.^ ancestors of the late 
seventeen hundreds was known in easteri. Pennsylvania as the 
weeping preacher because he never rose to his feet to speak without 
weeping. 

Let us look further into the emotions manifested by those 
professing Christianity today. One said to me, "Do you feel it, 
brother?" And again I was asked, "But do you really feel it?" The 
implication was that I did not feel what he thought I should feel, and 
his doubt was fostered by the fact that my feelings had not been 
manifested by shouting, prophesying, and speaking in tongues. 
This brings us to thoughts on the "charismatic movement", which 
has become popular in professed Christendom in the past decade 
or so. We think it is very pertinent to our subject, and to the old 
saying that "Some churches shout, but the Dunkers weep." 

The charismatic movement takes its name from the word 
charisma, which means "a quality of leadership that inspires great 
popular allegiance." In theology it represents an alleged divinely 
inspired gift such as tongues, prophecies, and healings. It is often 
associated with emotionalism and shouting, with strong references 
to manifestations of fire, omniously reminiscent of Rev. 13 and the 
two-horned dragon beast which is to make fire come down from 
heaven. Now they tell me that if I don't "feel the spirit" I don't have it, 
and I don't have the spirit if I don't prophesy, speak in tongues, or 
shout for joy. 
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Such emotionalism, of course, inspires "great popular 
allegiance". It now cuts across church creeds and fellowships and 
has swept into its ranks people of all walks and stations of life. This 
form of neo-Pentecostalism, however, seems Incompatible with the 
tenor of the Gospel and of Brethren thinking. So now there is even 
more meaning to the saying that 'Theotherchurchesshout, butthe 
Dunkers weep." 

"Feeling" and religious experience is not new among Christian 
believers, including the Brethren. Its manifestation, however, has 
tended to be meek and mild. As in the time of Christ, His followers 
today should not be ofa generation seeking a sign. Anyone seeking 
the Spirit of God should beware of the alleged divinely inspired 
signs, for Satan also (or perhaps only) will work wonders before 
men. "And no marvel; for Satan himself is transformed into an angel 
of light. Therefore it is no great thing if his ministers also be 
transformed as the ministers of righteousness; whose end shall be 
according to their works." II Cor. 11:14, 15. 

The expression of emotion varies from individual to individual. 
While to some the feelings of the heart are near the surface and 
easily become evident, to others emotional control has become a 
part of theirpersonality from childhood. Wefind no fault with either. 
We feel, however, that the expression of emotion mayormay notbe 
consistent with the Christ-like life. It is recorded that Jesus wept on 
at least two occasions. There were other times when He was deeply 
moved, but we know of no place recorded where He made a great 
show of shouting, or even of speaking in tongues. The meek and 
quiet spirit is with Him of great price. As the hymn writer said, "To 
Him there's music in a groan, and beauty in a tear." 

To those who are aware of the influence of the charismatic 
movement, let us simply say that we see great danger in it. Do not be 
led away by this form of spirit. There is a place for religious feeling, 
as there has been through the centuries. There is no reason why 
suddenly in this latter day a new manifestation should become 
evident. We feel, rather, thatasearch of theScriptures will showthe 
tenor of both the Old and New Testaments to support the 
observation that "...the Dunkers weep."

JOSHUA 9 

The people of a city called Gibeon were smarter than most of 
the inhabitants of Canaan land. They used their heads. After 
Joshua destroyed Jericho and Ai, different kings of the country 
gathered to fight against Israel, but not the Gibeonites. They 
decided that they wanted to make peace with Joshua. They knew 
that Joshua was going to take the land of Canaan and destroy every 
city that he came to. They also knew that Joshua and the army of 
Israel were getting too close to Gibeon to be comfortable. Joshua 
was a man that they could trust; if he made an agreement, he would 
keep it. So what did they do? Someof the men of Gibeon were sent 
to Joshua to act like they were ambassadors from a far country. 
They took old sacks and put them on their donkeys, they carried 
wine bottles that were old and torn and mended, and old patched up 
shoes, and old clothes, and bread that was mouldy and stale. When 
they came to Gifgal and stood before Joshua, they looked like they 
were just about done for. TheyspoketoJoshuaand Israel and said, 
"We come from a far country and we want to make an agreement 
with you." 

The men of Israel answered, "What if you live among us? How 
shall we make an agreement with you? 

And the men of Gibeon said to Joshua, "We are your servants and 
we come from a far country. Because we have heard of the name of 
the Lord thy God; for we know the fame of him, and all that he did in 
Egypt, and all that he did to the two kings of the Amorites, and to 
Sihon, king of Heshbon, and to Og, king of Bashan." (They didn't 
mention Jericho and Ai because those victories were too recent for 
anyone very far away to have heard about it.) "And because of this 
our elders said for us to take food for this long journey and tell you 
that we will be your servants. Look at this bread; When we started 
out it was still hot but now it is dry and mouldy, these bottles of wine 
were new but now they are scratched and torn, and our clothes and 
our shoes have become old and worn because of the long time we 
have traveled." 

The men of Israel were so convinced that they forgot to ask 
counsel of the Lord. And Joshua made peace with them and agreed 
to let them live and the princes of Israel swore unto them by the Lord 
God of Israel that they would be friends. Three days later they found 
that these men were Gibeonites and lived right among them. But the 
children of Israel kept their promise and did them no harm. 
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Joshua called to the men of Gibeon and said, "Why have you 
tricked us and told us you were from a far country, when you lived 
among us?" 

And they replied, "We were told that your God commanded you to 
destroy the inhabitants of this land and we were afraid for our lives. 
Now we are in your hand; do with us what seems good to you." 

Joshua made them hewers of wood and drawers of water but 
spared their lives. 

We can't help but admire these Gibeonites. They feared for their 
lives and knew that the God of Israel had commanded Joshua to 
destroy the inhabitants of the land. They also knew that once 
Joshua and Israel had made a promise that they would keep it. We 
don't have to deceive anyone for fear of our lives but we can be sure 
that God will keep His promises to us.

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BETWEEN TWO THIEVES 

Pilate had made his decision. Jesus would be crucified. Bar- 
abbas would be released. Was it only a coincidence that these two 
prisoners were so opposite of each other? The one had spent His 
life doing good, healing the sick and restoring the afflicted. The 
other had spent his life doing evil, robbing his fellowmen and even 
killing some. Two men so different yet the One would take the 
other's place on the middle cross of Calvary. 

Barabbas was released but two of his gang were going to face the 
punishment demanded by their crimes: crucifixion. Instead of their 
leader being nailed to the cross in the center, Jesus would be. He 
who had done good was taking the place of the one who had done 
only evil. But He was not only taking Barabbas' place He was taking 
the place of each man, woman and child. He was taking the place of 
sinners. All men are related to Barabbas in the same way all are 
related to Adam. 

Three condemned men were led up to Calvary to be crucified. 
Two deserved their punishment, the other was not guilty of any 
crime for He had lived a perfect life. His life was without spot or 
blemish. Yet He would die between the thieves as if He were the 
chief of sinners. He would becomethechief of sinners in God'ssight 
as he bore mankind's burden of sin. Great darkness fell over this 
scene to show the darkness of sin. "The light shineth in darkness; 
and the darkness comprehended it not." John 1:5. The light that was 
apparently snuffed out on Calvary became even brighter on that 
first Easter morning. All the forces that had combined to darken not 
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only the physical scene but also the hearts of men could not 
extinguish that Light. 

Victory was the theme that first Easter. What had appeared to be 
defeat was now the greatest victory ever known. It was not only the 
return of life to the earthly frame of Jesus but it was the great victory 
over the forces of evil. Death had been unabletohold Him,thegrave 
had proven powerless and best of all, Hell had now been conquered. 
All together they could not accomplish that which had looked so 
easy at Calvary. When He was between those thieves He was 
making victory possible for everyone by being the symbol of all that 
was evil. His sacrifice was the only one acceptable in God's sight. 
Only a perfect, unblemished sacrifice could atone for all the varied 
sins of mankind. 

His trip up Calvary was not the result of circumstances. It was the 
result of God's love for you and me. God's Grace and Mercy toward 
mankind compelled Him to send His only begotten Son to earth in 
the first place. He could see the ruin man had made of his life and 
the impossibility of him ever righting himself by his own design. 
God in His Grace gave the only remedy that would work. Money, 
position and culture are like "quacks" they cannot rescue man from 
his sinful condition, only the Gift of God will suffice. 

The crucifixion of Jesus between the two thieves also shows the 
reactions of the world to His Person and Work. Each of the thieves 
was guilty and each deserved his punishment. The whole world lies 
guilty and condemned before God. "All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one to his own way; and the Lord hath 
laid on him the iniquity of us all." Isa. 53:6. "Forall havesinned, and 
come short of the glory of God." Rom. 3:23. Whether the Perfect 
Sacrifice given by God's Grace avails in our lives or not depends on 
our reactions to Him. 

The one malefactor (evil doer) railed on Him, mocking Him along 
with the crowd who was watching. His reaction was to continue in 
his same style of life even in its closing hours. To him the One 
crucified between him and his fellow thief was but the chief of 
sinners. There was nothing of belief or repentance in this man's 
dying hours. He is the picture of the majority in the world today, 
hellbound, unrepentant and uncaring about their souls. 

The other thief was just as guilty as the first and just as deserving 
of his punishment but he recognized his need and the solution. He 
recognized Jesus as more than another sinner condemned to a 
cruel death. He recognized his own sinful condition and appealed 
to Jesus as Lord to remember him. This, Jesus was willing todo for 
him and for all who will come to Him in the same heartfelt way. The 
thief was willing to do all necessary and possible to be rescued 
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Spiritually. He is a picture of that remnant of mankind who have 
chosen to follow the Lamb of God. 

One of these thieves is a picture of you. Are you indifferent, 
uncaring, unrepentant like the first? Or are you willing to do all 
necessary to take advantage of God's Gift of Grace? 



GOD REALLY LOVES 

In the Bible, John 3:16tellsusthat God loves the world. Questions 
arise as to why, then, is there so much trouble? Why so many 
disasters, in which so many people lose their lives? Why does God 
allow bitterness and hatred between nations? 

I find in I John 4:8, "God is love." He created man, put him on this 
planet and gave him something He did not give His other creatures: 
freedom of choice. 

He manifested His love when He created Paradise for man and 
placed him therein. He told man, "You can enjoy all the fruit of this 
garden, except for one tree." Of the Garden, He told man, "Dress 
and keep it." "If you eat of the fruit of the forbidden tree, you will 
suffer and die." 

Adam rebelled deliberately against God. This is where all our 
trouble began, in the Garden of Paradise.

None of these fulfill 
our lives. With these we may remain Spiritually dead. 

God saw man's predicament. In spite of man's sin and rebellion, 
God loved the world. "But when the fulness of the time was come, 
God sent forth his Son, made of a woman, made under the law, to 
redeem them that were under the law, that we might receive the 
adoption of sons." Galations 4:4-5. In other words, in order that He 
might communicate His love to us, God took the form of His Son, 
Jesus Christ, who was born of a virgin, walked among us, and 
showed us what the Father is like. 

He, Jesus, made the blind to see, the dumb to talk, the lame to 
walk, the deaf to hear and the dead to rise. He fed the hungry 
thousands. He thought it well to be equal with God -the love of God. 
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He came for another purpose; to die on the cross. He said, 'To 
this end I was born." He died for the sins of the whole world. He, 
who knew no sin, became sin for us. Jesus became the sin-bearer, 
the substitute, the one who died in our place. 

God said to the whole world, "I love you." He proved His love by 
giving His only begotten Son. The blood of Jesus Christ cleanses us 
from all sins because "...God so loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life."

THAT MAN DANIEL 

The Book of Daniel is a tremendous book. Daniel himself was a 
tremendous man who served God and loved his fellowmen. Daniel 
can be a tremendous example to Christian people today. God's 
people in Judea, Israel, had so polluted themselves in disobedience 
to God that their cup of iniquity had become so full that God could 
not tolerate them any longer. He gave them over to captivity under 
the wicked king Nebuchadnezzar of Babylon. Babylon was a very 
wicked nation which neither served nor recognized the God of 
Heaven, but served the heathen sun-gods of Baal, the lust of the 
flesh, the carnal mind and even tried to deify their kings as gods, 
whom they worshipped. 

This was the setting into which Daniel and his companions were 
thrust as captive young men. There had been a long seige against 
Jerusalem and much slaughter in Judea. Only the best of the 
Israelites were carried the one thousand miles to Babylon to do 
service for the king. 

I picture Daniel as a lad of perhaps seventeen years, strong, 
healthy, handsome, wise, well-favored, skillful, learned, obedientto 
parents and God, unafraid because he trusted in God, and 
unmovable in his faith. Daniel 1:3-4 would indicatethat Daniel was 
of royal seed in Judea. 

I also picture Daniel's mother as being a godly woman who 
trusted God and looked well to her household spiritually and 
physically. Fathers, Mothers, it is time to look well to your 
household. What is your example? Are you holding up the God of 
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Heaven day by day by the things you do? by the things you find 
pleasure in? by the company you keep? Rememberthese little ones 
are walking in your footsteps. You are their mirror and your 
example will be magnified in their lives - over and over. When we 
plant a seed, it does not bring forth one seed as planted but many 
like seeds. What will your harvests be according to the seed you 
plant? You cannot reap figs of thistles. 

Daniel had outstandig training and that training stuck. When 
Daniel was told to eat the king's dainties, he knew he could not eat 
them and be astrong healthy man and serveGod to the fullest of his 
potential. He knew what he ought to do and hetold the prince of the 
eunuchs that he could not eat the king's dainties and suggested a 
thoughtful plan by which they could prove to the king that this was 
best for them. It worked two ways - their bodies were healthier, their 
faces more handsome, and the Lord was with them. Soft drinks, ice 
cream, cake, pie, meats were not in Daniel's menu. He was also a 
man of fasting. In his late eighties he was appointed the second 
ruler of Babylon (Dan. 2:48), that mighty nation which was not a 
kingdom of the world, but the kingdom of the world, for Babylon 
ruled the world at that time. In order for Daniel to have been eligible 
to occupy so high a position he had to be an outstanding example of 
leadership, physically strong, and mentally alert. A Psalm of Moses 
(Psa. 90:10) declared that man's days were appointed as threescore 
years and ten, therefore Daniel was a man of long life. Apparently 
there is no record of his death, neither of his returning to his 
homeland. 

I am awed when I think of a captive boy who stuck to his 
convictions and dared do right even though uprooted from his 
family, his home and country, then transplanted into a heathen land 
among heathen people, and heathen worship, then rising to the 
prominence of second ruler in that new country. Oh, no it did not 
come easy. It took many years of service before God and man. He 
stood before the king as interpreter under sentence of death. It took 
him through the lions den. He was ridiculed, and harrassed, and his 
jealous enemies vied with him for his job. But Daniel knew the Lord 
and knew he was known of Him. 

When the decree went out to worship none but the king as god, 
Daniel still continued to bow in front of his open window facing 
Jerusalem three times daily. If Daniel would have had a wife, I 
believe she might have said something like this, "Daniel if you are 
going to pray, why do you pray in front of that open window? Why 
not go where you cannot be seen? Why bring all this trouble upon 
us?" But Daniel wanted to witness. He was faithful In serving God 
and he had been instructed to pray toward the temple in Jerusalem. 
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The Lord recognizes every obedience and takes care of His people 
accordingly. Is the reward worth striving for? "And the Lord was 
with him," isawonderful phrase when applied to any individual. But 
in order to have the Lord with us, we must obey Him. 

If Daniel had fallen victim to lusts of the flesh, he probably would 
have fallen with the slain in Judea and never would have found a 
new home in Babylon. He would never have interpreted the king's 
dreams; he would never have witnessed to Babylon and the world 
through the ages; he never would have turned the course of pagan 
worship to the worship of God in Babylon (read Dan. 2:47-48 and 
6:25-28); the Book of Daniel would not have been written. 

If we follow the lust of the flesh we, too, will be weak physically, 
mentally and spiritually. We would follow with and mingle with the 
crowd and go on our way to defeat and oblivion. 

Wake up! The hour is late, very late. Judgment is soon coming 
and already is in operation in the world. 

Dare to be a Daniel, 

Dare to stand alone. 

Dare to have a purpose true, 

Dare to make it known. 
May the Lord be our constant shield, buckler, fortress, high tower, 
guide and protector daily.

"If any man love the world, the love of the father is not in him." I John 
2:15b. 

This was said of a man who was greatly impressed by a sincere 
Christian lady and her consistent life of testimony and sacrifice. It 
seemed especially outstanding to him because it contrasted so 
sharply with his own existence, so taken up by worldly things. "I 
would give the world to have your experience," he said. "Ah," 
replied the precious saint of God, "that isjustwhatitcostme. I gave 
the world for it." Galations 6:14 reads, "But God forbid that I should 
glory, save in the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, by whom the world 
is crucified unto me, and I unto the world." 

Have we crucified the flesh with its affections, or are we looking 
back with longing to the lusts and worldly pleasures from which we 
should have been delivered? Remember Lot's wife!

"And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, will draw all men unto me." 
John 12:32. "And as Moses lifted up the serpent in the wilderness, 
even so must the Son of Man be lifted up: that whosoever believeth 
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in him should not perish, but have eternal life." John 3:14-15. Jesus 
was lifted up on a Cross and He gave His life for us there, the only 
acceptable sacrifice for our sins. Jesus paid the price so we can 
have life, if we will look to Him. 

Jesus came to this world to make salvation available to us and al- 
so to give us victory oversin. Hedied, was buried and roseagain; He 
is not still hanging on a cross and suffering foroursins, as acrucifix 
pictures Him. The tomb where He was buried isempty, not because 
someone stole His body, but because He rose again. As the children 
of Israel looked up to the brazen serpent, so must we look to Christ 
and believe if we want to really live. 

The children of Israel were dying because of the bite of the fiery 
serpents (Num. 21 :6-9). The people came to Moses asking for help 
and admitting their sin. The Lord told Moses to make a serpent of 
brass, put itonapole, and anyone who was bitten was to lookupto it 
and he would live. In ordertoreceivelife, they had to take their eyes 
off themselves, off the serpents, and look to the source of life. So it 
is with us. Christ is our life, our strength, our victory over sin; we 
must take our eyes off everything else in order to really see Him and 
what He can do for us. 

When Peter saw Jesus walking on the water, he asked Jesus to 
bid him to do the same if He really was Jesus. Jesus said "Come," 
and Peter stepped down out of the ship and started walking on the 
water. Peter became afraid, when he saw how strong the wind was, 
and began to sink. He doubted and failed when he looked away 
from Jesus, for he saw the strength of the storm rather than the 
strength of Christ, who was in control of the storm. Victory over 
every situation comes through Christ; we fail when we concentrate 
on the danger. (See I John 5:4-5) 

Take your eyes off of self, your problems, yoursickness, financial 
worries, and look to Jesus. When you stress how bad you feel, how 
poor you are, or how hopeless your problems are, that situation has 
the victory over you. Satan loves to discourage you and to keep you 
from trusting Christ for the solution. Through Christ, the power of 
these things to drag you down and make you miserable can be 
broken. "Ye are of God, little children, and have overcome them: 
because greater is he that is in you, than he that is in the world." I 
John 4:4. 

We have a promise that all our needs will be supplied somehow. 
"But my God shall supply all your need according to his riches in 
glory by Christ Jesus." Phil. 4:19. We might have a "thorn in the 
flesh" as Paul had, a problem which won't go away; it just keeps 
hurting. Even so, we are not left to suffer alone. Jesus said to Paul, 
"My grace is sufficient for thee." Jesus gave Paul strength so he 
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could live with his thorn and He will do the same for us. 

Sonnetimes we see people facing tragic situations and we wonder 
how they can do it.

"And God is able to make all grace abound toward 
you; that ye, always having all sufficiency in all things, may abound 
to every good work."

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EASTER 

As we sit and ponder on the word, "Easter", we find very few 
references to study. It is mentioned only once in the Word of God. 
That is in Acts 12:4, telling of thetimewhen Peterwasto be released 
from prison. 

Webseter defines it as: "A church feast observed on a Sunday in 
March or April, in commemoration of Christ's resurrection." We 
also find through some research that in early English versions of the 
Bible, the word "Easter", was used as the translation of the word 
"passover", but in the Authorized Version it was only used the one 
time mentioned above. 

How do we translate it into our lives as a Christian people? Does it 
have more significance than Christmas? To me it does, and I hope it 
does for you also. Without it, we could not have the hope of eternal 
life. 

History shows us Easter is connected with the Resurrection of our 
Saviour. We ask, how can the Passover be a part of the 
Resurrection? Praise God's holy name, that He brought Jesus forth 
from the grave that we might have salvation. With this thought in 
mind, let us draw a little closer to our Saviour, forgiving us an Easter 
day. 

When we think of Passover, most of us think of the deliverance of 
the children of Israel from the land of Egypt. Passover was insti- 
tuted by God for the deliveranceof the children of Israel. They were 
to hold a feast in commemoration of this day every year. When the 
Passover was brought into being, it contained the shedding of 
blood. Then the blood had to be placed on the door posts so the 
death angel would pass over. In the yearly commemoration of this 
time of passover the children of Israel picked a male lamb, without 
blemish, for offering, and the meal of the feast that they were to 
partake of, as a memorial. 

Are we Christian people partakers of the Passover? Do we hold a 
memorial to God, for the Lamb, He gave for the atonement of our 
sins? The blood of the lambs that was shed for Israel's deliverance 
was as nothing compared to the blood that was shed for us on 
Calvary. 

God delivered thechildrenof Israel out of bondage or slavery with 
the first Passover, or shall we call it Easter. Our Easter is a passover 
for us, in that it tells of our deliverance from sin. It is the passing 
over of the doom we deserve for our sin. As the death angel 
passed over when he saw the blood on the doors, our sins will 
be forgiven when the blood of the Lamb is applied to our hearts. 

This passover is useless, until it is partaken of. The Israelites ate 
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their passover feast standing, ready for a journey. Our passover 
meal should be the Word of God and we should be prepared for a 
journey, as we partake of this feast. The Israelites ate their Passover 
with bitter herbs, and wine. Our passover must be eaten with 
repentance as our bitter herbs. 

History shows the Lamb of God was slain at nearly the same 
season of the year and at the same time of day, that were used in the 
Passover of the children of Israel, starting at the same time in the 
morning and stopping at the same time in the evening. 

We are very fortunate indeed to have a God who wanted man to 
look to Him for forgiveness of sin, so He offered the Supreme 
Sacrifice for us. Not on the altar did they lay the sacrifice, but they 
hung it on a cross between Heaven and earth. They did this to 
shame our Saviour, but we as Christian people know, it was not 
shame for the Saviour, it was shame for the human race. To 
overcome this shame, let us keep the passover or Easter feast to 
glorify our Saviour, Jesus. To honor and acknowledge Him as that 
Supreme Sacrifice offered for us. 

Praise God that he did come forth from the grave, so we might 
have salvation. May the Grace of God go with all that partake of this 
passover. May God richly bless all and keep you faithful is my 
prayer.

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EVANGELISM 

The Church has been given a Great Comnnission by Her Resur- 
rected Saviour. She has been instructed, "Go ye therefore, and 
teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: Teaching them to observeall things 
whatsoever I have commanded you: and lo, I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world." Matt. 28:19-20. He has sent His 
Church forth on the great mission of love that God began by the 
sacrifice of His own Dear Son. 

These words from the lips of Jesus should seem doubly important 
to us since they were spoken following His Resurrection. He spoke 
as the One who possesses all power in Heaven and earth. If He 
holds such power certainly it includes the powerto direct His Bride 
in the work He wishes for Her to accomplish. These are not the 
words of mere man, These are the words of God. These are notthe 
words of one who has failed but of the One who has wrought a great 
victory over Death, Hell and the Grave. Who could better give 
directions to the Church so men could also have this victory? The 
Church must give serious heed to His Words. 

The words, "Go ye", ring through the centuries. The going may 
be next door or it may be half-way around the world. The Great 
Commission is not for the "rocking chair" Christian but for the one 
who is going ahead, not just back and forth. The purpose in the 
going is to take the Gospel to the lost. Jesus does not leave this 
important work to be done by men without some guidelines. If His 
Commands are not carried out, if His restrictions are not adhered to, 
then the work done will not be His Work but man's work. 
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Jesus tells us to take the Precious Seed which s to be sown In the 
hearts of men. The lost must see their true condition and apply for 
the New Testament remedy of their condition and have their wills 
stirred to desire it. Jesus speaks first of the teaching of the plan of 
salvation; after it is accepted by faith and accompanied by 
repentance, He speaks of the necessity of Baptism. He gives man an 
opportunity to share God's Grace but man must be willing to follow 
even in the smallest details. Here, Jesus gives the details of baptism. 
It is trine immersion with each dip accompanied by a name of one of 
the three-fold Godhead - Father, Son and Spirit. Jesus does not 
conclude His instructions here at water's edge but further 
emphasizes the need of continued teaching and obedience. While it 
may seem to man to be too detailed and too strict, it remains the only 
way that man can have a part in the promise, Jesus concludes with, 
"...and, lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of the world." 

These are the commands Jesus has given His Church for 
evangelizing but like in all other things man has come along with his 
own ideas on how to do it. Contest, games and entertainments have 
been staged to get people to attend Church. The people attend just 
like they will attend any sports or entertainment event and in the end 
it will mean just as much to them. Suppers and socials have long 
been used as allurements but their effect is to only fill the body not 
the soul. The most dangerous and most popular of allurements is a 
"watered-down" Gospel and the letting down of discipline within 
the Church. To preach anything less than the New Testament plan 
of salvation is to offer a false hope to the lost. They will be just as lost 
as if they had made no effort to right themselves. "...To observe all 
things" is required by Jesus in the commission He has delivered to 
His Church. To require less is to put souls in danger of being 
beckoned away. 

Evangelism gets its greatest power from Christians living real 
Christian lives. When Christians are totally dedicated, their lives 
become the greatest draw for the lost to come to Christ. It is a life 
that keeps the commands of God and the practices of the Church 
because they are Spirit-directed. If Christians would live upto their 
profession and would unashamedly stand by the requirements of 
the New Terstament there would not be any need for contests, 
games, suppers or other entertainments to lure people to Church. 
The best lure is a Christian life. 

We are sent out by Jesus. He has given us work to do and our 
instructions for doing it. Let us be careful that we follow His 
Program, not one of man's schemes. No matter how sincerely we 
work at man's program for evangelism in the end it will be in vain.

Before Jimmy Carter was elected President, the Minister in his 
home church at Plains, Georgia told his congregation, "All of you go 
out and vote for Jimmy. He's a born again Christian." Nov^lamnot 
sure this is a major qualification for President. Surely it should be, 
but a man from skid-row can be a born again and be a good man. 
But would he make a good President? As imortant and great the 
experience of being delivered from sin is, I love to see evidence. I 
could wish that all our Congressmen, Governors and others in 
public office were born again Christians. What a blessing that 
would be to our country. 

John Bunyan, who wrote Pilgrim's Progress, hada wicked woman 
tell him that she had never heard any one use such vile language as 
he'd used. It shocked him, coming from such an ungodly woman. 
He tried to reform himself but had no success. He tried again and 
made some progress and, like the Pharisee, began to think of 
himself more highly than he ought to think. He thought God must 
be as pleased with him as with any man in England. One day he 
heard some women talking about how happy they were since being 
delivered from the old life by the new birth and what a joy it was to 
them to have Christ in their lives and the new outlook of being in the 
Family of God. And he knew he was wrong again. 

"Marvel not that I said unto thee, Ye must be born again." This is 
one of the absolutes in the Bible. It is a positive statement. 
Who Needs it? Everybody. 

Nlcodemus believed. He came to Jesus by night, and said unto 
Him, "Rabbi, we know that thou art a teacher come from God: for no 
man can do these miracles that thou doest, except God be with him. 
Jesus answered and said unto him, Verily, verily, I saw unto thee, 
Except a man be born again, he cannot see the kingdom of God." 
John 3:2-3. Now, Nicodemus was a ruler of the Jews, a good man. 
He was a Pharisee and no doubt conformed to all the rules of the 
Law. But he could not understand. When Jesus told him, "Verily, 
verily, I say unto thee. Except a man be born of water and of the 
Spirit, he cannot enter into the Kingdom of God." Nicoldemus said, 
"How can these things be?" "But the natural man receiveth not the 
things of the Spirit of God, for they are foolishness unto him: neither 
can he know them, because they are spiritually discerned." I Cor. 
2:14. 
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What is the New Birth? 

It is hard to put into words. 'The wind bloweth where it listeth, and 
thou hearest the sound thereof, but canst not tell whence it cometh, 
and whither it goeth: so is every one that is born of theSpirit." John 
3:8. 

It is a new creation of God by the Holy Spirit. A new spiritual life 
from above innplanted in us through the means of Grace, especially 
by the teaching and preaching of the Gospel. "He (Jesus) came 
unto his own, and his own received him not. But as many as 
received him, to them gave he power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on his name: Which were born, not of 
blood, norof the will of the flesh, norof the will of man, but of God." 
John 1:11-13.

Jesus said, "...without me ye can do nothing." John 15:5. You may 
want to serve Jesus, but you can't do it alone. Without Christ, you 
can't be truly obedient because even though you want to, you don't 
have the power. You may want to get rid of the sinful habits and 
desires in your life, but they will stick right there until Jesus breaks 
their power over you. Whatever you really want to do, you need 
Christ's strength to accomplish it.

TO CHRISTIAN YOUNG MEN 

"I have written to you, young men, because ye are strong, and the 
word of God abideth in you. and ye have overcome the wicked one " 
I John 2:14b. 

This appeal to young men places the future responsibility of 
leadership in the home and Church upon the Christian young man. 
When this is done, Christian women Invariably are eager to follow 
with their necessary and loving ministries. 

I John is thought to have been written about sixty years after the 
Church started In Jerusalem. John quite likely wastheonly one left 
of the Apostles. The Church and councils at Jerusalem had ceased. 
The aged Apostle chose his words with great care. 

His addressing them as "little children" is quite touching. But 
here he shows great concern for the human fathers and for young 
men: mentioning each twice. 

The Church now knew there would be an indefinite time of faithful 
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waiting and watching for the Lord's return. In each successive 
generation many strong young men would be needed. 

Here we must look away from the present day's much-flaunted, 
strong men, popularized almost everywhere. John's "strong young 
men" were not the heroes of the arena or athletic champions. They 
were quite normal young men, who had made life decisions and 
commitments to Christ. The work of spreading and living the 
Gospel needed young men strong In body and in mind. 

Body muscles can be developed by diet and exercise, butto what 
purpose unless the mind is also developed? These Christian young 
men had found life's best disciplines to develop both mind and 
body. They had and were studying the Word of God. The New 
Testament writings were now being circulated among the 
Churches. Strong youth must learn to read, to write and figure. Old 
Testament scrolls were being studied and compared with these new 
writings approved by the Apostles. The aged Apostle was well 
aware of the studies involved when he wrote, "The Word of God 
abideth in you." 

John well knew the potency of the ever-living Word of God. Jesus 
was the living Word of God. He spoke the words given Him of His 
Father. The words ''of Jesus, preserved in writing were being 
memorized by strong young men. 

In John's writings "Word" and "believe" often speak of first light 
and wooings of the Holy Spirit upon the soul seeking for God. To 
these John adds another key word, used twice in verse 14, "ye have 
OVERCOME the wicked one." 

In John's last years, the list of Christian, overcoming martyrs was 
already long and constantly growing. Young converts were not 
ignorant of the high cost of Christian discipleship. He could have 
held up many glowing examples of Christian martyrs as examples of 
his strong young men. His "ye have overcome" demands a closer 
look at what John is saying. 

The past tense here is quite significant. He is saying "The wicked 
one opposed you in your first efforts to believe and obey the Gospel. 
But you persevered in believing prayer. Now you are praising God 
for this first, great victory over the evil one." 

The accounts of past and present Martyrs for Christ should be a 
part of Christian education indeed: but the teaching of John's 
language here is most simple. All Christians have to overcome the 
evil one every day. 

John shows great wisdom here. The Christian must never feel 
himself or herself secure from the attacks of the evil one. Past 
overcomings should leave us joyful indeed, but also wary and 
watchful. Satan's next attack will come at our weakest point in 
unexpected ways. 
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Sleepy Christians soon lose the daily overcomings in battle with 
Satan and his minions. The first glowing love of Jesus fades to a 
nauseating lukewarmness. There may be deliverances at times for 
God is very merciful, but there are no overcomings of the evil one. 

This first overcoming and all daily overcomings are precious to 
God. A strong testimony for Christ must start with the inward 
"abiding" of the word and in the daily "overcoming" of the evil one. 

Aged Christians today should note this patriarchal approval of 
youth who are strong in the faith. Surely we have not forgotten our 
first surrender to Christ; how the evil one sought to break us down, 
to confound our knowledge and budding faith. Worldly associates 
turned away from us. Satan tempted through our fleshly appetites 
and contested our every attempt to reform from lustful and worldly 
habits. But praise to our wonderful Saviour, the load of sin was 
gone. Instead Christ's peace and love filled heart and soul and joyful 
song arose deep within. A new love to God and to man was a thrilling 
experience. The soul looked forward to loving obedience to Christ. 
It was a wondrous miracle of God's Grace. 

You, our precious young brethren and sisters in the faith of Jesus 
have each had your own battles with the evil one and have overcome 
him. Yours is a new love life in the Holy Spirit. Only you can direct 
and guard this heavenly treasure. You only can make those daily 
decisions for God. In this inner love life from God, old things have 
passed away and all things have become new. "...Perfect love 
casteth out fear: because fear hath torment. He (she) thatfeareth is 
not made perfect in love." 

Ask Jesus to help you rearrange your inner love life. "...Greater is 
he that is in you, than he that is in the world." Christ's love has many 
helpful and constructive disciplines. John'sdirectivesgodeep here 
and calls for a complete circumcision of the heart. 

"Love not the world, neither the things that are in the world. If any 
man love the world, the love of the Father is not in him." Did 
someone ask, "What do you mean by things that are in the world?" 
John might well answer, "I speak of thosethings which theeyes lust 
after, those things for which the flesh lusts, and those things that 
build pride in life. You cannot, you must not, you dare not love the 
world and its things. Your love life must always center on God, the 
Great Three in One, One in Three. Jesus is ever your Saviour and 
Lord." Verse 17, "And the world passeth away, and the lust thereof: 
But he that doeth the will of God abideth for ever." 

Let Jesus share the inner secrets of your heart. He will also share 
your overcoming joy. You can bring this joy and Christ love to the 
assembly of Brethren and Sisters and know a taste of heavenly bliss. 
Together you will praise and pray and listen to the Gospel declared 
by Christ's servants.

A PIG ... OR A CHICKEN? 

If you didn't already know, there is considerable difference in 
making a contribution to the work of Christ and in being committed 
to Him. Lots of folk make contributions to Christ (maybe that same 
old dollar bill they have been giving since depression days), butfew 
give their "bodies a living sacrifice", Romans 12:1-2. 

The old story of the chicken and the pig illustrates this. A chicken 
and a pig were going down an old dirt road, when they noticed a sign 
telling of a banquet to be given for a charitable organization. Both 
the chicken and the pig thought they should help, but could not 
think of a way. Suddenly, the chicken said, "t know! I'll donate a 
dozen eggs, and you can donate the ham." "Hold on," said the pig. 
"For you, that's just a contribution, but for me it's a total 
commitment." 

That is what God requires of us ~ total commitment. Let us make 
Galations 2:20 a pattern for our life: "I am crucified with Christ, 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in me."

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MOTHER'S DUTIES . , 

The duties of a mother are many. It would be impossible to name 
all the things she is called upon to do. There are hurts to be kissed 
away, encouragement to be given, friends to be helped and the 
necessary provisions for the household secured and prepared. 

Solomon realized the value of a mother. He said that the value of 
a virtuous woman was above the price of rubies. Many in this world 
seek after jewels and gems, forgetting that a woman who is 
virtuous is worth even more. Many will trade their virtue for gaudy 
and sparkling gems, but not the woman he praises in Proverbs 31. 

He speaks of her duties as manager of the household. "She 
seeketh wool, and flax, and worketh willingly with her hands." She 
is willing to work hard. She does not sit around idle. "She layeth 
her hands to the spindle, and her hands hold the distaff." "... all her 
household are clothed with scarlet." "She looketh well to the ways 
of her household, and eateth not the bread of idleness." She plans 
ahead so her family will be fed and clothed. 

This mother fulfilled her motherly duties so well that her 
children, who are often the severest of critics, praised and blessed 
her. They could remember the many times she had helped them, 
had seen them through the bumbs and illnesses of childhood. 
They remembered her provision for them even though she had to 
go without herself. 

Solomon also spoke of her duties to her husband. He could 
"safely trust in her." Her purpose was to be a real helpmeet to him. 
She was glad she could support her husband who was well known 
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and looked-up-to. Perhaps the very fact that he had such a wife 
was part of the reason he was so favorably known. While this is a 
wife's duty, it is also a part of her duties as a mother. She is setting 
a noble example for her daughters to follow. She can not start too 
young in setting this example. Even young mothers can lay a 
worthy pattern for the next generation to follow. 

The mother spoken of by Solomon did not limit her good deeds 
to her own family and household. "She stretcheth out her hand to 
the poor; yea, she reacheth forth her hands to the needy." By ex- 
tending her aid and generosity to those who are in need she is 
again setting a good example for her children. She is teaching her 
children to share what God had given. This is the purpose of the 
prosperity God extends to us: to be able to help others. It seems 
mothers have a special capacity for seeing the need that exists and 
to meet that need. 

These duties are necessary and very important but there is one 
more duty that is greater. She had a duty to God. "... a woman that 
feareth the Lord, she shall be praised." A woman who does not fear 
the Lord can not be a virtuous woman, she can not fulfill the other 
duties Solomon has spoken of. "She openeth her mouth with 
wisdom; and in her tongue is the law of kindness." The greatest 
wisdom and kindness a mother can shower upon her family is to 
teach them about God and His Will for their lives. 

The Apostle Paul spoke of a mother who fulfilled this duty. Paul 
considered Timothy to be his Spiritual son. In his Second Epistle 
to Timothy, he spoke of Timothy's great faith. He considered 
Timothy's mother and grandmother to be responsible for his faith. 
These faithful mothers had taught the boy well. It surely wasn't an 
easy task for Eunice to raise her son to be a pillar of faith. His 
father was unconverted and perhaps threw many roadblocks in the 
mother's way. But faith had given her the victory. 

In the third chapter of Second Timothy, Paul spoke of many who 
lived in complete opposition to God. He spoke of some who 
wavered in their faith because of this great opposition. But he 
shows great confidence in Timothy that he would be able to stand, 
not only because he had been instructed by Paul but mainly 
because he had been taught the scriptures from a child up. His 
mother had given him a good foundation, he would not be blown 
about by every wind of doctrine. Mothers (and fathers, too) today 
should be teaching their children the scriptures. This teaching is 
not only in the study and memorization of various verses from the 
Bible. It is by setting before the children an example in living the 
scriptures. The mother who fulfills her duties toward her husband, 
her household, her children, her neighbors and her God will be 
laying a sturdy foundation for her children. 
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BEHOLD THY MOTHER 

A Sermon by Elder Hayes Reed 

"Then the soldiers, when they had crucified Jesus, took his 
garments, and made four parts, to every soldier a part; and also his 
coat: now the coat was without seam, woven from the top 
throughout. They said therefore among themselves, Let us not 
rend it, but cast lots for It, whose it shall be: that the scripture might 
be fulfilled, which saith. They parted my raiment among them, and 
for my vesture they did cast lots. These things therefore the 
soldiers did. Now there stood by the cross of Jesus his mother, and 
his mother's sister, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalene. When Jesus therefore saw his mother, and the disciple 
standing by, whom he loved, he saith unto his mother, Woman, be- 
hold thy son! Then saith he to the disciple. Behold thy mother! 
And from that hour that disciple took her unto his own home. After 
this, Jesus knowing that all things were now accomplished, that 
the scripture might be fulfilled, saith, I thirst. Now there was set a 
vessel full of vinegar: and they filled a sponge with vinegar, and put 
it upon hyssop, and put it to his mouth. When Jesus therefore had 
received the vinegar, he said, It is finished: and he bowed his head, 
and gave up the ghost." John 19:23-30. 

Today is known as MOTHER'S DAY. We can truthfully dedicate 
this day to Mothers with no disrespect to God or Jesus, because 
God gave us Mothers. Mrs. Anna Jarvis started this keeping of 
Mother's Day in 1907. Philadelphia, Pennsylvania was the first city 
to adopt the practice in 1908. 

To many of us it is a day of memories: back to the days of child- 
hood. Some of our Mothers have gone on to their Eternal Home. 
Mother did not spare herself. She gave of herself to her loved ones. 
Her life was lived in and for her children. The song called, 
"Suppertime" has brought memories and tears to many of us. 

When Jesus, in His final hours of agony, looked down on that 
seething, angry, gloating mob how His heart must have yearned 
for just one kindly face among them: someone who really loved 
Him. Glancing down nearer, still nearer to the foot of the cross; 
there! His Mother (He knew she would surely be there, if at all able) 
and John, that beloved disciple. They did still love Him, so the 
women were there. How forsaken He must have felt that so few of 
His followers showed up at the last. But Mother was there. She 
stood looking up into the face of her dying Son. Methinks the tears 
had all dried up during the long trial and scourgings and the long, 
tedious journey up Golgotha's hill. There were none left to shed. 
Now, she gazes at Him, her Son, with all her heart's love showing. 
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She had known from the beginning that this dear boy was also 
God's Son. The angel had told her. Jesus had told her also, "Wist 
ye not that I must be about my Father's business?" This, then must 
be His Father's business, for did He not say, "For I came... not to do 
mine own will, but the will of him that sent me," and "the cup which 
my Father hath given me, shall I not drink it?" And Simeon, in the 
Temple, when Jesus was a baby, told her, "Yea, a sword shall 
pierce through thine own soul also." Now, it was happening. 

As Jesus looked at her there, I'm sure He remembered all the 
things she had taught Him and the times she had kissed the little 
hurts away. This, she could not do now, but she could love Him. 
The love-light of Mother radiated up to Him there on that Old 
Rugged Cross and He, in turn, as the last human thing on earth He 
could do for her provided for her welfare. He gave her into the 
keeping of His beloved disciple. 

How many times have you looked to Mother for courage and 
comfort? When Jesus looked into His Mother's eyes it gave Him 
the courage and strength to say, "It is finished." Mary knew that 
despite the agony He was going through, that He would take His 
place with His Father in Heaven. The angel had told her and Mary 
had kept all these things and pondered them in her heart. 

What is the prevailing thought in a Godly Mother's prayer? I can 
tell you. It is the main theme through all her prayers. It is for the 
welfare and safety of her boys and girls, whether on land or sea. 
And always, for the saving of their souls. A ship went down at sea. 
All were lost but one young man the rescuers found on a raft. He 
asked about th^ rest and when he was told that all were gone, he 
said, with tears streaming down his cheeks, "I know my Mother has 
been praying for me." 

Where would you and I be, if we had not had praying Mothers? 
My Mother wanted to know that I was home safe at night. She kept 
the light burning till I got home. She also wanted to know where I 
would spend eternity. The story is told of a devout Mother and a 
non-Christian Father. They were blest with a lovely baby girl. Years 
went by. The father would not accept Jesus as his Lord. The child 
became a god in his life. One day the Minister said to him, "Bill, I 
want you to accept Jesus. Did you ever realize that if the child was 
taken you'd never see her again, or, if you were taken now, you'd 
never see her again, either? Unless you accept Jesus you will be 
separated forever in Eternity." The young Father decided to accept 
Jesus and live with his loved ones forever. 

Do we as Fathers recognize what a job Mother has? Let's help 
them a little more. A mother needs all the help and co-operation 
that she can get from Dad and the children. If ever there was a time 
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we need good Mothers it is NOW. The children in this Restless 
Generation show the depravity of the homes they have come up in. 
It is time we became a team - a husband and wife team - co- 
operating, bringing up the children in the nurture and admonition 
of the Lord. Joshua said, "As for me and my house, we will serve 
the Lord." Help us build a better America. It can only be done by 
building a better home life for our children. 

D. L. Moody's Mother was forty years old when her husband 
died. Twins were born to her shortly after his death, making six 
children that she had to raise to manhood and womanhood by 
herself. He said there were only three books in the home. His 
Mother would gather the children around the fireplace and instruct 
them. After her death, his sister told him that Mother cried herself 
to sleep at night. He said that she was always so cheerful in the 
daytime that he never knew. Her motto was, "Give others the 
sunshine. Tell Jesus the rest." Susannah Wesley, too, knew the 
problems of rearing a large family.

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HONOR THY MOTHER 

"Honour thy father and thy mother: that thy days may be long 
upon the land which the Lord thy God giveth thee." Ex. 20:12. This 
is the first commandment with a promise. There are two conditions 
by which we receive the promise - by honoring both our fathers 
and our mothers. Sometimes children just obey whichever parent 
really gets after them, but there is an obligation to honor, respect 
and obey both parents. "Children, obey your parents in the Lord: 
for this is right." Eph. 6:1. 

Why should a mother be honored? Is she to be honored for any 
special thing? A mother has lots of little duties and sometimes lots 
of big ones. She may go about her work out of habit, but there's a 
quality in a mother which you won't find in a woman who is merely 
hired to keep house. A mother, especially a Christian mother, has a 
personal interest in what's going on. She attempts to help each 
child become the best person possible by giving of herself and 
truly "...guide the house..." (I Tim. 5:14). This is part of what she is 
to be honored for. 

"Favour is deceitful, and beauty is vain: but a woman that feareth 
the Lord, she shall be praised." Prov. 31:30. When a woman fears 
the Lord, she wants to serve Him acceptably. She is more 
concerned about the beauty In her heart than the beauty on the 
outside. As a mother, she is concerned about her family. She wants 
to teach her children the real values in life, the things of God. Her 
love prompts faithfulness in all her duties, and she will be blessed 
and honored for it. 

Mothers often will do more for a child than anyone else, even at 
risk to themselves. Moses should have been thrown into the river to 
drown when he was born, according to Pharoah's decree, but his 
mother had other plans: She hid him three months and then placed 
him in a little ark among the plants along the river's edge. (Ex. 2:1- 
11). She had no way to know that Pharoah's daughter would find 
Moses and want him for her son. She didn't know either that God 
had a special purpose for Moses' life. But, she gave of herself in 
every way to preserve Moses' life. She feared God rather than man, 
and the son she saved became a special tool in God's hand, a real 
honor to her. 

Hannah had no children and because of that, she endured much 
taunting from her husband's other wife. Hannah feared the Lord 
and took her problem to Him. She prayed specifically for a man 
child and promised to give him back to the Lord if only He would 
remember her in her affliction. (I Sam. 1:11). Her request was 
granted and when Samuel was old enough, she took him to the 
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house of the Lord to live. She was faithful in keeping her promise 
to God, and He blessed her for it by giving her five more children. 
Samuel was in favor with both God and man and he surely was an 
honor to his faith-filled mother. 

A mother's faith really influences her children and helps them to 
be what they should be. "When I call to remembrance the 
unfeigned faith that is in thee, which dwelt first in thy grand- 
mother Lois, and thy mother Eunice; and I am persuaded that in 
thee also." II Tim. 1:5. Timothy's mother and grandmother had a 
special kind of faith, a victorious faith. They didn't just pretend to 
have it; it was real. Timothy was taught the Scriptures when he was 
a child and he was ready now to serve the Lord. (II Tim. 3:15). He 
no doubt honored and respected his mother, but also, his life was 
an honor to her. 

Sometimes it is a mother-in-law who receives honor for her faith- 
fulness to the Lord. Naomi was honored by her daughter-in-law, 
Ruth. She must have been a special mother-in-law for Ruth to 
prefer to be with her instead of her own mother. Very likely it was 
because Naomi was a God-fearing woman and Ruth wanted what 
she had. Ruth said, "...Whither thou goest, I will go; ... thy people 
shall be my people, and thy God my God." Ruth 1:16. Naomi was 
kind and considerate of Ruth. Her faith and love helped bring out 
the best in Ruth. Ruth's life and concern for Naomi was truly an 
honor to both of them. 

So your mother isn't the greatest mother in the world; should 
you honor her anyhow? Yes, if you want to please God. "Children, 
obey your parents in all things; for this is well pleasing unto the 
Lord." Col. 3:20. Mothers aren't necessarily perfect, and if yours 
isn't, just remember that she needs your love and respect to be at 
her best. She may need more help than that to be a good mother, 
but she can be helped. In the next article, "The Mirror", you will see 
how a careless mother found herself and became a mother to be 
respected. 

A mother's imperfections are not to be honored. She is to be 
honored and praised for her faith in God, for her faithfulness in 
doing the work God has given her to do. Read Prov. 31:10-31 and 
you will see that her good qualities are an asset to the rest of the 
family, as well as to herself. Honor her for the good things she does 
and she will be pleased. So will God.

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PLEADINGS OF FAITH 

The account in Matthew 15:21-28 tells of the woman of Canaan, 
whose daughter was "grievously vexed with a devil." Her insistent 
pleadings caused Jesus to answer, "O woman, great is thy faith: be 
it unto thee even as thou wilt." Her daughter was made whole from 
that very hour. 

Jesus seeks after lost ones. He seems to have felt that there was 
one to be found on the borders of Tyre and Sidon. Our Lord was 
drawn toward this woman. She, also, was drawn toward Him. 
Strange to say a devil caused her to seek Him. 

The course of true faith is seldom without trials. Here we see the 
genuine love in the heart of Christ toward the woman and the 
genuine faith in the heart of the woman toward Christ, but dif- 
ficulties sprang up. it seemed a hard sentence when Jesus said, "It 
is not meet to take the children's bread, and to cast it to the dogs." 
While His wisdom tried her. His grace sustained her. 

Why was Jesus come to this town? He sought seclusion. Mark 
7:24 tells us, "...he arose, and went into the borders of Tyre and 
Sidon, and entered into an house, and would have no man know it: 
but he could not be hid." Yet the Syrophenician woman found Him 
and fell at His feet. Her pleadings disturbed the disciples. They 
said, "Send her away for she crieth after us." Jesus had been sent 
unto the Jews, but she, a Gentile "came and worshipped Him." 
There is more power in worship than in noise. 

She dealt with the Saviour after a very heroic manner and in the 
wisest posssible style. She won the Saviour's, "Great is thy faith: be 
it unto thee even as thou wilt." 

We may gather advice from this woman's example. First, she 
agreed with the Lord, whatever he said. Second, she plead with the 
Lord. Third, she had faith in the Lord. Never contradict His Word, 
which is forever settled in Heaven. He, who reads the Bible to find 
fault with it, will soon discover that the Bible finds fault with him. 
Do we say, "Truth Lord" when He tells us we have a depraved 
nature, when He describes us as going astray as a lost sheep, or 
describes us as having a deceitful heart? 

Jesus knows us better than we know ourselves. We are partial to 
ourselves and hence blinded. As the Lord, Jesus does not flatter 
us, He lets us see our case as it is. If one's heart agrees with what 
Jesus says, you may depend upon it - this is a work of grace. It will 
be my wisdom to examine the whole range of truth and see what 
doctrine will give me hope. One should be filled with hope and 
seek salvation of the Lord alone. 

Repentance? Yes! You will no more repent in your own power 
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than go to Heaven on your merit. "...Him that cometh to me I will in 
no wise cast out." John 6:37. Those who have had the eyes of their 
understanding opened, will rocognize that He is the Lord of mercy. 
Looking at this woman's faith, we see her crying out, "Have mercy 
on me, O Lord." She, also, called Him "Thou Son of David", in 
which she recognized His manhood and His kingship toward man. 

He who made the Heaven and the Earth, and "upholdeth all 
things by the word of his power," Heb. 1:3, veiled his Godhead in 
that poor clay of ours. He sat as a weary man upon the curb of the 
well; He died with malefactors on the cross. All this out of love to 
man.

Therefore, "Let us draw near with a true heart in 
full assurance of faith, having our hearts sprinkled from an evil 
conscience, and our bodies washed with pure water. Let us hold 
fast the profession of our faith without wavering; (for he is faithful 
that promised)."

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BEHOLD 

When we see this word used, in the New Testament, do we know 
what it means, or do we think we do? Have we stopped to look up 
the definition? Does it tell us something? Do we pay special 
attention when it does appear? 

It is used at least forty-five times in the Book of Matthew, just as 
a starter in looking through the New Testament. Let us keep in 
mind the definition of the word, "BEHOLD" as we read further. 
Webster defines "behold" as, "To hold in view, or attention; to see, 
look at." 

The first "behold" in Matthew comes in 1:23. "Behold, a virgin 
shall be with child, and shall bring forth a son, and they shall call 
his name IMMANUEL..." Here we have the blessed promise of a 
Saviour being born into the world. Let us all behold our Saviour. 
Do we hold Him in view, or keep our attention on Him? (2:13) We 
see an angel coming to Joseph in a dream telling him to take the 
young child and his mother and to flee to Egypt. When the danger 
to our Saviour was over (2:19), behold, an angel appeared telling 
Joseph, to take the young child and go back to the land of Israel. 
There we find the Christ Child growing to adulthood and the start 
of His ministry. 

Wouldn't it have been wonderful to have been able to listen to 
our Saviour preach? The sound of our Master's voice must have 
been as music to the ears of those who were following Him. Can 
we as followers of Him hear that sweet voice talking to us? If we are 
interested in our Lord and what He wants us to do, we can hear His 
voice. Oh! the many wonderful things our Saviour taught as He 
walked on this earth. Can we hear Him as He gave the Sermon on 
the Mount? Teaching us to give alms, how to pray, how we should 
fast, and of laying up treasures in Heaven. We are to forget the 
cares of this world, so we can have a home in Heaven with Him, 
(6:26), "Behold, the fowls of the air: for they sow not, neither do 
they reap, nor gather into barns; yet your heavenly Father feedeth 
them. Are ye not much better than they?" 

If we BEHOLD our Saviour He will open the truths of this Book to 
us as food for our souls. We don't want to be as those in 8:29, "And, 
behold they cryed out, saying. What have we to do with thee, 
Jesus, thou Son of God?" We should be happy when our Saviour 
comes to us. Can we picture in our minds those men possessed 
with devils? Think of the joy they had in their bodies, after Jesus 
cast the devils into the swine. Why can't we let Jesus have His way 
with us and be happy that He wants us to follow Him? 

When He had cast the devils out of these men, (8:34), "Behold, 
the whole city came out to meet Jesus," but only to send Him 
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away. So He took ship to another city (9:2) "And, behold, they 
brought to him a man sick of the palsy..." knowing that our Saviour 
would heal him. Then (9:3), "Behold, certain of the scribes said 
within themselves. This man blasphemeth." Did the man with the 
palsy believe the scribes? No. He had faith in our Saviour; he could 
see that he had been made whole, and he arose and went into his 
house. 

Chapter 9, verse 10 shows our Saviour eating a meal with the 
publicans and sinners. We are to keep in view that we are sinners 
and we ask the Lord to eat with us at every meal. When He comes 
to dine with us do we worship as we should or do we come to Him 
as, (9:18), "Behold, there came a certain ruler, and worshipped 
him, saying. My daughter is even now dead: but come and lay thy 
hand upon her, and she shall live." This man wanted something be- 
fore he would come to the Saviour for help. Do we do this or are we 
of such faith that we can be as (9:20) "And, behold, a woman, 
which was diseased with an issue of blood twelve years, came 
behind him, and touched the hem of his garment." She knew all 
she need do was to touch His garment to be made whole. Then we 
come to 9:32, behold, they brought a man possessed with a devil 
and He cast him out. They marveled at this. Do we marvel at the 
miracles that we see the Lord do? 

When the Lord had called the twelve apostles, (10:16) He said, 
"Behold, I send you forth as sheep in the midst of wolves." He 
wanted them to keep in view the fact that Satan was going to be 
working against them. We know that before our Saviour started His 
ministry, there was one who was preparing the way of the Lord, for 
Jesus referred to it by (11:8) asking the multitude, what they had 
gone into the wilderness to see. "A man clothed in soft raiment? 
Behold, they that wear soft clothing are in king's houses." Being in 
the wilderness should have ruled out soft clothes but Jesus had to 
tell them, (11:10) "Behold, I send my messenger before thy face, 
which shall prepare thy way before thee." Not only did John not 
wear soft clothes, but he "came neither eating nor drinking, and 
they say He hath a devil." But (11:19) the Son of man comes both 
eating and drinking and they say, "Behold a man gluttonous, and a 
winebibber, a friend of publicans and sinners." Isn't it wonderful 
that our Saviour is a friend to sinners? If He wasn't, where would we 
be? When the Pharisees saw the Lord being friends with the 
sinners, they tried to find fault with Him. So when (12:2) they saw 
the disciples plucking corn and eating it on the Sabbath, they said, 
unto him, "Behold, thy disciples do that which is not lawful to do 
upon the sabbath day." After all the miracles they had seen Jesus 
perform, they still couldn't see our Jesus as Lord of the Sabbath. 
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Then (12:10), "And, behold, there was a man which had his hand 
withered. And they asked him, saying, Is it lawful to heal on the 
sabbath days? that they might accuse him." Jesus healed the hand 
and told the Pharisees that if one of them had a sheep fall in a pit 
they would pull it out, and how much better it was to help a man, 
rather than an animal. He went on to say, "Wherefore it is lawful to 
do well on the sabbath days." It seems most accounts we have of 
what our Saviour did, such as healing or casting out devils, was on 
the sabbath days. If it had been wrong, then he wouldn't have done 
it on that day. In 12:18 we find, "Behold my servant, whom I have 
chosen; my beloved, in whom my soul is well pleased." These 
words would not have been spoken if it had been unlawful to do 
good on the sabbath. 

As our Saviour went about teaching and preaching to every one. 
He said, in part of 12:41, "...behold, a greater than Jonas is here." 
Yes, this preaching was better than anything Jonah did. In 12:42, it 
tells of the wisdom of Solomon, "and, behold, a greater than 
Solomon is here." Yes, our Lord has more wisdom than Solomon 
did. If only the people had understood that the Wisdom of the Ages 
was walking the earth with them. Would it make a difference if He 
were walking the earth now? While Jesus was speaking to the 
crowd, "Behold, his mother and his brethren, stood without 
desiring to speak with him." One of the disciples said, (12:47), "Be- 
hold, thy mother and thy brethren stand without, desiring to speak 
with you." The Lord said as He held out His hand toward His 
disciples, "who is my mother and brethren?" (12:49), "Behold, my 
mother and brethren these are the ones that do the will of my 
father, the same are my mother and my brethren!"

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CONFERENCE DECISIONS 

In a few days, if the Lord is willing, another General Conference 
will be held. Conference time is a special time for those who are 
privileged to attend. The modern means of transportation which 
are available today make it possible for more to attend Conference 
each year. Not only those who attend profit from the meeting, but 
the Church as a whole. The Church is strengthened by the fellow- 
ship of her members, by the preaching of the Gospel, by the 
consultations and decisions made concerning the business of the 
Church. The more who attend and have a part in the services and 
work of the Church, the stronger and better informed will the 
Church be. 

Under the direction of the Holy Spirit and the sound of the 
Gospel many at Conference feel challenged to live a more 
consistent life. Others, there, make that life-changing decision to 
forsake the devil and the world and to cling to the blood-stained 
cross of Christ. The Church will be strengthened when these kinds 
of decisions are made at Conference. 

Decisions are also made at Conference which are not merely 
personal but for the whole body. Conference was originally 
designed as a time when the members of the Church could meet to 
discuss the problems and needs of the Church and to make such 
decisions as seemed good to further the prosperity of the Church. 
The Brethren have combined the preaching of the Gospel, the 
fellowship of the Saints and the business affairs of the Church into 
one meeting, since all of these are Biblical injunctions for the 
Church. The business of the Church can be more amiably and 
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Spiritually handled, when surrounded by worship and fellowship. 

When the Brethren met for their first Conference in May, 1742, 
they had a serious question to discuss. They were being invited to 
join with other German-speaking Churches of Pennsylvania to 
form one religious body. They needed to discuss the demands and 
the ramifications of this movement. While they could desire a 
union among these various groups, they could not consent to be a 
part of it, for to do so would have meant compromising many of the 
Biblical doctrines upon which they had been established. They 
had suffered persecution and hardship because of these Bible 
teachings and they were not about to give them up for the sake of a 
man-made organization. After this first Conference the Brethren 
came together from time to time to discuss the problems that they 
were confronted with. These meetings were not always held on a 
yearly basis at first but by the end of the eighteenth century it had 
become a yearly meeting. As the Brethren moved to new areas and 
were separated, these Conferences became more important as a 
means to keep the Brethren united upon the faith and practice of 
the Church. When worldly forces came against the scattered 
Brethren, they felt a need to have the counsel of their Brethren on 
these matters. The decisions made at these meetings were made 
known to the members at home with the expectation that they 
would be honored, since these decisions were made by these 
dedicated Brethren who gathered from far and near. 

The Brethren built their Conference upon a Biblical pattern. Acts 
15 recounts the Church's first Conference. It was held at 
Jerusalem to consider the question of circumcision. There was 
unrest and division within the Church over the teaching of some 
who wanted to require the Gentile converts to be circumcised in 
order to be members of the Church. This attempt to mix law with 
grace was discussed by the Brethren, who gathered from the 
various Churches. The discussion was sharp but when a decision 
was reached through the direction of the Holy Spirit, (if the Holy 
Spirit had not directed in this meeting we would not have this ac- 
count), it was relayed to the congregations at a distance. The 
Conference expected that decision to be honored by all who were 
members of the Church. 

The decisions (minutes) of today's Conference are as worthy of 
being followed as those made at Jerusalem. Today the same Holy 
Spirit directs, who did at Jerusalem. The work of the Church is the 
same today. There were those who chose to ignore or treat lightly 
the decisions of that Conference. They continued to preach the 
need of circumcision. But we see the words of warning, Paul wrote 
to the Galatians, who were following these false teachers. "If any 
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man preach any other gospel unto you than that ye have received, 
let him be accursed." Gal. 1:9b. The Jerusalem Conference had 
made its decision, these teachers taught contrary to it and their 
end is here predicted. Would any today be so careless as to 
knowingly teach and act against the decisions of Conference? 

THE MIRROR 

A family lived in a poor neighborhood in a rather rundown and 
uncared-for house. The mother went around with her hair 
uncombed. Clothes were strung all over the house and never 
seemed to find their proper place. The children followed their 
mother's pattern, except for the oldest daughter. She was ashamed 
of the general mess and wanted to improve it somehow. 

This daughter earned a few extra dollars one week, which she 
gave to her mother. She intended it to be used for some necessities 
for the family. She was heartsick when her mother came home with 
a huge, very ornate mirror. Her mother said she had always wanted 
such a mirror and couldn't resist it, so she hung it in their living 
room. The mirror was too elegant for such a messed-up place and 
it seemed like a complete waste. 

But wait! Mother began combing her hair when she saw how aw- 
ful she looked. She began keeping the house clean and insisting 
that the children be neat and help keep things in order. "After all," 
she told them, "someone might see you and you can't go around 
looking like a freak." Was that a magic mirror? Of course not, but 
when the mother saw what she looked like, she was ashamed and 
wanted to be different. She then took steps to make things right. 

This mother became respectable after she saw herself as she 
really was. I don't recall all the details, but this mother eventually 
found her way to Christ, through the efforts of her daughter and a 
concerned Sunday School teacher. She had changed herself 
outwardly and now with Christ In her heart, a complete transfor- 
mation had taken place. 

There's another mirror in this world, a mirror which lets us see 
what we really are, how messed-up we are inside. This mirror 
reflects back the things which are in our hearts. Whether you are a 
mother, a father, a son or a daughter, you need to see yourself in 
this mirror before you can really desire to be what you should be. 
Do you know what this mirror is? It is the Word of God. 

Our hearts can be just as messed up with sin as this family's 
house was with clothes and other clutter. This clutter and con- 
fusion overwhelmed and little good there. When our hearts are 
more concerned about our personal enjoyment then about Christ, 
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our lives will be full of selfish clutter. Sometimes this sin clutter 
comes from (spiritual) laziness. There's nothing within to motivate 
us to seek something better, so we keep ignoring the mess our 
hearts are in. 

When this mother saw the mess they lived in and the mess she 
was personally, she wanted to be different. But she didn't stop with 
wanting to; she did what the mirror showed her to do. She didn't 
stop with herself either, but she influenced her family to be what 
they should be. No doubt the whole neighborhood was improved, 
simply because she got a good look at herself everyday. 

"For if any be a hearer of the word, and not a doer, he is like unto 
a man beholding his natural face in a glass: For he beholdeth 
himself, and goeth his way, and straightway forgetting what 
manner of man he was. But whoso looketh into the perfect law of 
liberty, and continueth therein, he being not a forgetful hearer, but 
a doer of the work, this man shall be blessed in his deed." James 
1 :23-25. God's Word will show us what we are and His Word tells us 
how to live as we should, but just merely hearing or looking into it 
isn't enough. We must remember what we've seen and act on our 
new knowledge. 

This mother saw herself at first in a very bad condition. Her 
image or reflection was not good to see. But as she acted on her 
new knowledge, her image steadily improved. A sinner sees an ugly 
reflection when he "views" himself in God's Word. If he acts on the 
things he has learned, each time he looks, his image will be more 
pleasing. "But we all, with open face beholding as in a glass the 
glory of the Lord, are changed into the same image from glory to 
glory, even as by the Spirit of the Lord." II Cor. 3:18. As you grow in 
the Lord, you will reflect more and more of the glory of the Lord. 

The blessing comes to the one who hears the Word and then 
does it. This mother no doubt was blessed when she did what she 
saw was right. God's Word gives direction and purpose to our lives, 
naturally as well as spiritually. It is a constant reminder of our 
position before God, just as the mirror constantly reminded this 
mother of her condition. By seeing yourself in a mirror and acting 
on that knowledge, you can improve yourself considerably on the 
outside. But it takes the mirror of God's Word to reflect your heart- 
image and then to make it what it should be. 

The Holy Spirit will lead you into all truth. When you see yourself 
in the mirror of God, you will get a true image. If you don't like what 
you see, let God change you and make you a child of His. Children 
resemble their parents. If we resemble God as we should, the 
image we see in the mirror of His Word will be a good one. What do 
YOU see in His mirror?

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SHEEP 

Again and again, Jesus used animals and objects to illustrate 
great truths. He talked about a mother her and her chicks, about 
foxes, dogs, hogs and sparrows. He talked about salt and water, 
light and a candle, a coin and a pearl of great price. 

When Jesus told the story of the ninety and nine. He said if a 
man had a hundred sheep and one of them strayed away. He would 
leave the ninety and nine and go looking for the lost one. Luke 
15:4. 

It is amazing how God made animals to picture spiritual things. It 
is said that an ox, a beast of burden, when the going gets rough 
and he can hardly pull his load, will fall to his knees to pull. So 
Christians ought to fall on their knees when the going gets rough. 

A domestic sheep is the only animal in this wide world that must 
have a shepherd to look after it or it will die. It is the only animal 
known to man that has no defense whatsoever against his natural 
enemies. A small dog can kill a large sheep. It does not have the 
equipment to fight larger animals, nor even smaller ones, such as 
the fox, coyote or wildcat. Usually an animal that is not a fighter 
has some other means of defense. A jack-rabbit or a deer can out 
run most of its enemies. A cottontail rabbit can escape to a hollow 
log or can hide under the corncrib. A squirrel can climb a tree. A 
prairie dog can burrow into the ground. But a sheep can't run fast, 
can't climb a tree, or dig a hole in the ground. With a shepherd, 
there is a chance for survival. Most animals have hair that grows to 
a given length and then does not get any longer. The wool of the 
sheep grows longer and longer every day. If he does not have a 
shepherd to shear him, he will die. 

When we hear, "The Lord is my Shepherd; I shall not want. He 
maketh me to lie down in green pastures: he leadeth me beside the 
still waters." Psalms 23:1-2, we notice that the shepherd leads the 
sheep. 

Isa. 53:6 tells us that men are like foolish sheep, "All we like 
sheep have gone astray; we have turned every one to his own way; 
and the Lord hath laid on him the iniquity of us all." It is easy to see 
that it is foolish for a sheep to leave a shepherd. It is just as foolish 
for man to go away from God. Just as a sheep needs a shepherd, 
so man needs a Saviour. We need Jesus Christ, the Good 
Shepherd. 

A sheep cannot defend itself from its enemies, but neither can 
man. A man can no more defend himself against sin and Satan 
than a sheep can defend itself against a beast of prey. "Be sober, 
be vigilant; because your adversary the devil, as a roaring lion, 
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walketh about, seeking whom He may devour." I Pet. 5:8. 

A sheep has no way of cleansing himself from the filth of the 
pasture. Man has no way of cleansing himself from the sins of the 
world. We need the Shepherd to cleanse us. If a man tries to clean- 
up his own life, if he resolves that he will quit cussing, that he will 
abstain from booze, that he will no longer live in adultery, that he 
will no longer gamble, it would be in vain. The old hymn asks, 
"What can wash away my sins?" It rightly answers, "Nothing but 
the blood of Jesus." Bible students are reminded, "The blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from all sin." John 1:7b. 

A sheep needs guidance. This fits mankind. Just about the only 
thing a man can find without the help of God, is the road to ruin. 
The Bible reminds us, "Trust in the Lord with all thine heart; and 
lean not unto thine own understanding. In all thy ways 
acknowledge him, and he shall direct thy paths." Prov. 3:5-6. 

These facts are pertinent to salvation, for Jesus said, "I am the 
good Shepherd, and know my sheep, and am known of mine."

Text: Psa. 27:1 

David said, "The Lord is my light and my salvation; whom shall I 
fear? the Lord is the strength of my life; of whom shall I be afraid?" 
I believe he really felt this way: "whom shall I fear?" 

Salvation doesn't seem to make much of an impression on 
people, but it is the most important thing for our soul. "For what is 
a man profited if he shall gain the whole world, and lose his own 
soul." Jesus said that one soul is worth more than the WHOLE 
world. Think seriously and sincerely about salvation. If I were to 
ask you if you would want the value of the whole world with it's 
end - destruction, damnation and hell - or salvation and Heaven, 
you would answer, "Salvation." 

We all need the Saviour to have our iniquities washed away. He 
shed His blood to save all. God sent His Son to deliver the plan of 
salvation to all who will receive Him. We need not fear that 
anything is lacking in that great plan. If we belong to God and be- 
lieve He is very Life, it doesn't matter how powerful the devil is. We 
need have no fear that the devil will overcome us. Jesus said, ; 
have overcome the world." That means now - not in the future. 
"...Greater is he that is in you than he that is in the world." 
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The world is seeking pleasures and possessions and does not 
follow Christ, yet professes to have salvation. Worldly people to- 
day follow everything but the Word of God, just as in the Old 
Testament. The Bible says to try the spirits to see if they are of 
God, "...Every spirit that confesseth not that Jesus Christ is come 
in the flesh is not of God."

They 
say here is Christ or there but they fall short; their fruit is not in 
harmony with God's Word.

But I 
believe anyone rooted and grounded in the faith would not want to 
change. 

Christ GAVE His precious blood to blot out our sins and to save 
us FROM our sins not IN them. If we still want the pleasure of this 
world, I'm fearful we have not been born again and become a new 
creature. 

We pass from death unto life, the gift of God through Christ, 
"...Salvation of the righteous is of the Lord." Psa. 37:39. The Lord is 
Strength for the individual, the only one who can give you power to 
overcome Satan. Just take God at His word. All we have to do is 
believe what He says. 

Christ gives strength in time of trouble, especially when our faith 
is tested. When we think of precious words and steadfast Apostles, 
we think of Stephen and Paul. 

Paul said, "I count not my life dear to me," concerning the 
danger of going to Jerusalem. Why didn't he count his life dear? 
What would we say? Are we convinced as Paul was, that the Lord is 
with us, even when our life is threatened? Paul said, "I have fought 
a good fight, I have finished my course, I have kept the faith: 
Henceforth there is laid up for me a crown of righteousness, which 
the Lord, the righteous judge, shall give me at that day: and not to 
me only, but unto all them also that love His appearing." II Tim. 4:7- 
8. 

We take the awful risk of missing that reward by desiring this 
world's possessions and glory. In this flesh we think and do things 
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we ought not, but if we are faithful to confess, He will forgive us. 
What a wonderful concern God has for us; if we fall, there is a way 
back to Him. How we ought to love Him with all our hearts and 
souls and minds. I wonder if we fully understand His wonderful 
plan for us. 

Paul said, "For I am determined not to know anything among 
you save Jesus Christ, and him crucified." Oh, that we could be 
that determined! That was what the crucifixion was for - our sal- 
vation and our strength in time of trouble. 

Who do you think was strength for Stephen? His face shone as 
an angel. I don't think he felt the physical pain of the stones when 
he saw Heaven opened. He wasn't thinking of the glory of man and 
his possessions. He was thinking of the salvation that was his. He 
was filled with the POWER of God. God gave him glory and the 
sight of the Savior. I don't think he could have had a more 
wonderful experience. 

"... If a man keep my sayings, he shall never see death." He is 
speaking of spiritual death. It is something for us to think about. 
When we accept Christ and His salvation, we prove to God we want 
to seek Him and then we will receive His reward. May God help us.

Judges 2:6-23, 3-1-12 

Joshua was a man who obeyed God. All his life he did what God 
told him. Joshua died when he was one hundred and ten years old. 
He taught the people that to trust God was the important thing. 
The ones who had lived in Joshua's time served God all the days of 
their lives. They had seen the miracles and the great works that the 
Lord had done for Israel. But after those people died, a new 
generation took their place and they forsook the Lord God of their 
fathers and began to worship the idols of the people that lived 
about them. If they had utterly destroyed them as the Lord 
commanded, they would not have been tempted to serve idols. 

God was angry with Israel. They became weak and they could no 
longer stand before their enemies. Wherever they went the hand of 
the Lord was against them for evil. Nevertheless, after a time, the 
Lord raised up men to judge Israel. The Lord was with the judge 
and delivered them out of the hand of their enemies-all the days 
that the judge lived. But just as soon as the judge that God placed 
over them died, Israel would return to serving idols and all the 
wicked ways that went with it. So the Lord's anger was kindled 
against Israel and He didn't drive the nations out of the land that 
were left when Joshua died. 

The children of Israel dwelt among the Canaanites, Hittites, 
Amorites, Perizites, Hivites and Jebusites and they married their 
daughters that the Lord had forbidden them to marry and they 
forgot the Lord their God and served heathen idols. Then the Lord 
delivered Israel into the hand of the king of Mesopotania and they 
served him for eight years. Israel was so oppressed by their slavery 
that they cried unto the Lord. God heard them and raised up a 
deliverer named Othniel, who was Caleb's nephew. Othniel judged 
Israel and went out to war against their enemies. Then Israel had 
peace for forty years.

As Jesus preached to the multitude, He spake a parable, (13:3), 
"Behold, a sower went forth to sow." As we go about our daily 
lives, what are we sowing? Is it the Word of God? We all know that 
if we plant seed, we need sunlight to make them grow. When we 
plant the seed of righteousness, we know that it needs SONIight to 
make it grow. 

This SONIight can be followed and one can see it shining over 
all. When Jesus and the apostles went into the mountain, our 
Lord's face shone as the sun and His raiment was as white as the 
light. "And, behold, there (17:3) appeared unto them Moses and 
Elias talking with him." This would surely have been something to 
see! Peter wanted to build three altars on the spot, where it took 
place, and while he was still talking, (17:5) "behold a bright cloud 
overshowed them: and behold a voice out of the cloud, which said. 
This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased; hear ye him." 
Do we hear Him? Do we listen, when we do hear Him? Do we pay 
attention to His voice? 

If we stop our every day doings and concentrate, we can almost 
picture Him in our minds, even if we cannot see Him face to face. 
Our guardian angel can, (18:10), "That in heaven their angels do 
always behold the face of my Father which is in heaven." Isn't it 
wonderful to know if we live the life of the faithful, we will be able to 
behold the face of our Heavenly Father? It will be the kindest face 
we have ever seen, the love-light in His eyes shining just for us. 

Before we can see His face we have a lot of serious living to do. 
As in 19:16, "And, behold, one came and said unto him, Good 
Master, what good thing shall I do, that I may have eternal life?" 
Have we come to the place in our lives that we want to know what 
we can do to have eternal life? Is something missing in our lives 
that will keep us out of the Glory Land? Can we say as Peter did in 
19:27, "Behold, we have forsaken all, and followed thee; what shall 
we have therefore?" Have we forsaken all? Is there something in 
our lives that we need to get rid of, or something we need to do that 
we aren't doing? If we are trying to hold some part of this worldly 
goods to us, we will not be able to have any part of 22:4, which is, 
"Behold, I have prepared my dinner: my oxen and my fatlings are 
killed, and all things are ready: come unto the marriage." Will we 
behold this marriage feast? If we forsake all and follow Jesus, we 
surely will be at this feast. 

In 23:34 Jesus tells us, "Wherefore, behold, I send unto you 
prophets, and wise men, and scribes, and some of them ye shall kill 
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and crucify; and some of them shall ye scourge in your 
synagogues, and persecute them from city to city." Looking back 
over the years, quite a few of the old prophets and men of God 
have been killed and our Saviour was crucified. By knowing these 
things we should have no doubt that the words we read in this 
Book of God are true. Are we as bad as old Jerusalem, when they 
stoned the prophets and killed them? Are we as 23:38, "Behold, 
your house is left unto you desolate." If we kill the prophets, stone 
the wise man and scoff at the scribes, then truly we can say, our 
house is desolate, because we do not have the Spirit of God In us. 
Until we turn to God, our Spiritual house will remain empty and 
desolate. The disciples who were with the Lord every day didn't 
feel this desolation of Spirit. They kept asking questions about the 
future life and in 24:25 the Lord said, "Behold, I have told you 
before." 

Then (24:26), "Wherefore if they shall say unto you, Behold, he is 
in the desert; go not forth: behold, he is in the secret chambers; be- 
lieve it not." Should we need our Saviour to tell us more than once, 
of the things we need to do to have eternal life? He has set the way 
we are supposed to seek Him and it is plain that this is the only way 
He will accept us. Are we seeking Him in places we should not? 
Are we ready to accept Him on His terms, for there is no other way 
but His? (25:6), "And at midnight there was a cry made, Behold, the 
bridegroom cometh; go ye out to meet him." Yes! Behold! Look! 
See the Bridegroom. Oh! It will be wonderful in that day to see the 
Bridegroom coming in all His glory. If we behold, or keep our Lord 
in view, during our life here on earth, our lamps will be trimmed 
and burning bright, when the Lord does come. 

After the Bridegroom has arrived and asks us what we have done 
with the talents that He has given us, will we be able to say (25:20) 
Behold, I have gained beside them other talents? Sometimes we 
ask, what are our talents. Each and every one has different talents, 
yet each have some of the same talents. We all have the talent to 
serve the Lord and watch for His coming. 

Do we use our talents to the utmost, or do we slumber and sleep 
as the disciples did in the garden, when the Lord went to pray? Will 
He tell us (26:45) as He did them, "Sleep on now, and take your 
rest: behold, the hour is at hand." Or will we hear Him say, (26:46) 
"behold, he is at hand that doth betray me." Are we betraying our 
Master? Or will we stand up and fight for Him as (26:51), "And, be- 
hold, one of them which were with Jesus stretched out his hand, 
and drew his sword, and struck a servant of the high priest's and 
smote off his ear." Will we reach out with the Sword of Truth and 
smite the servant of Satan. Will we stand true to the Lord? Or will it 
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be with us as in 26:65 when the High Priest rent his clothes and 
said, "...behold, now ye have heard his blasphemy." Will we be a 
turncoat to our Saviour? Will we forsake Him? 

After our Saviour had yielded up the Ghost, (27:51) "behold, the 
veil of the temple was rent in twain from the top to the bottom." 
This released us from the Old Law which had been given to Moses. 
We no longer need to make sacrifices, as our Lord has become the 
Supreme Sacrifice. 

After our Jesus had been laid in the tomb, some of the faithful 
later went back to mourn His passing, (28:2), "And, behold, there 
was a great earthquake: for the angel of the Lord descended from 
heaven, and came and rolled back the stone from the door, and sat 
upon it." He told those who had come, to go quickly and, (28:7) tell 
the disciples, "behold, he goeth before you into Galilee; there shall 
ye see him." "Now when they were going, (28:11), behold, some of 
the watch came into the city and shewed unto the chief priests all 
the things that were done." This was a very sad story they had to 
tell as the body of Christ had left the sepulcher and they didn't 
even know it was gone. Praise the almighty God of Heaven that it 
was gone, otherwise we wouldn't have a chance at life everlasting. 

As you have read this, did you keep in view the thought that we 
need to keep our eyes upon the Lord Jesus, so we might have life 
eternal. This Book of Matthew tells a story that will never be 
equaled here on this earth.

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GOD AND THE WEATHER 

One of the most frequent topics of conversation is the weather. 
There is always something about the weather that either delights or 
disgusts someone. The past few months have provided much "grist 
for the conversational mill". The Eastern United States suffered 
through a cold and snowy winter. Much of the Western United 
States has suffered from the lack of moisture. It appears the climate 
of most of the country is changing. Weather conditions differ from 
what has been rule. 

We think of the weather as one of the most powerful forces in our 
lives. We depend on the sunshine, the rain and the wind. 
Sometimes we get too much of these necessary conditions, then we 
have droughts and floods, tornadoes and ice storms. We think of 
the weather as a friend until it rains out a picnic, snows shut the road 
or blows down a tree. 

Where does our weather receive its power, whether for good or 
ill? As strong as weather is, there still must be One stronger who 
controls it. Yes, God controls the weather. He uses the weather 
along with other natural means to further His Spiritual purpose in 
dealing with men. The world, that believes that men are but the 
product of a chance-produced evolution, can only see the working 
of chance in the weather. 

The children of God should see in the changes of climate, the 
storms and general weather conditions, the handiwork of God. His 
dealings with man and the world, even by the means of weather, 
should serve as a lesson. Why do conditions such as the current 
drought or near-drought come upon the land? 
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The first lesson taught by present conditions is that there is a lack 
of righteousness. God has always dealt with those who have 
chosen to live contrary to His Will. Not only has He prepared a place 
of punishment after this life for those who choose to follow Satan; 
He also deals with them in this life. The history of Israel, as recorded 
In the Old Testament, is full of His dealings with them because of 
one moral downfall after another. Many times He allowed them to 
be conquered by their heathen neighbors because of their 
contrariness, especially their idolatry. The world of today is an 
unholy, unchurched, unrighteous place and, worst of all, many who 
claim to be the children of God are involved in the world's style of 
living. God does not mete out punishment in a peevish way but is 
very long-suffering toward man. But a limit is reached and He 
unleashes His power against the forces of unrighteousness. The 
weather is one of His methods. 

The second lesson would be that even among the children of God 
there is a lack of fasting and prayer. There are many prayers that are 
offered, but how far do they get? There is a lack of sacrifice to 
accompany those prayers. The personal sacrifice, that fasting 
speaks of, is needed to make prayers powerful. There have been 
prayers offered for a change in weather conditions, but without the 
repentance that fasting pictures, those conditions continue. Fasting 
can still be practiced today, although it is not popular. That is one of 
the reasons why it is needed as never before. 

The third lesson is that there is a lack of thankfulness. Few today 
in the midst of plenty are thankful for what God has given them. 
There is a general lack of contentment. There is a continual striving 
to obtain more and more, which fails to bring contentment. Since 
the worldly have nothing good to look forward to beyond this life, 
they may as well try to accumulate goods in this world. But, what 
about the children of God, who have untold riches in store for them? 
God has been gracious to send showers in the midst of drought, but 
men are not thankful for them. On the contrary, they complain 
because there were not more. They fail to see their true position 
before God. They do not deserve the least of their blessings, let 
alone to be deserving of even more. 

God may have other lessons for man in His direction of the 
weather. A lack of righteousness, a lack of fasting and prayer and a 
lack of thankfulness, even among the children of God, have brought 
harsh conditions, which can only be remedied by correcting what is 
wrong. 

Because wickedness is rampant, you, who read these lines, may 
feel helpless to do anything about it. But God has always had His 
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remnant who were willing to live for Him. It is better to be a part of 
His remnant than to be a part of the world's majority. Can He 
depend on you? The conditions, even weather conditions, are 
awaiting your righteous living, your prayers, and yourthankfulness. 

A HALFWAY HOUSE 

In this country, there are residences set up for people released 
from prison, where they can stay while they adjust to society again. 
These are called "halfway houses" and are intended to bridge the 
gap between confinement and freedom. But there's another sort of 
"halfway house", with many living in them. They are not bridges to 
freedom, nor to peace and happiness. Let's call it a "halfway 
house", a home which is not all God wants it to be. 

What then is this "halfway house"? It is a home where one partner 
wants to serve God and the other does not. One has earthly goals in 
mind, while the other's eyes are set on Heaven and God's will. A 
home which only halfway belongs to God, with one partner, a 
believer, while the other is not, is truly a "halfway house". It can't be 
a home as God intended. There may be peace and love, generally 
speaking, but there must be both a natural and a spiritual harmony 
between husband and wife for a home to be at its best. 

A Christian home is a "whole-way house", wholly dedicated to 
serving the Lord. This iswhat Joshua had. Hesaid,". ..Choose you 
this day whom ye will serve; . . but as for me and my house, we will 
serve the Lord." Josh. 24:15. There apparently was complete 
agreement in his household that they all would serve the Lord and 
they weren't ashamed to let it be known. 

In order to have a true home instead of just a "halfway house", it 
must be Christ-centered. When both partners put Christ first, they 
are much better qualified to carry out their duties as husband or wife 
and as parents. Whenever self comes first or you place your partner 
first instead of Christ, your values are not in the proper order and 
problems will arise. The Bible tells us what a home should be and 
only God can direct us so we can establish a true home. 

Children in a "halfway house" often suffer more than the parents. 
They see two standards, with Mom's values different from Dad's. 
They are not able to tell right from wrong and may follow the wrong 
standard simply because it's there before them. With such a 
conflict, there is heartache for the parent who wants his or her 
children to serve the Lord. As long as you have a double standard 
before them, you will have such problems, for the children are 
influenced by both parents, whether right or wrong. 
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If you, a believer, chose to marry an unbeliever, you probably 
were not aware of the problems it would cause. You thought love 
could surmount all the difficulties and you could soon win your 
companion to the Lord. But for some reason, it just hasn't worked 
out that way. Now what can you do? The same Lord who said, "Be 
ye not unequally yoked together with unbelievers. . ." (II Cor. 6:14) 
also has said, "For what knowest thou, O wife, whether thou shalt 
save thy husband? or how knowest thou, O man, whetherthou shalt 
save thy wife?" I Cor. 7:16. A "halfway house" is not a hopeless 
situation, if you will come to the Lord for help. 

When two unbelievers are married and later one seeks the Lord, 
this sort of "halfway house" can really have problems. Life at its best 
will be difficult and sometimes the marriage breaks up simply 
because one has chosen to follow Jesus. Jesus must come first in a 
believer's life and this means our companions must come second. 
Values have changed and problems will arise, butifwetruly lovethe 
Lord, even a family division will not turn us aside from serving Him. 

It you want a Christian home and you are not yet married, seek 
God's will before you choose a companion. Don't get married first 
and then seek God's will for your life; your choice might be all 
wrong. Wait on the Lord and He will lead you to the one with whom 
you can establish a true home, the one you can love, respect and 
harmonize with as God intended. Ifyou seek Hiswill first, you won't 
end up with a "halfway house." 

If you are already married and you have a "halfway house", bring 
your problem to the Lord now. Ask Him to take the mess you've 
made of your life, and make something worthwhile out of it. It won't 
be easy, but He can help you, if you will submit your will to His. And 
to you who know someone living in a "halfway house", pray for that 
one. Don't condemn! You don't live there and you don't know the 
pressure they are under. Maybe he or she should have known 
better, but that doesn't solve the problem. Neither does it 
encourage the one who is trying to serve the Lord. There is victory 
and success in Jesus and your prayers are needed to insure that 
success. 

Going only halfway is a condition which affects more than just 
homes with a divided loyalty. People who claim to serve the Lord, 
yet only go halfway, arenot what God wants them to be. He wants 
us all to live wholly for Him, not halfway. Whatever your circum- 
stances, go all the way with God. Don't involve yourself in relation- 
ships which hinder you spiritually. Choose a whole-way life and 
God will give you a whole-way home, not just a "halfway house".

WHY TRINE IMMERSION? 

This is an important question. Does the Great Commission teach 
trine immersion? Our eternal salvation depends upon our obeying 
". . . from the heart that form of doctrine which was delivered you." 
Rom. 6:17. 

1 . Our first reason for trine immersion is based upon the meaning 
of the word, "baptize". This word in the Greek, means "to dip 
repeatedly," according to Thayer's Greek Lexicon. It is the plural 
form of the verb; "bapto" is the singular form. Had the Saviour 
meant for baptism to be administered by one action, it stands to 
reason that He would have used the singular form of the verb. The 
single form of the verb, never means the plural, nor the plural the 
singular. "Baptize" is used seventy-three times in the New 
Testament. It is translated twice "wash", "baptist" fifteen times, 
"baptise" twenty-three times, "baptized" forty-nine times, 
"baptizing" four times, and is never translated "dip." The word 
"bapto", is used three times in the Greek and is translated "dip." 
Luke 16:24, John 13:26, Rev. 19:13. Therefore, since the word 
"baptize" means "to dip repeatedly", the number of actions is found 
in the Great Commission. 

2. Our second reason for trine immersion is the fact that the Great 
Commission teaches three immersions. First, the Commission is an 
ellipical sentence. That is: there are words left out to shorten the 
sentence, but it doesn't take away from the meaning. An example is 
found in Acts 7:36, "He brought them out, after that he had shewed 
wonders and signs in the land of Egypt, and in the Red Sea, and in 
the wilderness forty years." Who will deny that the words, "he had 
shewed wonders and signs", are not also understood in the phrases, 
"in the Red Sea, and in the wilderness". Likewise, the word, "name" 
Is understood in all three phrases in the Great Commission, making 
it read, "in the nameof the Father, and inthenameoftheSon.andin 
the name of the Holy Ghost." Also in the Great Commission there 
are three definite articles, one before each name, showing that 
immersion is to be into each name of the Godhead 

3. The third reason we give for trine immersion is the fact that 
trine immersion can be traced back to within less than one hundred 
years of the last Apostle. Also, the origin of every other mode of 
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baptism in use today, can befoundthissideoftheApostles. No one 
will deny that Jesus commanded one form of baptizing, and that He 
placed His law behind this one baptism. This law, Matt. 28:19, 
demands baptism into each separate name of the Trinity. Trine 
baptism is the only form of baptism recognized by the General 
Church during the first twelve centuries. No one has ever found its 
origin this side of Christ. If so, why? Trine immersion is the only 
mode ever practiced by the Greek and the oriental churches. 
Consider these facts and accept the truth.

VICTORY OF THE MIND 

The Apostel Paul told Timothy, "God hath not given us the spirit 
of fear; but of power, and of love, and of a sound mind." II Tim. 1:7. 
More than this, in I Cor. 2:16b, wefindthispositivedeclaration, "But 
we have the mind of Christ." 

This is the day when Satan is assailing the minds of the children of 
God. He desires to turn us away from God, to hinder or limit the soul 
from a victorious walk in Christ, who is our Life. We must know from 
what we are saved, and unto what we are saved. This knowledge will 
lead to an intelligent faith. 

A most blessed statement is found in Eph. 4:23, "And be renewed 
in the spirit of your mind." "Renewed" means to make over, as good 
as new, to give new life, to commence again. Paul besought the 
Romans, ". . . be ye transformed by the renewing of your minds, that 
ye may prove what is that good, and acceptable, and perfect will of 
God." Rom. 12:2. As the result of the Fall, the human mind is 
imperfect, its powers have become weak, impaired, diverted. In 
fact, all is out of order, and the human mind becomes the ground of 
the Devil's working. 

The Apostle, in his epistles to the various churches, makes these 
statements: "carnal mind", "vanity of the mind", "men of corrupt 
minds", "mind earthly things". Mind and heart are often used in the 
Scriptures synonymously. Of man, Prov. 23:7 states, "For as he 
thinketh in his heart, so is he." Our thoughts determine the real 
quality of our lives and generally determine action as well. 

The mind in its fallen state belongs to the "Old Creation" ~ the old 
man, which is corrupt. This mind cannot be changed, made new or 
transformed by an effort of our own. How did God deal with this? 
Only one way expresses this. That is "CRUCIFIXION". Therefore, 
the first step for us regarding the old mind is to yield it definitely to 
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the Cross. The full beauty and meaning of Calvary leaves no 
question as to the prayer answered, the need met, and the imparting 
of the "new mind", even the "mind of Christ." We see the "new mind" 
belongs to the "new man", the new creature, and is a fruit of the 
Resurrected Life. 

When we meditate on the "new mind", the "mind of Christ", we 
discover when Paul wrote to the saints at Philippi, he urged, "Let this 
mind be in you, which was also in Christ Jesus." Phil. 2:5. The mind 
is not destroyed, but the old process is. We really mean there are 
new mental processes. The born again Christian has His Righteous- 
ness, His Holiness, His Peace, His Joy, and He even wants us to have 
His Mind. 

This new mind is to be occupied by Christ Himself. When Christ 
posesses the mind. His will is being accomplished and we are 
occupied with that which is of Him. ". . .Whatsoeverthings are true, 
whatsoever things are honest, whatsoever things are just, whatso- 
ever things are pure, whatsoever things are lovely, whatsoever 
things are of good report, if there be any virtue, and if there be any 
praise, think on these things." Phil. 4:8.

THE CHRISTIAN WOMAN'S VEILING 
AND ITS SIGNIFICANCE 

MERLE RUTH 

The Christian Woman's Veiling is more than a denominational 
practice. It is a keystone of the whole doctrine of nonconformity. 
Without it, headship is ignored and sex distinction is blurred. 

This Scriptural teaching must have frequent reference to keep the 
rising generation informed. We do not seek direction for its use in 
etiquette books nor even in church handbooks. We receive 
direction from I Corinthians 11:1-16. 

Verse 1 is a bridge verse. 

In verse 2, Paul praises them for keeping the ordinances. 

But, the first word in verse 3, introduces contrast. Thus, Paul was 
led to correct rather than command. 

This teaching is on an eternally existing arrangement. It reveals 
the line of responsibility that God has said shall exist, the order of 
headship — God, Christ, man, woman. 

The man-woman relationship is compared to the God-Christ 
relationship. Jesus said, "I and my Father are one" and I do always 
those things that please him." If the God-Christ order is needed. 
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how much more the man-woman order. 

The greatest contribution is made when we remain in the sphere 
intended. 

There are symbols that teach the man-woman order. One is 
natural (the hair); the other is the visible evidence of both accepting 
that order (veil on the woman and absence of veil on the man). 

Covered is a translation of a Greek word which means "veiled". 

Misuse of the ordinance reveals rejection of one's proper 
subjection and brings shame. It is strongly implied that no one 
should challenge that it is a shame. The Greek says, "Since it is a 
shame." For a woman to be shorn or shaven is a shame. The non- 
wearing of the covering is especially a shame. 

The leadership arrangement dates back to the Creation, when 
God created man to be His representative. 

Verses 8 and 9 reveal that this headship arrangement was in the 
mind of God at the Creation. The reason was that man was not 
created for the woman but the woman for the man. Paul brings 
these truths over to the New Testament to substantiate the teaching 
he was giving. Redemption raised both man and woman, but it did 
not change their respective spheres or roles. 

"Because of the angels" (verse 10). Angels are depicted in the 
Bible as constant observers of mankind. The covering Is a sign to 
angels that the woman is in subjection to rightful authority, and that 
makes her eligible for the protection and accompaniment of angels. 

Verses 11 and 12 show that man cannot be proud of his position 
and that man and woman have need for each other. The difference 
between man and woman is purely functional, but their position in 
regards to salvation is the same. 

It is inferred that the wearing of the covering was very generally 
practiced then, and it should make us aware of how far man has 
morally declined. 

There isabuilt-lnqualitythatenforcesshorthairformenand long 
hair for woman. 

Hair is mentioned as a covering but not as the covering 
recommended in the previous verses. Two different Greek words 
are used for covered. One means special covering. The other 
means the natural hair covering. If hair were the only covering 
mentioned, as some believe, whatwouldyou removelf thehairwere 
already removed? (verse 6). 

Verse 16. It would be strange indeed, to challenge a custom so 
universal at this time. Paul also said that he taught the same in other 
churches. His verbal teaching was the same as his written teaching, 
which accounts for the absence of this teaching in other letters. It 
suggests that this ordinance must have been observed by the other 
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churches. 

No precise specifications are given for this covering, but (1) it 
must be a special one; (2) it is a symbol and a covering; and (3) since 
it is compared to the natural covering, the natural should be an 
example for the special. 

Any arrangement of hair must be such that the hair can be easily 
covered. If the hair is prominent and not the veil, the woman is not 
properly veiled. 

The church should give specifications for uniformity to safeguard 
the breakdown of a special covering versus a protective covering. 

The Scriptures nowhere suggest that a special veiling is for 
worship only. Verse 18: Paul mentions a problem they had when 
they came together (misuse of Communion); so it strongly infers 
that the former problem (misuse of veiling) was not just for public 
worship. 

"Prayer veiling" and "devotional veiling" are wrong concepts 
because the Christian woman is to be constantly veiled. The main 
thrust of I Corinthians 11:1-16 is not that you wear a covering for 
praying or prophesying but ratherthat you wear a covering because 
you are a woman. 

Liberty in Christ is not a cancellation of the order of headship. 

If the last part of the chapter (Communion) is not restricted to that 
certain era (as some restrict the veiling), how can the forepart of the 
chapter be meant only for that time? It cannot honestly be 
interpreted that way. 

Nowhere in this passage is it mentioned that the woman should 
wear this special covering to distinguish her from the whores of that 
time, as some would teach. It probably did, but that was not the 
reason for the covering. 

Hopefully, our wearing of the covering for sisters signifies our 
acceptance of our place in God's order and commands.

JUDGES 4 

There were many judges in Israel. Overand over, Israel would sin 
and serve the idols of their enemies. Then God would deliverthem. 
A king of Canaan named Jabin had been allowed by God to 
overcome Israel. He was a mighty king. He had a captain over his 
armies named Sisera. Sisera had nine hundred chariots of iron. For 
twenty years he oppressed the children of Israel. 

Deborah was a woman who prophesied. God had given her the 
ability to know things that would happen In the future. She was a 
judge of Israel at that time. One day she called ayoung man named 
Barak and said, 'The Lord has commanded you to go to Mt. Tabor 
and to take with you ten thousand men.

But chariots of iron don't work too well in mud — they bog down. 
Can't you just see the horses being whipped by their drivers and 
then as Barak and his men attacked, the drivers fled for their lives. 
They were utterly helpless. 

So Barakpursued after the chariots and all the army of Sisera fell 
by the sword and there was not a man left. The nine hundred 
chariots of iron, which had seemed so terrible, amounted to nothing 
when God took over. 

Why did Barak win the battle? Because he did exactly what God 
told him to do. If we obey God's Word, we can also win the battles of 
life and be overcomers of sin and Satan.

Those who teach the theory of evolution constantly speak of a link 
that is missing. They do not have the link, their theory demands, 
between animal and man. Their search for this missing link, half 
animal, half man, has given rise to many deceptions and pranks. 
The link, that cannot be found, has been reported to have been 
found many times, in many places. Later the supposed link turns 
out to be the bones of some animal buried within the past century. 
Either their missing link was the result of deception or someone's 
playful prank. Since there was no evolution from animal to man 
there is no missing link. God created thevariousspeciesof animals. 
He also created man to have dominion over His earlier creation. 

Those who seek the missing link are denying God. If God was not 
the creator of this world and its inhabitants, then neither can He be 
the sustainer or the Saviour of mankind. To deny the work that God 
has done, and then revealed to us through His Word, is to deny Him 
and His Word. Yet those who seek the nonexistent missing link 
continue their futile search rather than believe God. Their missing 
link is more than just missing, it never existed. 

There are other kinds of missing links besides the evolutionist's 
problem. A twenty foot log chain would be of little value if the 
middle link were taken out. It then would be but two ten foot chains 
lacking hooks on two ends. All the links are necessary forthe chain 
to be useful and as long as we wish. A missing or weak link makes 
the whole chain useless to us. 

Many people today have a lack in their lives. A link Is missing. 
They know something is missing but they cannot identify what it is. 
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They even go to Church and try to do good, yet they are frustrated. 
The missing link in their lives is Jesus Christ. 

Their goodness and their religion is only self-motivated so it lacks 
the power needed to produce a life dedicated to Him. Their efforts, 
because of their source, are bound to fail, which produces even 
greater frustration. The log chain lacking a link is useless, so is a life 
that is missing its link with God. 

God created man, along with everything else, for a purpose. 
"Thou art worthy, O Lord, to receive glory and honour and power; 
for thou hast created all things, and for thy pleasure they are and 
were created." Rev. 4:11. His purpose was to be pleased. Just as the 
potter makes his pots so they will please him, so God created man. 
But man has gotten a long way from His intended purpose. He 
needs a link with God so he can please Him once more. That link is 
God's Son, Jesus Christ. God was so intent on receiving pleasure 
from His creation that He even sent His Son as propitiation for the 
offending sin that interrupted that pleasure. Yet many try to please 
Him without regard to what He has revealed that pleases Him. 

Sin displeases God and separates man from Him. Christ is the 
only way that man has of again pleasing God. Jesus said, "I am the 
way, and truth, and the life: no man cometh unto the Father, but by 
me." Without dealing with the problem of separating sin, man has 
no hope of pleasing God. Once the atonement has been accepted, 
there is still a life that has to be lived in accordance with His Will in 
order to enlist His pleasure upon our activities. These daily 
activities must be carried out in the power of Christ. A life lived away 
from the commands of God will be a frustratfid lifp f;inrp it will nnt 
be a God-pleasing life. 

Paul had found the link that many miss. "I can do all things 
please God. Man seeks to please the one whom he loves. Because 
of the tremendous price God has paid for the reconciliation of man 
to Himself, man should have a very deep love for God. Man's 
expression of that love is in the keeping of His commandments. This 
is pleasing to God. "He that hath my commandments, and keepeth 
them, he it is that loveth me: and he that loveth me shall be loved of 
my Father, and I will love him, and will manifest myself to him." John 
14:21. 

Man's missing link is Jesus Christ. Without Him life becomes a 
failure and frustration. The end for many is suicide, drunkenness, 
divorce and prodigal living, when the all-important link is missing. 

Is your life uneasy and frustrated? Does your life please God? 
Does the commands of His Word mean lifeand happiness to you? If 
not, then you need the missing link. You need Jesus Christ as your 
Saviour. "Ye must be born again."

THE TRAPPER 

This is a sermon preached by Bro. Fred Pifer during the Revival 
at the Pleasant Home Church, Ceres, California. 

Acts 5:1-11, "But a certain man named Ananias, with Sapphira 
his wife, sold a possession, and kept back part of the price, his wife 
also being privy to it, and brought a certain part, and laid it at the 
Apostle's feet. But Peter said, Ananias, why hath Satan filled thine 
heart to lie to the Holy Ghost, and to keep back part of the price of 
the land? Whiles it remained, was it not thine own? and after it was 
sold, was it not in thine own power? why hast thou conceived this 
thing in thine heart? Thou hast not lied unto men, but unto God. 
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And Ananias hearing these words fell down, and gave up the 
ghost: and great fear came on all them that heard these things. And 
the young men arose, and wound him up, and carried him out, and 
buried him. And it was about the space of three hours after, when 
his wife, not knowing what was done, came in. And Peter 
answered unto her, Tell me whether ye sold the land for so much? 
And she said, Yea, for so much. Then Peter said unto her. How is it 
that ye have agreed together to tempt the Spirit of the Lord? 
behold, the feet of them which have buried thy husband are at the 
door, and shall carry thee out. Then fell she down straightway at 
his feet, and yielded up the ghost: and the young men came in, and 
found her dead, and carrying her forth, buried her by her husband. 
And great fear came upon all the Church, and upon as many as 
heard these things." 

We read in Acts 4:32, "And the multitude of them that believed 
were of one heart and of one soul: neither said any of them that 
ought of the things which he possessed was his own; but they had 
all things common." Verse 34, "Neither was there any among them 
that lacked: for as many as were possessors of lands or houses 
sold them, and brought the prices of the things that were sold." 

Ananias and Sapphira had madeacommitmenttoo, butthey kept 
back part of what they had promised. It was the love of money that 
destroyed Ananias and Sapphira. It was a trap of the devil. Peter 
asked, "Why hast thou allowed Satan to deceive you?" 

There are many traps. Habits are traps. I once saw on a sign a 
bottle with the figure of a man trapped inside. Drinking liquor is a 
trap. Smoking is another habit that is a trap. 

Once when I was studying I heard a "SNAP!" The mouse had 
desired the cheese. It was against his better interest, but he crept a 
little closer and was caught. A trap Is designed to deceive. Satan 
desires to trap us. He will deceive in any way he can. Why do we 
allow him to get the better of us? Our parents warn us of the 
dangers of the world, but we do not heed their warning. 

Habits are traps, easy to get into, but hard to escape from. 
Sometimes they are not so obvious. They start with little things, 
rebellion against authority, but they lead to stealing, shop-lifting 
and even broken homes. David fell for one of Satan's traps: the lust 
of the flesh, and that led to murder. 

Another trap, Satan comes up with, is a lot of reasons why we 
should not accept Christ and the Church. He tries to tell us It is too 
narrow a way and we cannot live it. "Because strait is the gate and 
narrow is the way, which leadeth unto life, and few there be that 
find it." Matt. 7:14. What is wrong with narrow? When I take a 
plane and fly, I am glad the pilot uses the runway. The runway is 
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narrow, but it is for taking off and landing, so I am glad the pilot 
does not choose some other way. The runway is the right way. 
What is truth? Two plus two equals four, that is the true answer. 
Many answers could be given but that is the only right one. Jesus 
says, "My Word is Truth." 

Satan tried to trap Jesus. Three times he tried, but Jesus used 
Scripture to side-step the trap. The cares of this life and the 
deceitfulness of riches can trap us. Beware, lest in our weakness 
we fall. 

It is a terrible thing to be trapped. When I was a boy, I did some 
muskrat trapping. One day I saw a terrible thing. The trap was 
sprung and there was a little foot. The muskrat had chewed off his 
foot to get free. How cruel! you think, but Satan is cruel, too. He's 
out to get you. Even if you escape, there will be scars, if you yield 
to any of his devices. But, I found a sadder thing yet, when I next 
checked my traps: a muskrat with three feet. Even though he had 
been so maimed, still he was lured back to the trap. 

Another thing Satan will tell us is, there are hypocrites in the 
Church. But that is no excuse. There always have been. That's a 
trap of the devil to keep you out of the Church. If the daily 
newspaper had an article saying that there was counterfeit money 
being circulated, you wouldn't burn all your money, would you? 

Do you understand how electricity lights this building? I don't. 
But we don't walk through the night in darkness because we don't 
understand electricity. How foolish to walk in Spiritual darkness 
because we don't understand all the Bible tells us. When we leave 
behind the things of the world we then understand Spiritual things. 
The Psalmist David says, "The entrance of thy Words giveth light; it 
giveth understanding unto the simple." Psalms 119:130. 

We must remember that Satan is already a defeated foe. He is a 
fallen angel. Don't let him trap you. James 4:7 says, "Submit 
yourselves therefore to God. Resist the devil, and he will flee from 
you." 

The things of this world do not satisfy. The devil wants us to 
think we have to give up too much. We do. We give up worry, 
mental trials and minds boggled by the wrong life. But we find 
peace, contentment and life more abundant. John 10:10, "The thief 
Cometh not, but for to steal, and to kill, and to destroy: I am come 
that they might have life, and that they might have it more 
abundantly." If I had a million dollars I would have an abundance, 
but if I had one hundred million dollars it would be exceedingly 
abundant. The life of Christ is exceedingly abundant. 

There is a false security in thinking there is time enough yet; 
Death is coming. Don't depart this life in Satan's trap. Never put 
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off till tomorrow what you should do today. Tomorrow may never 
come. 

To trap a fox I must be smarter than a fox. I must be smarter than 
the things of this world or Satan will trap me. God will not allow us 
to be tempted above what we are able to bear, but will provide a 
way of escape. We should profit by the scriptures. Samson had a 
trap set for him. Delilah kept on till she found his weakness. His 
life was destroyed by the trap. Satan knows where our weaknesses 
are. Do we ever see how close we can get to the devil without 
letting him catch us? It's like a spider-web catching a fly. Webs are 
traps. They look so fragile, but oh! how they bind. Don't fall. Be 
steadfast in the Lord. "Lest Satan should get an advantage of us: 
for we are not ignorant of his devices." II Cor. 2:11.

Men are leaving spiritual responsibilities 
up to their wives and go golfing, or some such, while Mom takes the 
children to Sunday School and Church. Some men come and go as 
they please and think that their wives shouldn't complain or 
question where they spend their time. 

So often, we see men treating their wives and children with little or 
no respect. They are unkind and inconsiderate of their families. 
They have forgotten what God has said. Family life in general has 
deteriorated and we can't entirely blame the men orthe women, but 
let's consider what God has said a husband and father is to do. Do 
you know anyone who has been "liberated" from these responsi- 
bilities? 

'Therefore shall a man leave his father and his mother, and shall 
cleave unto his wife: and they shall be oneflesh." Gen. 2:24. His first 
responsibility is to his wife in establishing a home with her. He 
shouldn't expect his parents (or hers) to make room for them in their 
home. "Yea, also, because he transgresseth by wine, he is a proud 
man, neither keepeth at home . . ." Hab. 2:5a. The home needs to be 
properly kept and tended to, or there won't be any. Men have a 
responsibility at home, and they are not free to drink and carouse 
anymore than a woman is. 

"Husbands, love your wives even as Christ also loved the Church, 
and gave himself for it." Eph. 5:25. "So ought men to love their wives 
as their own bodies. He that loveth his wife loveth himself." Eph. 
5:28. Husbands are to have a special love for their wives, and if they 
have this love, they will show it. "Likewise, ye husbands, dwell with 
them according to knowledge, giving honour unto the wife, as unto 
the weaker vessel, and as being heirs together of the grace of life; 
that your prayers be not hindered." I Pet. 3:7. A husband should 
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honor his wife and not take advantage of her dependency on him, 
lest it hinder his prayers, a vital link to God. 

"And ye fathers, provoke not your children to wrath; but bring 
them up in the nurture and admonition of the Lord." Eph. 6:4. "Train 
up a child in the way he should go; and when he is old, he will not 
depart from it." Prov. 22:6. Training the children properly is the duty 
of the father, as well as the mother.

A man may not love his wife or 
care what his children do, but this does not liberate him from his 
responsibilities. The Lord expects alot of every father. Do you live 
up to His expectations, or have you become a part of "men's lib?"

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CONTENDING FOR THE FAITH 

In the midst of falsehood it is refreshing to find the truth. When 
we are surrounded by false teachings and those who use a lie as a 
way of life, we are glad to find those who conform to the truth. But 
with so much falsehood about us, howcan we know what istrueand 
what is false? 

We have the words of our Saviour to guide us. "Thy word is truth." 
John 17:17b. In His great, soul-stirring prayer in the Garden of 
Gethsemane, Jesus was concerned about those who would follow 
Him after the close of His earthly ministry. He was interested in their 
(and our) Spiritual lives. 

Satan has always put forward that which seems good in man's 
sight and seems true to man's reasoning. All that he has presented 
though has proven false and deceitful. Certainly, Adam and Eve 
could testify about the fallacy of believing Satan. He is active yet 
today seeking whom he might deceive and devour. Religion has 
become one of his favorite tools. He presents a counterfeit religion 
that takes the name. Christian, but isfarfromthetruth. Jesusstated 
that God's Word was truth, so a religion based on something other 
than the Word of God cannot be true. 

Christians have many blessings, unknown by others, because 
their faith is anchored on the truth. Because of their acceptance of 
God's Truth, they have many blessings in this life as well as many 
more in the life after this one. The blessings that attend doing good 
and being truthful and honest are always worthwhile. The world 
may not realize these blessings, becausethey are primarily internal. 
Spiritual blessings, although often God does bless materially. 
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The truth of God's Word has been enlivened by the work of Jesus 
Christ. If only the prophecies of His conning were considered, their 
fulfillnnent to the minutest detail would be sufficient to prove the 
truthfulness of the Bible. When we consider all the other matters the 
Bible touches upon with the same degree of accuracy, we can be 
sure that Jesus spoke correctly when He said, 'Thy Word is truth." 

Are you following the truth? Areyougladfortheavailability of the 
truth? Is your faith and practice established by the Word of God? If 
it is, you should be following the advice of Jude. "Beloved, when I 
gave all diligence to write unto you of the common salvation, it was 
needful for me to write unto you, and exhort you that ye should 
earnestly contend for the faith which was once delivered unto the 
saints." Jude 3. 

Jude was writing of the "common salvation". It is the same that is 
required of all — there is no respect of persons with God. Jude 
could see the entrance of error and deceit even within the Church if 
an effort — an earnest effort — were not made to hold to the faith as 
delivered to man by God. This faith was that of the saints — those 
who had yielded themselves to the truth of God. Satan in his efforts 
of deceit would try to get them away from the truth of the Word of 
God. It was imperative for them to contend for that faith and 
practice, so the deceiver would be defeated in his purpose. 

Contending for the faith is not primarily defending the faith. While 
a good knowledge of the faith is a necessity, the greatest need is not 
for defense but for making it known. Unless it is known by those 
who are not yielded to God's truth, there is no hope that they ever 
will be. Whether these lost ones are inside or outside the earthly 
Church, it is imperative that they know the saving faith — the entire 
plan of salvation ordained by God — not just a portion of it, as is now 
popular. The faith delivered to the saints goes beyond a conversion 
experience; it includes the entire Christian life. 

Too often, although Christians have the truth to live by, they are 
put on the defensive by the world. The truth is put on trial instead of 
the deviation from the truth. Rather than compelling those who live 
in error to defend their falsehood, the Christian spends his time and 
efforts in defending himself for following the truth. Because his 
time is taken up with defense, he has little time or effort left to spread 
the truth. Why should plain dressing, simple living and practiced 
ordinances need to be defended? The truth is still the truth whether 
any or all accept it. "For what if some did not believe? shall their 
unbelief make the faith of God without effect? God forbid: yea, let 
God be true, but every man a liar." Rom. 3:3-4a. 

Are you contending for the truth? Are you even defending the 
truth? Do you even know the truth? "And ye shall know the truth, 
and the truth shall make you free." 
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WHAT WE CANNOT DO WITHOUT 

A farm boy visited New York City for the first time. He spent a 
whole day walking on Broadway and Fifth Avenue, going in and out 
of shops, riding escalators and elevators. When he arrived that 
evening at the place where he was staying with friends, he told them, 
"I have never seen so many things that I could do without." 

I think we will all agree that modern civilization has added to life 
much that is entirely unnessary for our existence. Yet, with the 
many unnecessary things in this life, I discover, also there are three 
absolute necessities for the man of God, things we cannot do 
without — absolute necessities, if we are to be the people we ought 
to be and want to be. 

We must have these three to be well pleasing to Almighty God. 
This should be everyone's ambition. They are our passport to 
Heaven, when this brief life is over. Of these things, two are 
mentioned in the letter to the Hebrews and one is found in the 
Gospel according to St. John. 

"Without shedding of blood is no remission." (of sin). Heb. 9:22. 

"Without faith it is impossible to please him." Heb. 11:6. 

"Without me ye can do nothing." John 15:5. 

In regard to the first. Apart from the Son of God, who shed His 
blood for our redemption, there is no approach to God, no 
relationship with God, no acceptance by God and no salvation from 
God. It is impossible to be happy apart from the knowledgethatour 
sins have been put away and that we are forgiven. 
Precious is the blood of the Lamb! 
Truly shed for one and for all. . . . 
For the blood He gave doth renew and save. 
And it makes us whiter than the snow. 
Deep inside each of us is the assurance that, unless there is 
complete pardon and forgiveness for sins in this life, those sins are 
going to meet us up the way, to condemn us in the future. 

In both the Old and the New Testament, the message is "without 
the shedding of blood there is no forgiveness of sins." Leviticus 
17:11, "For the life of the flesh is in the blood: and I have given itto 
you upon the attar to make an atonement for your souls: for it is the 
blood that maketh an atonement for the soul." 

In the Old Testamentthey cameto God by shed blood. In the New 
Testament we come to God by shed blood. The Patriarchs, "they 
overcame him (the devil) by the blood of the Lamb and by the word 
of his Testimony ..."".. . the sword of the Spirit, which is the word of 
God." 

Then, too, "Without faith it is impossible to please God." What is 
the faith that pleases God? Just this, "I believe that God has spoken, 
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recorded in the Bible what 'Holy men of God spake as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost'." II Pet. 1:21. In the Garden of Eden, 
Mother Eve turned her back on what God had said. She believed the 
devil's lies and so did Adam. In Adam all died, through unbelief. To 
be saved we turn our back on Satan's lies and believe what God has 
said, as He revealed His will and plan in His Holy Word. 

Faith also means that I believe what the Bible has to say about 
Jesus Christ. It was He who died for us. I must believe, "neither is 
there salvation in any other: for there is none other name under 
heaven given among men, whereby we must be saved." Acts 4:12. 

Finally, the Lord Jesus said, "Without meyecan do nothing." "For 
He knoweth our frame; he remembereth that we are dust." Psa. 
103:14. He knov/s we are not wiseenough, cleverenough, orstrong 
enough to live an effective life, as a Christian, in our own strength. 

"What is the riches of the glory of this mystery among the 
Gentiles, which is Christ in you the hope of Glory." Col. 1:27. The 
Lord Jesus Christ wants to think with your brain, look out through 
your eyes, listen with your ears, speak with your lips, work with your 
hands, and love with your heart. It is as we allow the Lord Jesus to 
clothe Himself with us that He, through our weakness, 
demonstrates the greatness of His power, that all the honor, glory 
and praise may be His, who alone is worthy to receive it.

BITS AND BRIDLES 

"Be ye not as the horse, or as the mule, which have no 
understanding; whose mouth must be held in with bit and bridle, lest 
they come near unto thee." Psa. 32:9. To be useful to mankind, ani- 
mals must be controlled. Some, which are very spirited, need extra 
control, while those with a quiet nature are less difficult to handle. 
So it is with people and their tongues. For some, it is more difficult 
for them to control their emotions and their tongues than it is for 
others. Yet, control is necessary, for a person without it can never be 
useful in the Lord's work. Both animals and people need "bits and 
bridles," which control them and make them useful. 

"If any man among you seem to be religious, and bridleth not his 
tongue, but deceiveth his own heart, this man's religion Is vain." 
James V26. God expects us to have more control of ourselvesthan 
an animal does. It is especially important that we control our 
tongues, lest what we say would cancel outall thegood wecan do. If 
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we let our tongues have a free rein and do not bridle them, our 
religion is worthless, no matter how good it appears to be. It is 
foolish to think that we can say what we please as long as we do 
other things right. We can never cover up for a biting, stinging, evil 
tongue. 

"But the tongue can no man tame; it is an unruly evil, full of deadly 
poison." James 3:8. If you can't tame your tongue, then how is it 
possible to control it as God wants it to be? An animal Is without 
understanding or self-control, so we can assume that 
understanding (or wisdom) is necessary for control. This 
understanding comes only from the Lord. "But the wisdom that is 
from above is first pure, then peaceable, gentle, and easy to be 
intreated, full of mercy and good fruits, without partiality, and 
without hypocrisy." James 3:17. A person who speaks wisely also 
thinks wisely and is under God's control. This is the kind of person 
God can use. 

Our speech shows our wisdom (or lack of it) and whether or not 
we are under God's control. This applies to ministers, deacons, lay 
members — everyone. The Devil stirs us to speak out-of-turn: 
accusing, judging and condemning, gossiping or whatever, but we 
don't have to listen to him. We have the power through Christ to 
resist Satan. We can't blame God for errors we make or that we are 
led to say harmful, offensive things. We are to be in God's control; 
the Spirit will only lead you to say things which glorify God. 

The giraffe, a mute animal, has a tongue about eighteen inches 
long. His tongue is used to obtain food, not for noisemaking. Maybe ! 
we can get a lesson from that and realize it's best not to speak alot 
and make as much noise as possible. "Wherefore, my beloved 
brethren, let every man be swift to hear, slow to speak, slow to 
wrath." James 1:19. Have you ever seen someone become angry 
quickly, then say unkind words, only to discover that he or she had 
misunderstood? If we listen more carefully, we will be slower to 
speak, for we have understood correctly. 

If you are reproached for something you've said, do you try to 
reconcile the matter? Or do you rise to the defensive and become 
angry? Even the truth can be spoken in an offensive way and we' 
can't excuse our harshness just because we've spoken the truth. 
Jesus often spoke harshly to the Pharisees, but He knew their 
hearts. We do not know people's hearts and must limit what we say 
accordingly. 

"Speak not evil one of another, brethren." James 4:1 la. God gives i 
grace to the humble. If you are humble. He will help you to speak the 
truth in love. (Eph. 4:15). The quality of humility will help you to 
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consider other's feelings before you speak. It will help you to not 
accuse others, or speak evil of others because of something you 
see. The way you "suppose" it to be and the way it looks to you may 
not be right at all. We only know what we can see, but God knows it 
all. Only He can determine the motive which is in people's hearts. 
He will not falsely accuse anyone. 

Your speech Indicates who is in control of you. If your heart 
belongs to Christ and is under His control, your tongue will be. Such 
a heart (and tongue) is governed by His love. Love does not think 
evil, much less say it. Love is kind and considerate, not rude or 
insulting. Love is not easily angered. See I Cor. 13:4-5. We need to 
be careful what we say and how we say it, lest we be speaking evil. 
Love will help us do this. 

Bits and bridles help man to control animals. Peopleare properly 
controlled by God and His Word. We can bean offense to both God 
and man, if we are unrestrained, but with Christ in our hearts there is 
control which leads to perfection. "If any man offend not in word, 
the same is a perfect man, and able also to bridle the whole body." 
James 3:2b. An unbridled tongue harms everyone, but "the mouth 
of a righteous man is a well of life." Prov. 10:11a. Keep your tongue, 
for your soul's sake, and you will be blessed.

JUDGES 6:25-32 

Israel had departed a long way from God. They built altars unto 
Baal and planted groves of trees around them. One of these altars 
was on property belonging to Gideon's father. Israel left the living 
God to worship an idol of stone. They wereaboutasfarfrom God as 
they could get. They needed a man who would lead them back to 
God. God chose Gideon to do it. 

In the night, God spoke to Gideon and said, 'Take your father's 
bullock of seven years old and throw down the altar of Baal, and cut 
down the grove by it; build an altar unto the Lord upon this rock and 
take the bullock and offer a burnt sacrifice with the wood of the 
grove that you shall cut down." 

Gideon took ten men of his servants and did as the Lord said. 
Because Gideon was afraid of hisfather's household and the men of 
the city that worshipped Baal, he went at night and pulled down the 
altar of Baal and cut down the grove around it. Then he built an altar 
unto the Lord and offered the bullock upon it.

Paul was concerned for the lost but he was also very concerned 
forthe Christian. Did you ever consider that? He went to sinners in 
many journeys and wrote letters to saints. In II Cor. 11:2 he tells the 
Corinthians he was jealous overthem with aGodlyjealousy. He felt 
responsible for the converts and feared that Satan would deceive 
them. Paul asked the Corinthians, "who did hinder you that ye 
should not obey the truth?"

Sleep is good in the natural state 
but we will not progress in the spiritual race if we are overcome with 
spiritual drowsiness. We need the Bread of Life for strength. 

Paul told the Hebrews in chapters verse 12, "For when ye ought to 
be teachers, ye have need that one teach you again the first 
principles of the oracles of God and are become such as have need 
of milk and not of strong meat." Shame on us to need to be taught 
again repentance, baptism, love and forgiveness instead of being 
able to teach others.

He tells us, "there is 
time to enjoy yourself." God says, "today is the hour, harden not 
your heart." 

Someone said, "God have mercy on them that are hindered and 
also those that hinder." If we are following Christ at a distance we 
may have more to account for than we think. 

Compared to the sinners way — Jesus said, "My yoke is easy and 
my burden is light" — for the way of the transgressor is hard. 

Isa. 25:1, "O Lord, thou art my God; I will exalt thee, I will praise 
thy name; for thou hast done wonderful things; thy counsels of old 
are faithfulness and truth." 

I trust God will use this to show us our responsibilities to 
ourselves and others.

THE GOLDEN YEARS 

"When shall I start teaching my son about the Bible?" 

A Christian mother asked this question of her new pastor. 

"How old is he?" 

"Six," she replied. 

"Hurry home, woman, you have already lost five precious years," 
the pastor exclaimed. 

This is not a joke but a matter of the gravest importance. Too 
many parents assume that little children are not prepared to hear 
and understand spiritual truths, and in their ignorance they fritter 
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away golden years of opportunity. 

The mind of a child does not operate in a vacuunn. Even when he 
is only a few months old, impressions are being formed and 
character developed. What a tragedy it is to permit this formative 
period to pass without making an impact on him for God and His 
Word! 

The hearts and minds of little children are amazingly receptive to 
outside impressions, either for good or evil and when our Lord 
affirmed, "Verily, I say unto you. Whosoever shall not receive the 
kingdom of God as a little child, he shall not enter therein," He was 
speaking of the characteristics of a child which are so worth 
emulating by all. 

We know of individuals who deplore telling children stories of 
violence which are to be found in the Bible. These usually depict 
heroism, divine guidance, and intervention and carry with them the 
implication of man's dependence on God which thrill young minds 
and brings blessing to them throughout life. 

When one considers the violence in the very unfunny "funnies", 
on television, and in the daily press, one is inclined to cry out against 
any effort to deprive children of stories about David and Goliath, 
Daniel in the lion's den and his three companions in the fiery 
furnace, to mention but a few. 

Even more deplorable is the concerted effort on the part of some 
to protect children from the "gory" details of our Lord's death on 
Calvary. Some persons to my positive knowledge have 
reprimanded Sunday School teachers for mentioning the "blood of 
Christ" to their children. And yet, when such children are subjected 
to the impressions of so much violence all around, why should they 
bedenied the story of the death of the Son of God, and the cleansing 
and redeeming blood which flowed from Calvary? 

One of the outstanding characteristics of children is their simple 
faith. How wonderful, then, is the opportunity to instill In their 
minds the truths about Christ which will form the basis for their own 
faith in Him! 

Innocence in itself carries achallengeanda warning. Woebeitto 
any who either takes advantage of innocence for evil ends or 
ignores its potential for good. 

Christ is the center of the Christian home and He must become 
the center of child training if it is to be effective. 

One of the first problems one must handle is the psychology of 
the child. Even the very small will sense things he has never been 
told. They know whether parents are sincere in their spiritual 
aspirations for them or not. 
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It is little use to speak of prayer to a child if the parents are never 
seen praying. Little use to speak of the importance of Bible study if 
the parents are never seen reading the Word. Why tell of Christ's 
love and transforming power If our children do not see the effect of 
His presence in our lives? 

But all of these things can take place, and there can be fulfilled 
before our eyes the promise, "Train up a child in the way he should 
go: and when he is old, he will not depart from it." 

It should not be forgotten that it is the way he should go and not 
the way he wants to go, for the truth that "foolishness is bound in the 
heart of a child" if self-evident to all who try to guide wayward little 
feet. 

Fortunately, Christian parents are not left to carry out their tasks 
alone, nor do they lack the tools. 

First, they have the privilege of praying for their children, as well 
as with them. The power of prayer will never be understood this side 
of eternity. That God hears and answers prayer, that He reaches out 
often to bring help and blessing to our children, should be an un- 
ending source of comfort. 

In a very real sensethe Bible isthefoundation of trueeducation. It 
is the reverential trust in God which is the beginning of and love for 
the Holy Scriptures, has the best preparation possible. 

Young Timothy was raised amid surroundings we today would 
call utterly primitive. But he had the best training a parent can give: 
"And that from a child thou hast known the Holy Scriptures, which 
are able to make thee wise unto salvation through faith which is in 
Christ Jesus." 

The Christian parent has the same privilege today.

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A PEACE TREATY 

The cry of this confused, unpeaceful world is "Peace, Peace." 
There are many organizations and movements devoted to securing 
and maintaining peace in the world. The news is full of man's 
attempts to make a peaceful world. Despite the best efforts of 
these groups there is a terrible lack of peace today. 

The world attempts to guarantee peace through treaties signed 
by the representatives of the various governments of the world. 
These treaties often prove to be worth only the paper they are 
written on. Soon one or both countries will violate the provisions 
written in the treaty. Often these treaties are written and signed 
with a lack of good conscience. The history of our own country is 
spotted by the white man's disregard of most of the treaties made 
with the various Indian tribes. This disregard has bred a distrust 
that yet lies in the hearts of the native Americans. Greed overcame 
any intentions of fulfilling the treaties' demands. Because of 
covetousness and pride the world lacks peace dispite untold 
hundreds of treaties written and signed over the centuries. 

Peace treaties are made by the world's governments to end 
warfare and other confusions. The weaker nation will seek the end 
of hostilities by suing for peace. The stronger will cease its war 
activities in return for certain concessions of territory or other 
valuables from the weaker. If the opposing nations are of equal 
strength the peace treaty may end the warfare by imposing various 
conditions on each side. Most peace treaties are the result of the 
preponderance of force and that force is necessary to enforce 
them. 
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The basic reason for the failure of the world's striving for peace 
is the forced absence of the Prince of Peace. Their treaties and 
organizations are doomed to failure since they have only man's 
way of keeping the peace. Man can keep the peace only through a 
show of force, which is the very opposite of peace. When many 
governments make it a crime to speak of or to worship Jesus 
Christ, it is sure their efforts at finding peace are doomed. 

The world is not a true friend of peace since the Prince of Peace 
is rejected in their seeking for peace. The Church is the only peace 
organization in the world which is assured of success. The peace it 
secures is peace with God, which will lead to peace among men. 
The world fails in its search for peace because there is no search 
for peace with God first. This peace comes only through His Son. 
Jesus was offered upon the cross as a peace offering for man 
toward God. God has in this way offered a peace treaty to man. In 
this case it is the stronger offering terms of peace to the weaker. 
He is not only offering this peace but is actively seeking those who 
will accept the offer. 

All accountable humans by their sins and short comings are at 
warfare with God until they accept His plan for peace. He has paid 
a high price so mankind can have the benefit of His peace. For man 
to secure this peace there must be a complete, unconditional sur- 
render to the will of God. This is a peace that is beyond the 
understanding of this world. The world can only understand a 
peace maintained by superior force. This peace is available by 
man's free choice - if he will surrender. This peace works in the 
hearts of men impelling them to do good to others and to carry out 
the commands of God. 

The Church is a peace organization because of the doctrine of 
non-resistance which governs her members' activities with man- 
kind. She is a peace organization because she is God's instrument 
to extend peace to those who are still alienated from God. She is a 
peace organization since she is composed of those who have 
made their peace with God. 

But is peace present in the Church as would be expected? Often 
those who differ "paper over" their differences for the sake of 
"peace" but the old animosity and distrust still reign in their hearts. 
This lack of repentance and reconcilation should not be in God's 
peace organization. It is a hinderance to the work of the Church. 
How can nonresistance be proclaimed when the members are 
"resisting" one another although they outwardly are at peace? 
How can peace grow when the seed is not present? 

God has offered a peace treaty to each human. If entered into in 
good conscience and with a desire to do God's Will, it will yield a 
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wonderful peace within the heart and in the Church as well. Have 
you accepted the terms of God's peace treaty? Are you living up to 
the duties given you by that treaty? Are you enjoying that peace? 



IT'S WHAT YOU GET THAT COUNTS 

It's not what you pay for something that's so important; it's what 
you get that counts.

THE QUICKENING SPIRIT 

A Sermon by Elder Melvin Roesch 

Epheslans 2 

The giving of this quickening Spirit is something that man 
cannot do. Man can baptize but the Lord has to give the New Life. 

We are small and helpless creatures just as the children of Israel 
who spied on Canaan. They said, "We are as grasshoppers, there 
are giants in the land." It would be wonderful if we could be 
humble and contrite and consider ourselves small as grasshoppers 
in the sight of God. Man can not put a grain of wheat in the ground 
and make it grow. Only God gives the increase. But we must do the 
part we can and let God give the life. 

Matt. 8:2, a leper came saying, "Lord, if thou wilt, thou canst 
make me clean." Jesus said, "I will; be thou clean." And immediate- 
ly he was clean. It takes the power of God to make us clean. Being 
born again gives us opportunity to sit in the high places with Jesus. 
We believe there is eternal life beyond this life. Our natural life is 
our school ground to prepare us for Heaven. A child of God is 
cleansed within and without - to be a new creature. Remember 
that. 

No man could tame the man possessed with devils, who was 
"exceeding fierce, so that no man might pass that way." With the 
word of Jesus, a change was made. When the love of Jesus got into 
that man's heart, he was a changed man. But the people did not 
want Jesus in their country and asked Him to leave. They thought 
more of their swine than that poor man in chains. 

Acts 16. A damsel possessed with a spirit of divination brought 
her masters much gain by soothsaying. She followed Paul and 
Silas many days until it grieved Paul and he commanded the spirit, 
"in the name of Jesus Christ to come out of her." Paul changed the 
woman through Christ. Those who used the damsel's spirit saw the 
hope of their gains gone. They caught Paul and Silas and took 
them before the rulers saying, "These men ... trouble our city." 
They would not receive Paul's teachings of Christ. 

So many people today rebel against the Spirit, just as the 
sorcerers did. They won't accept Christ. 

Paul and Silas were beaten with many stripes, put into jail with 
their feet fast in stocks. At midnight they sang and prayed. A great 
earthquake suddenly shook the foundations of that prison and all 
the prisoners were loosed. The keeper of the prison was about to 
kill himself when he saw what had happened. But Paul told him, 
"Do thyself no harm: for we are all here." 
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My Bible tells me the jailer, "called for a light, and sprang in, and 
came trembling, and fell down before Paul and Silas." This is very 
impressive to me. If the jailer couldn't see and called for a light, 
how could Paul see and know that all were there? Paul couldn't 
see, but the Spirit told him what to say. 

The jailer asked, "Sirs, what must I do to be saved?" "Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved, and thy house." 
God made a change. I believe that jailer cared and loved as he 
washed those stripes that had been inflicted in anger and brutality. 
He had the balm of Gilead - mercy for Paul and Silas. What a 
wonderful change. 

What was the cause of this change? The glorious power of God. 
Have you studied what you would answer to any man who asks the 
reason of your life? I Peter 3:15 tells us to "... be ready always to 
give an answer to every man that asketh you a reason of the hope 
that is in you with meekness and fear." 

We can sanctify Christ in our heart. To sanctify is to set apart as 
holy - to consecrate as sacred and holy obedience. When the 
children of Israel were coming through the desert, Moses was told 
to speak to the rock to bring water. Instead he struck it twice with 
his rod. God told him, "Because ye believed in me not, to sanctify 
me ... ye shall not bring this congregation into the land which I 
have given them." 

When we believe Him in the heaviness of temptation, our soul is 
tried in fire, I believe God chastens every child He receives. It is up 
to us to receive that chastening and endure trials. God will help us 
to be comformable to His Will. We are of His workmanship. 

Grace is a gift. 

Faith needs works. "Faith without works is dead." James 2:20. 
Even the devils believe and tremble. Can you believe that? Why 
don't the devils do anything about their spiritual life? They know 
who Christ is. 

We are rewarded according to our work. Rev. 14:13, "And I heard 
a voice from heaven saying unto me. Write, Blessed are the dead 
which die in the Lord from henceforth. Yea, saith the Spirit, that 
they may rest from their labours; and their works do follow them." 
John heard it. 

Even though we have manifold temptations "the trial of your 
faith is much more precious than of gold that perisheth, yet be- 
lieving ye rejoice with joy unspeakable and full of glory." 

I have heard people say, "I want to shake hands with my Saviour 
when I reach Heaven." I have a different feeling. John had been 
with Christ, spoke with Him and bare record. Rev. 1:2. John saw a 
Glorified Being much different than the face of his Saviour when 
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He walked on earth with John and His other disciples. In verse 17 
John says, "When I saw him I fell at His feet as dead." That is how I 
feel I will be if I am fortunate enough to reach Heaven to see our 
Great Redeemer. 

We are not the light - only reflectors of that light. May we be 
strong enough to reflect the reality of the Gospel. I hope our 
attitude is to trust God - and to trust our tomorrow to Him. 

I know it is hard - some trials are not easy, especially in the 
Church. It is sad we lose our tongue. I hope God will forgive us. 
The Bible tells us He will forgive if we ask. 

The Lord tells us to render to Caesar the things which be 
Caesar's and the things to God which are God's. Matt. 7:15, "Be- 
ware of false prophets, which come to you in sheeps clothing, but 
inwardly they are ravening wolves." The outside that can be seen 
must be honorable; it also holds for the inside. We see a wolf in 
sheep's clothing, but you don't see a sheep (Christian) in wolves' 
clothing. 

May the Lord add His blessing.

How sublime the act of those parents who thus pray for 
the blessing of God upon their household! How lovely the scene of 
a pious mother gathering her little ones at the bedside, and 
teaching them the privilege of prayer! And what a safeguard is this 
devotion, against all the machinations of Satan! 

It is this which makes home a type of Heaven, the dwelling-place 
of God. The family altar is Heaven's threshold. And happy are 
those children who, at the altar, have been consecrated by a 
father's blessing, baptized by a mother's tears, and borne up to 
Heaven upon their joint petitions, as a voluntary thank-offering to 
God. The home that has honored God with an altar of devotion 
may well be called blessed. The influence of family worship is 
great, silent, irrestible and permanent. It affords home security and 
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happiness, removes family friction, and causes all the complicated 
wheels of the home machinery to move on noiselessly and 
smoothly. It promotes union and harmony, expunges all selfish- 
ness, allays petulant feelings and turbulant passions, destroys 
peevishness of temper, and makes home intercourse holy and 
delightful. It causes the members to reciprocate each other's af- 
fections, hushes the voice of recrimination, and exerts softening 
and harmonizing influence over each heart. The dew of Hermon 
falls upon the home where prayer is wont to be made. Its members 
enjoy the pleasantness of dwelling together in unity. It gives tone 
and intensity to their affections and sympathies; it throws a 
sunshine on their hopes and interests; it increases their hap- 
piness, and takes away their grief and sorrow. Its voice has sent 
many a poor prodigal home to his father's house. Its answer has 
often been, "This man was born there!" The child, kneeling beside 
the pious mother, and pouring forth its Infant prayer to God, must 
attract the notice of the heavenly host, and receive into its soul the 
power of a new life. 

But in order to do this, the worship must be regular and devout, 
and the whole family engage in it. Some families are not careful to 
have their children present when they worship. This is very wrong. 
The children, above all others are benefited, and should always be 
present. Some do not teach the children to kneel during prayer, 
and hence, they awkwardly sit in their seats, while their parents 
kneel. This is a sad mistake. If they do not kneel, they naturally 
suppose they have no part or lot in the devotions, and soon feel it is 
wrong for them to bow before the Lord. We have seen many cases 
where grownup sons and daughters have never bent the knee 
before the Lord, and thought it wrong to kneel till they were 
Christians. In this way they were made more shy and stubborn, 
and felt that there was an Impassable barrier between them and 
Christ. This feeling is wrong, and unnecessary. If family worship 
had been rightly observed, they would have felt that they were very 
near the Saviour, and would easily be inclined to give their hearts 
to Him. Indeed, children thus trained seldom grow to maturity 
without becoming practical Christians. Indeed, in itself, it 
embodies a hallowing influence that pleads for its observance. 

It must needs be that trials will enter a household. The conflict of 
wishes, the clashing of views, and a thousand other causes, will 
ruffle the temper, and produce jar and friction in the machinery of 
the family. There is needed there,some daily agency that shall 
softly enfold the homestead with its hallowed and soothing power, 
and restore the fine, harmonious play of its various parts. The 
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father needs that which gently lifts away from his thoughts the 
disquieting burden of his daily business; the mother that which 
shall smooth down the fretting irritation of her unceasing toil and 
trial; and the child and domestic that which shall neutralize the 
countless agencies of evil that beset them. And what so well 
adapted to do this, as for all together, when the day is done, 
around the holy page, and pour a united supplication and 
acknowledgment to that sleepless Power, whose protection and 
security are ever around their path, and who will bring all things at 
last into judgement? And when dark and sadder days begin to 
shadow the home, what can cheer and brighten the sinking heart 
so finely as this standing resort to that fatherly One who can make 
the tears of the loneliest sorrow to be the seed pearls of the 
brightest crown? See what becomes with religion as its life and 
rule. 

Human nature is there checked and moulded by the amiable 
spirit and lovely character of Jesus. Compare an irreligious home 
with this, and see the vast importance of family worship. It is a 
moral waste; its members move in the putrid atmosphere of vitiated 
feeling and misdirected power. Brutal passions become dominant; 
we hear the stern voice of parental despotism; we behold a scene 
of filian strife and insubordination; there is throughout a heart 
blank. Domestic life becomes clouded by a thousand crosses and 
disappointments. The solemn realities of the eternal world are cast 
into the shade; the home-conscience and feeling becomes 
stultified; the sense of moral duty distorted, and all the true 
interests of the home appear in a haze. 

It is included in the necessities of our children, and in the 
covenant promises of God. The penalties of its neglect, and the 
rewards of our faithfulness to it, should prompt us to its establish- 
ment in our homes. Its absence is a curse; its presence a blessing. 
It is a foretaste of Heaven. Like manna, it will feed our soul, quench 
our thirst, sweeten the cup of life, and shed a halo of glory and of 
gladness around our firesides. Let yours, therefore, be a religious 
home; and then be sure that God will delight to dwell therein, and 
His blessing will descend, like the dews of heaven, upon it. 

Your children shall "not be found begging bread," but shall be 
like olive "plants around your table," - "the heritage of the Lord." 
Yours will be the home of love and harmony; it shall have the 
charter of family rights and privileges, the ward of family interests, 
the security of family hopes and happiness. Your household piety 
will be the crowning attributes of your peaceful home, the crown of 
living stars that shall adorn the night of its tribulation, and the pillar 
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of cloud and of fire in its pilgrimage to "a better country." It shall 
strew the family threshold with flowers of promise, and enshrine 
the memory of loved ones gone before in all the fragrance of that 
"blessed hope" of reunion in Heaven which looms up from a dying 
hour. It shall give the infant soul its "perfect flowering," and 
expand it in all the fullness of a generous love and conscious 
blessedness, making it "lustrous in the divine knowledge." And 
then in the dark hour of home separation and bereavement, when 
the question is put to you mourning parents, "is it well with the 
child? is it well with thee?" you can answer with joy "It is Well!"

"GIDEON WANTED TO BE SURE" 

Judges 6:36-40 

God told Gideon that he would smite the Midianites and save 
Israel. It was something that would have been impossible without 
God's help. Gideon could hardly believe that God had chosen him 
to be the "mighty man of valor" that would save Israel. And Gideon 
said unto God, "If you will save Israel by my hand as you have said, 
behold, I will put a fleece of wool in the floor; and if the dew be on 
the fleece only, and it be dry upon all the earth beside, then shall I 
know that you will save Israel by my hand." (Gideon was talking 
about the threshing floor which was a hard-packed piece of 
ground where the bundles of grain were placed to be tramped on 
by oxen. This would separate the wheat from the straw.) When 
Gideon got up early the next morning it didn't look like there had 
been any dew at all - everything was dry - but when he squeezed 
the fleece of wool together, he wrung out a bowl-full of water. 

Gideon still couldn't be sure that God wanted him to overcome 
the Midianites. Gideon said unto God, "Let not thine anger be hot 
against me, and I will speak but this once: let me prove, I pray thee, 
but this once with the fleece; let it now be dry only upon the fleece, 
and upon all the ground let there be dew." 

God did so that night. The next morning the ground was wet with 
dew but the fleece of wool was dry. Gideon was now ready for God 
to use him. He knew beyond a doubt that God was going to make 
him a leader of Israel to destroy the Midianites. 

In the New Testament we read about another man who wanted 
to be sure. His name was Thomas. The other Apostles had seen 
Jesus after His resurrection and they told Thomas they had seen 
the Lord. Thomas said, "Except I shall see in his hands the print of 
the nails, and put my finger into the print of the nails, and thrust my 
hand into his side, I will not believe." The next time Jesus ap- 
peared to them, Thomas was there too and Jesus gave Thomas the 
opportunity to do just what he asked. Thomas said, "My Lord and 
my God." Jesus said, "Thomas, because thou hast seen me, thou 
hast believed: blessed are they that have not seen, and yet have 
believed."

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HE WASHED HIS HANDS 

In Matthew 27, we find the sad story of Pilate's surrender to self- 
interest and self-preservation. After examining Jesus both publicly 
and privately, he could find no fault in Him. Although he tried to 
persuade the Jewish leaders, he finally gave-in to their cries, 
"Crucify Him, Crucify Him." It was a political decision. He desired 
the friendship of Caesar more than righteousness. He wanted to 
hold on to his position as governor and to look forward to an even 
greater position rather than stand for what was right. He gave in. 
Then we see the rather pathetic picture of him calling for a basin of 
water in which to wash his hands. He wanted to wash his hands of 
Jesus and this whole unfortunate mess he had gotten into. 

Pilate thought the basin of water would purify him^nd absolve 
him of any blame in this matter. But would this basin of water 
suffice for him on the judgment day? Would it wash away his part 
in the condemnation of an innocent man? 

From this incident the English language has developed an 
expression - washing one's hands of someone or something - 
which means we will have no more to do with them or it. Often 
frustration causes us to give up in dispairorto lose interest in-the 
troublesome thing. Pilate was frustrated with his problem con- 
cerning Jesus and His accusers. He wanted to be rid of the whole 
mess. He thought he could wash his hands of Jesus. 

Through the centuries he has not been the only one who wanted 
to wash his hands of Jesus. There have been many who wanted 
nothing to do with Jesus, the Bible or the Church. Many have 
wanted to wash their hands of these things. Whether through in- 
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difference, outright opposition or cowardly compromise, they have 
followed Pilate's ungodly example. It has not only been govern- 
ment officials who have tried to ban Christianity but individuals 
who have lived their lives In complete opposition to Christ and the 
way of righteousness. They have washed their hands of Him and 
their basin of figurative water will do them no more good than 
Pilate's literal basin. 

While it would be expected that the world would want nothing to 
do with Jesus, it is sad that even in many churches there is a 
tendency to follow Pilate's example. Christendom today would like 
to wash its hands of Jesus, the Bible and the Church. It is the claim 
of today that Jesus might be the Son of God but His commands 
were only for a long-ago forgotten age. For them the Bible may be 
the Word of God, but only in theological theory not in the ordering 
of their daily lives. The Church is viewed as an outdated institution 
not as the Bride of Christ preparing herself for Her soon-coming 
Bridegroom. The Church is to them the Body of Christ only for 
social and educational reasons. For them it is a dead and 
powerless body because they have no desire to give up their 
personnal desires in answer to her pleas. They have robbed her of 
her power to discipline and to purify, preparatory to Christ's 
return. They have washed their hands of Jesus and all that He has 
given for their hearts' true benefit. They have compromised, like 
Pilate, for present enjoyment and position, forgetting the future, 
they should be getting ready for. Through the lack of standards of 
dress, personal morality and Christian conduct and through 
running with the world for fun and sport, professing Christendom 
has pretty well washed its hands of Jesus. 

But will they escape God's judgment any more than Pontius 
Pilate? Even their theological theories like eternal security will 
prove to be a weight holding them back in the Spiritual race of life. 

But, Dear Reader, how about you and me? Have we ever been 
guilty of washing our hands of Jesus? Have we ever wished we 
might not be known as a follower of Jesus? Have we ever been a 
"Peter" denying either by word or by deed that we are one of His? 
Have there been times when we wished we were not His, so we 
could enjoy the carnal pleasures so appealingly set before us? 
Have there been occasions when we wished we were not so 
"peculiar" in dress or conduct? Perhaps we too have been guilty of 
trying to wash our hands dt^esus. Perhaps we have been too 
much like Pilate, whom we condemn so readily. 

Pilate's basin of water did no wash away his sin. Our figurative 
basin of water will not suffice for us either. A whole bucket of water 
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would not be enough to cleanse us of our sin. Only the blood of the 
oft-despised Jesus will serve to cleanse us. Have you been washed 
in His blood or are you still trying to wash your hands of Jesus, like 
Pilate?

GIDEON'S ARMY 

JUDGES 7:1-8 

Gideon was ready to lead Israel against the Midianites. The 
Midianites were camped in a valley close by. There were 
thousands of them and they were equipped to fight to destroy 
Israel. The Bible says that they lay along in the valley like grass 
hoppers for multitude; and their camels were without number, as 
the sand by the sea side for multitude. How could Israel hope to 
fight so great an army? 

Gideon had sent messengers to the tribes of Manasseh, Asher, 
Zebulon and Naphtali. There were thirty-two thousand men of 
Israel who came to Gideon to fight the Midianites. But do you 
know what God said? God said, "There are too many and if I give 
the Midianites into their hands they will think they did it by their 
own hand." God told Gideon to tell the people, "Whoever is fearful 
and afraid, let him return and depart from Mt. Gilead." And there 
returned of the people twenty-two thousand and there remained 
ten thousand. 

And God said to Gideon, "The people are yet too many; bring 
them down to the water and I will test them there. Everyone that 
lappeth of the water with his tongue as a dog, him shall you set by 
himself; likewise everyone that boweth down upon his knees to 
drink." The number of them that lapped putting their hand to their 
mouth, were only three hundred men; all the rest bowed down 
upon their knees to drink. And God said, "By the three hundred 
men that lapped I will save you and deliver the Midianites into your 
hand." 

So Gideon and his three hundred men were chosen to defeat an 
enormous army of Midianites. In our next Bible story we will see 
just how it was done. 

God does not need the strength of man to carry out His purpose. 
He only wants us to trust Him completely. "If God be for us, who 
can be against us?" Rom. 8:31b. Sometimes it looks like we are 
overwhelmed with trials and there is no way out; "...but God is 
faithful, who will not suffer you to be tempted above that ye are 
able; but will with the temptation also make a way to escape, that 
ye may be able to bear it." I Cor. 10:13.

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MADE SONS 

According to I Cor. 15:22, "For as in Adam all die, even so in 
Christ shall all be made alive." 

But when the fullness of the time was come, God sent forth his 
Son, made of a woman, made under the law, to redeem them that 
were under the law, that we might receive the adoption of sons." 
Gal. 4:4-5. God's Word teaches clearly that when one is redeemed, 
he is no longer under the Law. "Wherefore the law was our school- 
master to bring us unto Christ, that we might be justified by faith." 
"For ye are all children (sons) of God by faith in Christ Jesus." 

"Christ hath redeemed us from the curse of the Law, being made 
a curse for us.". Gal. 3:13 and "...gave himself for us, that he might 
redeem us from all iniquity, and purify unto himself a peculiar 
people, zealous of good works." Titus 2:14. Of such John says, 
"...as many as received him, to them gave he power to become the 
sons of God, even to them that believe on his name."

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PILGRIMS AND STRANGERS 

"And Jacob dwelt in the land wherein his father was a stranger, 
in the land of Canaan." Genesis 37:1. This verse speaks of Jacob 
dwelling in Canaan. He was not just passing through; he was not 
just living there for a short time before moving on to another land. 
He was established there. He had acquired great flocks and herds. 
He had enough to keep his sons busy watching his flocks. He was 
perhaps one of the substantial citizens of the land, looked-up-to by 
his neighbors. He had gained this prosperity and position in the 
land where his father Isaac had been a stranger. 

That all was not well with Jacob and his family is evident from 
the hatreds and envyings that sprang up amongst his twelve sons. 
The older sons were quite a rough lot, even willing to murder 
Joseph although they eventually settled on selling him into 
slavery. Although about as bloodthirsty and full of hatred as the 
other brethren, Judah did prove to be a help for Joseph. Perhaps 
from this glimmer of love, we can faintly see the Descendant of 
Judah who would show the greatest love mankind would ever 
know. Even the pride and self-interest of Joseph shows that Jacob 
had not been able to train up his children in the way that they 
should have gone. The partiality shown in Jacob's treatment of 
Joseph, while it may be understandable, shows a lack of parental 
influence and example. 

The problems that befell Jacob and his family, after they settled 
in Canaan permanently, flash as a warning beacon to the Church 
today. The Church today may be dwelling in a land where prior 
generations were strangers. Today the Church is often materially 
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prosperous and even looked-up-to by the world around but Spirit- 
ually weak. The Church fails today as Jacob did in caring for those 
who are put under her care. Where Jacob's sons were willing to go 
to great and immoral lengths to be rid of Joseph, today many of the 
members of the Church are willing to live contrary to God's 
revealed Will. Many are occupying Spiritual ground that would 
have counted their parents or grandparents as strangers. So many 
things are accepted and followed today that even a few decades 
ago were considered to be world's domain. 

Isaac had been a stranger in this very land where Jacob was so 
well established. In the chapter of the Heroes of Faith (Hebrews 
11) Paul speaks of them as being strangers and pilgrims, not sure 
of their final destination but knowing their present home was not 
permanent. They were looking "...for a city which hath 
foundations, whose builder and maker is God." Knowing they were 
not "at home" yet, they were but pilgrims - travelers going on to 
that better land. The present land was not the land they wanted, so 
they settled only for a little while then moved on again. They might 
be considered vagabonds or aliens by those around them, but the 
world's disapproval did not move them from their course. 

Even today there are many in our own nation who are not 
citizens. There are various regulations which apply to them 
including the necessity of registering with the government each 
year. Aliens have few privileges but many responsibilities 
including that of paying taxes. Most of these aliens look forward to 
the day when they can become citizens. 

The members of the Church are to be "strangers and pilgrims" 
as they pass through this world on the way to a Better Land. But 
too many have forgotten they are aliens and have made themselves 
"at home". They have grown prosperous and have gained position 
in the world just as Jacob did. The activities, programs and 
methods of the world have become the ways used by the Church to 
promote her interests. "For our conversation (citizenship) is in 
heaven," Phil. 3:20a. A person who is a citizen of one country has 
no rights of citizenship in another country. As citizens of Heaven 
we should pattern our conduct accordingly. Since we can not be 
citizens of two lands we must choose which will be our home and 
live accordingly. If we choose to live up to our heavenly citizen- 
ship we cannot live as if we are permanent settlers in this world, we 
are passing through. If we make ourselves too much at home here 
our families - flesh and blood as well as the Church family - will 
turn out like Jacob's family - proud, envious, hateful and merciless. 
Is that what we want? 
Are you too comfortable In this world? Are you dwelling securely 
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where your ancestors were strangers? Are you sure you can live 
this way and fare any better than Jacob? "...Choose you this day 
whom ye will serve..." 



DOES THE LORD KNOW YOU? 

People say, "Oh, yes, I know the Lord; I've been saved." They are 
confident that if they know the Lord, the matter is settled and 
there's nothing more to it. But is that all there is to our relationship 
with Jesus? He said that not all who addressed Him as Lord would 
have a place in the kingdom of Heaven, but there would be some to 
whom He would say, "I never knew you: depart from me, ye that 
work Iniquity." (Matt. 7:21-23). If they really knew Jesus, why didn't 
He know them? 

What does it mean to know someone? Is it merely recognizing 
someone you see, knowing his or her name, and so on? No; it 
means you must spend time with that person, learning his likes and 
dislikes, his goals and purposes. As you become better 
acquainted, a closer friendship developes, especially when two 
people have alot in common. Knowing someone is more than just 
knowing who he is; it is knowing what he is! 

What does this have to do with Jesus knowing you? If He knows 
you, you can truly say you know Him. It can't be a one-sided, 
casual relationship, but it must be a special, life-giving one. Jesus 
said, "I am the good shepherd, and KNOW my sheep, and am 
KNOWN of mine." John 10:14. Sheep are dependent on their 
shepherd and they must know him well enough to follow where he 
leads, for their safety's sake. We likewise must know Jesus well 
enough to follow where He leads, for our soul's sake. 

Jesus said of the Father, "But I know him, and keep his saying." 
John 8:55b. Jesus knew what pleased His Father, and He acted 
accordingly. When we say we know Jesus, He expects us to act 
like it. "He that saith, I KNOW him, and keepeth not his command- 
ments, is a liar, and the truth is not in him." I John 2:4. "They 
profess that they KNOW God; but in works they deny him." Titus 
1:16a. In Revelation 2 and 3, Jesus said several times, "I KNOW thy 
works." You can't hide what you do behind something good that 
you say. Just saying you know the Lord will not save you. 

"To him the porter openeth; and the sheep hear his voice: and he 
calleth his own sheep by name, and leadeth them out. And when 
he putteth forth his own sheep, he goeth before them, and the i 
sheep follow him: for they KNOW his voice." John 10:3-4. Christ 
already knows us if we are His, but we must also know some things 
about Him. We need to know who Is speaking to us, so we know 
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when to move in faith and when to stay where we are. Sheep won't 
follow just anybody and we need to be careful to follow only Jesus. 

"And to KNOW the love of Christ, which passeth knowledge, that 
ye might be filled with all the fullness of God." Eph. 3:19. We need 
to know Christ's love so we can have a full and complete life. Love 
increases our capacity so we have room to receive all the good 
things of God. "Now we have received, not the spirit of the world, 
but the spirit which is of God; that we might KNOW the things that 
are freely given to us of God." I Cor. 2:12. We need to know what is 
available to us from God, so the Spirit increases our knowledge of 
God and His will for us. 

"By this shall all men know that ye are my disciples, if ye have 
love one to another." John 13:35. We know Jesus loves us and we 
know whether or not we love Him, if we are honest with ourselves. 
But the way others know we belong to Christ is when we love one 
another. This is a testimony that they can see. If we have anything 
less than love for each other, it is evident in our actions. There is no 
use claiming to know the Lord, if we can't meet the basic 
requirement to love our neighbors as ourselves. 

In Acts 26:27b, Paul said to Agrippa, "I know that thou believest." 
He also knew Agrippa wasn't yielding. When a Christian can 
perceive that someone believes, yet is not yielding, don't you think 
God knows? There is no use trying to get by on good deeds. The 
first step in yielding is to recognize that you are a sinner and you 
need the Saviour. The next step is acting on that knowledge and 
yielding yourself to Christ. When Jesus said, "I never knew you," 
He apparently was speaking to people who thought their good 
deeds were enough to save them. They hadn't yielded to Christ. 
Outside of Him, there is no salvation, no matter how good your 
conduct is. 

"But now, after that ye have known God, or rather are known of 
God, how turn ye again to the weak and beggarly elements, 
whereunto ye desire again to be in bondage?" Gal. 4:9. When you 
and God truly know each other, you will know you have been set 
free from sin. It would be utter foolishness to want to be bound 
again. Sin is a trap and it brings death; Jesus brings us life. "And 
this is life eternal, that they might KNOW thee the only true God, 
and Jesus Christ, whom thou hast sent." John 17:3. 

"For I KNOW whom I have believed, and am persuaded that he is 
able to keep that which I have committed unto him against that 
day." II Tim. 1:12b. We do need to know the Lord and to know that 
He knows us and will keep us from sin. Do you KNOW Jesus? Can 
you truly say that Jesus KNOWS you?

CROWNS FOR CHRISTIANS 

The Word of God points us to the following crowns for 
Christians: Incorruptible, I Cor. 9:25; Of Rejoicing, I Thess. 2:19; Of 
Righteousness, II Tim. 4:18; Of Glory, I Pet. 5:4 and Of Life, James 
1:12. 

Might we meditate on the last, James 1:12, "Blessed is the man 
that endureth temptation: for when he is tried, he shall receive the 
crown of life, which the Lord hath promised to them that love Him." 
Reference to this crown is also found when the Lord comforts the 
Church in Smyrna, Rev. 2:10. In each of these two passages, we 
have suffering saints in view - children of God exposed to bitter 
trials. These trials or tribulations are a means of discipline, which 
result in lasting blessing "...unto them which are exercised 
thereby." Heb. 12:11. 

When afflicted with a thorn in the flesh which was a messenger 
of Satan to buffet him, Paul besought the Lord thrice that he might 
be delivered from the trial. He was not delivered from this 
tribulation. But the word came to him from the Lord, "...My grace is 
sufficient for thee..." II Cor. 12:9. He was but living-out what he 
elsewhere tells his fellow saints, when he says, "...we glory In tribu- 
lations also: knowing that tribulation worketh patience; and 
patience, experience; and experience, hope: And hope maketh not 
ashamed; because the love of God is shed abroad in our hearts by 
the Holy Ghost which is given unto us." Rom. 5:3-5. 

Our restless hearts would cause us to flee from the trial, but we 
are called upon to be strong in the grace of endurance - to suffer in 
the flesh, rather than to yield to sin. "Resist the devil, and he will 
flee from you." James 4:7b. 

It has been truly said, "No one can put this world beneath his feet 
until he has seen a better world above his head." Eternal life is the 
gift of God and is ours by faith, upon believing. The crown of life is 
the reward for faithfulness. The reward will be only for those who 
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"strive lawfully" and have observed the rules laid down in the Word 
of God. 

Much that is "highly esteemed among men" is an "abomination 
in the sight of God." Men may weary themselves to display a most 
commendable faithfulness to principles which they believe to be 
sound and right, only to find in "that Day" that that time and labor 
have gone for nought. Our THOUGHTS will not change God's 
Word. Let us seek to make every day count for the Lord, desiring, 
"The steps of a good man are ordered by the Lord: and he 
delighteth in his way." Psa. 37:23. 

Moses weighed what Egypt could offer over against what God, 
by His Word, had promised to His people. He chose, "...rather to 
suffer affliction with the people of God, than to enjoy the pleasures 
of sin for a season ... he had respect unto the recompense of the 
reward." Heb. 11:25-26. The busiest person can run the Christian 
race and thus win the incorruptible crown. What is needed is a 
heart for Christ. 

With these meditations, may we, "Look to yourselves, that we 
lose not those things which we have wrought, but that we receive a 
full reward." II John 8. "And if a man also strive for masteries, yet is 
he not crowned, except he strive lawfully." II Tim. 2:5. 

These thoughts may lead the Christian reader to the Lord's own 
solemn warning to the Philidelphian Church, "Behold, I come 
quickly: hold that fast which thou hast, that no man take thy 
crown." Rev. 3:11.

FACTS ABOUT THE BIBLE 

1. About forty men were engaged in the writing of the Bible, 
during a period of about 1500 years, that is, from 1500 B.C. to 
A.D. 100. 

2. These men wrote as they were moved by the Holy Spirit (II Pet. 
1:21). They wrote not in words of human wisdom, but in words 
divinely taught. (I Cor. 2:13). 

3. The Bible contains 3,566,480 letters, 773,747 words, 31,102 
verses, 1,189 chapters, and 66 books. The Old Testament con- 
tains 39 books; the New Testament, 27 books. In point of 
length, the average word of the Bible contains fewer than five 
letters. What a lesson for the fellow who has a mania for big 
words. 

4. The word "Jehovah" occurs 6,855 times. 

5. The word "Lord" occurs 1,833 times. 

6. The word "and" occurs 46,277 times, and the word "reverend" 
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but once. (Psa. 111:9). 

7. The Book of Esther contains ten chapters, but neither the 
word "Lord" nor "God" is to be found in it. 

8. The middle chapter and the shortest is Psalms 1 17. It contains 
only two verses. 

9. The middle verse in the Bible is Psalms 118:8. 

10. The middle book of the Old Testament is Proverbs. 

11. The middle chapter of the Old Testament is Job 29. 

12. The middle verse of the Old Testament is II Chronicles 20:13. 

13. The middle book of the New Testament is II Thessalonians. 

14. The shortest verse in the Old Testament is I Chronicles 1:25; 
the longest, Esther 8:9. 

15. The middle chapter In the New Testament is between Romans 
13 and 14. 

16. The middle verse in the New Testament is Acts 17:17. 

17. The shortest verse in the New Testament in English is John 
11:35, in Greek, I Thessalonians 5:16. 

18. The longest verse in the Bible is Esther 8:9; it contains ninety 
words. 

19. The longest word in the Bible is found in Isaiah 8:1. 

20. All the letters of the alphabet except "j", are in Ezra 7:21. 

21. The 19th chapter of II Kings and the 37th chapter of Isaiah are 
nearly identical. 

22. The Old Testament was translated into Greek in Alexandria, 
Egypt about 270 B.C. 

23. The Bible holds the distinction of being the first printed book; 
it was first printed in 1450.

JUDGES 7:9-25 

The army of MIdian was gathered in a large valley ready to fight 
Israel. There were thousands of men. They were like grasshoppers 
for multitude and their camels were without number. Here was an 
army that had the best equipment of that time. They were trained 
to fight. The Midianites had even persuaded others to help them. 
The Amalekites and all the children of the east were there to help 
drive the Israelites out of the land. God chose Gideon and three 
hundred brave men to go against this mighty army and save Israel. 
How could they do it? - only three hundred men against so many! 

The Midianites were superstitious people. God caused one of 
the men to have a dream. Gideon and his servant went down to the 
Midian army to look for a sign from God. As they drew near the 
camp, the man who had the dream said to another soldier, "I 
dreamed a dream and lo, a cake of barley bread tumbled into the 
host of Midian, and came into the tent and smote it and it fell, and 
overturned it." And his companion said, "This is nothing else save 
the sword of Gideon, a man of Israel: for into his hand has God 
delivered Midian and all his army." 

When Gideon heard the dream, he was convinced that Israel 
would win the battle. A rumor had started in the Midian camp. As 
the dream was retold to others, God used it to put fear in the hearts 
of the Midian soldiers. An army that is afraid of the enemy, is a 
poor army. 

So what did Gideon do? He divided his three hundred men into 
three companies. He gave each man a trumpet and a pitcher with a 
lamp in the pitcher. It was dark and in the middle of the night. 
Gideon and his men came close to the outside of the camp. When 
they had surrounded it from every direction, Gideon blew his 
trumpet and his three hundred men did the same. Then they broke 
their pitchers so the lamps inside could shine. They cried out, 'The 
sword of the Lord and of Gideon!" 

The Midianites were completely taken by surprise. The sound of 
trumpets - the lights shining from every direction - the yelling, 
seemed to them like a great army was attacking. Most of them had 
been asleep and woke up in a turmoil of confusion. Thinking that 
the Israelites were among them, they fought against themselves - 
killing one another - striking every man they came to. The strategy 
of Gideon and the Lord in helping to confuse the enemy ended in a 
complete victory for Israel. Only three hundred men with God 
helping them, won the battle against thousands! 

God is able to help us even when it seems impossible. God's 
power is not limited. "He has done all things well." Mark 7:37.

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ASSEMBLING OF OURSELVES TOGETHER 

The world around us is an increasingly unchurched world. For 
many going to Church is an awful burden to be borne as least often 
as possible. Even for many who do attend services, it is but a 
formality to ease their consciences a little. Is attendance at Church 
a burden, a nuisance, an aggravation or a joy to you? 

There are many opportunities for not attending Church placed in 
each person's way. Many activities call for our attention and par- 
ticipation. Some of these activities are wrong, no matter what day 
of the week they are held, but many are harmless in themselves. 
These activities prove harmful when they draw us from our first 
duty and joy. 

The words of Christ, as revealed to John, to the Church at 
Ephesus are applicable to us. His rebuke was that they had left 
their first love. What is our first love - the scenery of the mountains, 
deserts and beaches, the comfort of the bed or sofa at home or the 
excitement of the ball park or the race track? What does come 
first? Certainly, if physically able, if Christ is our First Love, our All- 
in-AII, we should desire being where He wants us - in Church. 

Filling our place in Church is not merely a fulfillment of our duty 
toward Him, who loved us and gave Himself for us. It is a time of 
encouragement, when we are strengthened by being with and 
worshiping with those of like precious faith. When we are at our 
accustomed place at Church, whether lay members or officials, we 
are showing to our neighbors and to our fellow members that we 
place our Spiritual values above the temporary pleasures of this 
world. The Bible is the Word of God but because our earthly minds 
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are so limited, we can never know all that is within It's pages. When 
we attend Sunday services we have the opportunity to know more 
of its eternal truths. The discussion and proclaimation of the Word 
adds to our own understanding. If we then allow the Spirit to direct 
our living according to that which we know and learn on these 
occasions, we will grow in our Christian lives and stature. But it is 
not only us but our children who will be learning. Repetition is one 
of the greatest aids to learning. Although we may think of it as 
boring, it is by its oft repetition that we learn many things. Not the 
least of that learning is the Word of God and its stories and lessons 
for us. It is by repetition that memory verses are fixed in the mind 
along with songs and moral lessons that are repeated again and 
again. Church is for the children as well as adults, for it is as they 
often hear the old, old story that it becomes established in their 
young minds. It is amazing what babies, infants and small children 
can learn from being in the servives with their parents. Not only do 
they hear the Gospel repeated over and over but they learn, 
eventually, the discipline needed to listen and behave. 

Satan seems able to bring all sorts of circumstances to keep one 
away from Church. The Apostle Paul had many "circumstances" in 
his life that could have kept him from serving God. In the many 
disasters and persecutions that befell him, he could have found 
many reasons for not going on to serve God. Our "circumstances" 
can hardly be as severe as his, yet how often do they keep us home 
from Church or even lead us away from Church to other activities? 

In Hebrews 10:19-25, Paul lists for us several duties that are ours. 
First he has us understand that we have received through Christ a 
new and living way and that we have a high priest, not according to 
the old, dead law but according to God's living law. Therefore we 
are to appropriate the plan of salvation, through faith, repentance 
and baptism. We are to prove faithful in the Christian endeavor that 
we might live a pure, holy and true life. Ourendeavor as a Christian 
is not only for our own good and growth but also for others. So 
often our provoking in this life is to anger and hatred but as 
Christians our goal should be the very opposite. One part in these 
duties is that of assembling ourselves together, that earnest ex- 
hortation might be made to one another through the ministering of 
the Word and the ordinances of the House of God. We have 
precious promises given us through Christ but they can only be 
secured through living up to the duties matched with them. 

Where will next Sunday morning find you? Will you be provoking 
your Brethren to love and good works, learning more of the Word 
of God, teaching your children by the hearing of the Word and by 
seeing the lives of fellow members, setting a good example for 
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those who watch you and encouraging your fellow believers and 
the officials? Or will you be forsaking the assembling of ourselves 
together?

God has a time-table. "But of that day and that hour knoweth no 
man, no, not the angels which are in heaven, neither the Son, but 
the Father. Take ye heed, watch and pray: for ye know not when 
the time is." Mark 13:32-33. Verse 37, "And what I say unto you I 
say unto all. Watch!" 

In Eccl. 3, we are told by King Solomon, "To every thing there is 
a season, and a time to every purpose under the heaven." Read the 
whole chapter. In fact, God's time-clock was started when God 
said, "Let there be light: and there was light. And God saw the light, 
that it was good: and God divided the light from the darkness. And 
God called the light Day, and the darkness he called Night. And the 
evening and the morning were the first day." Gen. 1:3-5. 

Yes, it will keep perfect time, even to Rev. 10:5-6, which is yet to 
come. "And the angel which I saw stand upon the sea and upon the 
earth lifted up his hand to heaven, and sware by him that liveth for 
ever and ever, who created heaven, and the things that therein are, 
and the earth, and the things that therein are, and the sea, and the 
things which are therein, that there should be time no longer." 
Way back in time, God was grieved because of the wickedness of 
man. "And it repented the Lord that he had made man on the earth, 
and it grieved him at his heart. And the Lord said, I will destroy man 
whom I have created from the face of the earth; both man, and 
beast, and the creeping thing, and the fowls of the air; for it re- 
penteth me that I have made them." Gen. 6:6-7. Time could have 
stopped right there, but the Bible says, "Noah found grace in the 
eyes of the Lord." Verse 9b says, "Noah walked with God." God 
saved Noah and his family in the Ark from the great flood of waters. 
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Every living thing not in the Ark was destroyed. God promised 
Noah that never again would He destroy every living thing by 
flood. He put the rainbow in the sky as a sign of His promise. What 
a beautiful manifestation of His Promise that we can still see the 
rainbow. Read the story in Gen. 9. 

The Book of Daniel has much to say of the time of the end. Gal, 
4:4-5 tells us, "But when the fulness of the time was come, God 
sent forth his Son, made of a woman, made under the law,.... that 
we might receive the adoption of sons." Jesus' birth had been 
prophecied for hundreds of years. The Jews were looking for their 
Messiah, but until the fulness of time came, when God had it 
marked on His time-table, Jesus was not born. It was time for the 
fulfilling of the Law and the adoption of the Gentiles. It was the 
beginning of the time of Grace. When Jesus prayed to His Father in 
John 17:1b, He said, "the hour is come; glorify thy Son, that thy 
Son also may glorify thee." Jesus came as a Bethlehem Baby at the 
time appointed by God. He lived His thirty-three years doing His 
Father's will, even to the appointed hour of His death. All on time. 
Then at the appointed time, three days later, He arose. He lives! 
Praise God! He lives! 

I have heard people say, "I wish I could have lived in Jesus' time 
or I wish I could have been born in a different age." Wishful 
thinking! We were born in the time God planned for us. The 
condition our world is in makes us think oif the scripture, Matt. 
24:37-39, "But as the days of Noe were, so shall also the coming of 
the Son of man be. For as in the days that were before the flood 
they were eating and drinking, marrying and giving in marriage, 
until the day that Noe entered into the ark. And knew not until the 
flood came, and took them all away; so shall also the coming of the 
Son of man be." Verse 44, "Therefore be ye also ready: for in such 
an hour as ye think not the Son of man cometh." We cannot hasten 
or delay His coming, but our time is now. Whether Jesus comes in 
our lifetime or not, when we die our time to live and do for the Lord 
is past. 

I remember attending the funeral of an old man many years ago. 
At the close of the service the Minister quoted a poem.

WHEN GOD TAKES EVERYTHING AWAY 

"When God takes everything away, it is so He can give you 
sonnething better." Have you ever had everything taken away from 
you, especially what you consider important? Job did. When God 
removed the hedge from about Job, Satan thought sure he could 
destroy Job's soul by taking his possessions, his children and 
finally, his health. Job's grief was very great, as everything was 
wiped out in a very short time. He apparently expected to go to his 
grave as empty as when he was born (see Job 1:21), but this was 
not God's plan for him. 

With everything gone and his misery so great that he wished he 
had died when he was born. Job couldn't see how anything could 
be better than what he'd had before. He longed to be blessed as 
before (see Job 29:2) and after his suffering was over, God did 
bless him in a special way. Job 42:10 says, "And the Lord turned 
the captivity of Job, when he prayed for his friends: also the Lord 
gave Job twice as much as he had before." He was given a family 
again, too, but even more important, God said, "for him will I 
accept." Job was free and could serve God again, but now it would 
be different for he really understood God. (Job 42:5). 

What Job had before his suffering was good, but there was 
something better available which God wanted him to have. Before 
he could have it, he had to lose what he had and that meant much 
suffering. In addition to the loss of family, health and finances, Job 
suffered because it seemed that God wasn't hearing his requests. 
He felt forsaken. Satan expected Job to turn away from God, but 
Job chose to remain faithful. He knew it would be the best in the 
end. "But he knoweth the way that I take: when he hath tried me, I 
shall come forth as gold." Job 23:10. Job's bit of hope brought him 
a wonderful blessing. 

Abraham left his homeland at God's bidding, leaving everything 
behind. He suffered in his dealings with Lot, who selfishly took the 
best pasture, and so forth, and caused him other trouble as well. 
Sarah and Hagar caused more trouble. Many times a Christian 
suffers because of the sins of others, but when we choose to follow 
the Lord, He will bless and care for us. He will give us something 
better in due time if we will wait on Him. 

When God empties you of yourself and asks you to leave every- 
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thing behind, He gives you something else instead. He doesn't 
leave anyone empty and forsaken. God gave Abraham a new 
dwelling place. He kept His promise concerning Isaac, even 
though He severly tested Abraham when He told him to offer Isaac 
for a burnt offering. Don't you think Abraham's heart was breaking 
as he made preparation to slay Isaac? Abraham went all the way 
with God, even though it meant suffering and he was richly 
blessed. 

"But the God of all grace, who hath called us unto his eternal 
glory by Christ Jesus, after that ye have suffered a while, make you 
perfect, stablish, strengthen, settle you." I Pet. 5:10. This suffering 
is not permanent; it is only for a limited time. It helps to make you 
perfect to strengthen you spiritually and it does make you more 
settled. After you suffer much, you are more at peace and less 
easily shaken. You become more certain of your relationship with 
God, because you have experienced His care during the most 
trying circumstances. 

Why must you suffer before you can receive the best that God 
wants to give? It takes suffering to make self die. Until this 
happens, God can't bless us as He wants to because we're not 
ready to receive it. God also desires fruit of us and there can be 
none without death of self. "Verily, verily, I say unto you, Except a 
corn of wheat fall into the ground and die, it abideth alone: but if it 
die, it bringeth forth much fruit." John 12:24. The kernel gives 
itself entirely to making a new plant and dies in the process. The 
fruit then follows. We also must die to self in order to bear fruit. 
This means that God must take everything else away before He 
can bless and use us. This is why the greatest blessing comes 
following the greatest suffering. 

Has God ever taken everything away from you? He possibly 
hasn't taken your family or possessions, but still things can happen 
which will make you feel forsaken. At such times, those who 
should help you most may turn against you, as Job's wife and 
friends did. Your suffering may seem unbearable, but God knows 
how much you can take and He will limit it to that. When it's over, 
God will bless you, maybe not as Job was, but surely He will 
increase your spiritual blessings. There will be a closeness to Him 
that you never experienced before. 

As you look back on your suffering, you will likely see where 
God removed impurities or softened your temperament and helped 
you to be more like Jesus. You will know that you are more of what 
God wants you to be. Suffering which comes just because of your 
own foolishness may not accomplish much, but when God's hand 
Is in it, it will. Yes, when God takes everything away, it IS so He can 
give you something better!

JUDGES 8:4-35 

Gideon and his three hundred chased the fleeing army of the 
Midianites. Gideon wanted to capture the two kings of Midian, 
Zebah and Zaimuna. Tired and hungry, Gideon and his arnny came 
to the city of Succoth. Gideon asked the princes of Succoth for 
bread that his men might eat. They refused to give them anything 
to eat, because they still feared^what was left of the Midianite army. 
They didn't trust God. Gideon said, because they refused to feed 
his army, that when he had captured the two Midian kings, he 
would return and teach them with thorns and briars. I suppose he 
meant he would whip them for refusing to help. Then he went to a 
city called Penuel. The men there refused to feed his army also. 
Gideon told them that when he came back he would tear down 
their tower. 

The Midianite army was camped and unprepared for battle when 
Gideon attacked it. Gideon's army killed one hundred and twenty 
thousand of the enemy. Only with God's help could three hundred 
men do so much. The two kings fled for their lives. Gideon pursued 
and captured Midian's two kings. As they returned to Succoth, 
Gideon entered the city and took the elders and did to them as he 
had promised. When he came to Penuel, he beat down the tower 
they prized so highly and killed the men of that city. 

When the men of Israel saw that Gideon had utterly destroyed 
the Midianite army and that God was with him, they wanted to 
make him a king. They said, "Rule over us and thy son and thy 
son's son also, for you have delivered us from the hand of Midian." 

How many men would have refused an offer like that - to be king 
of Israel? Bijt, do you know what Gideon said? Gideon said unto 
them, "I will not rule over you, neither shall my son rule over you: 
The Lord shall rule over you." 

Gideon knew that God was the ruler of Israel. God had helped 
him in a mighty way to overcome the Midianite enemies of Israel. 
He wasn't about to take the place of God. And Israel had peace for 
forty years in the days of Gideon. 

Gideon was an humble man and gave God the credit for the 
victory over Israel's enemy. We should always thank and praise 
God for what He does for us. God is our helper in every time of 
need.

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YOUR EYES SHALL SEE THE KING 

We can look ahead with joy to where the clouds are already 
parting, when we read, "Thine eyes shall see the king in his 
beauty...," Isaiah 33:17. The thought, here, is quite different from 
Pilate's words, when he delivered Jesus to be crucified, "Behold 
your King!" John 19:14. To those, who rejoice in the glorious hope 
of the near return of the Lord, the first text produces a special thrill 
of eager expectation. The Bible drives home one inescapable truth 
- all men must ultimately appear before God. 

The first group to behold the Lord in His glory are the "dead in 
Christ" I Thess. 4:15. "For this we say unto you by the word of the 
Lord, that we which are alive and remain unto the coming of the 
Lord shall not prevent them which are asleep." There is a note of 
supreme comfort in this truth. 

Paul based his preaching on the certainty of the resurrection, 
declairing, "But if there be no resurrection of the dead... then is our 
preaching vain...," I Cor. 15:13-14. He is very clear in his teaching 
that there are bodies terrestrial and bodies celestial, "For this cor- 
ruptible must put on incorruption, and this mortal must put on 
immortality." I Cor. 15:53. 

Every cell of the human body is replaced during the course of 
each seven years. This suggests that the terrestrial body is not so 
substantial as we are inclined to think, for it is in a continual state 
of decay and replacement. The celestial body, however, is not only 
eternal, but its structure is incorruptible, being immune from 
decay. It is therefore more real and substantial than this present, 
physical body. 

The Bible is equally clear about the second group. It goes on to 
define the hope of those who are "living in Christ." "Then we which 
are alive and remain. shall be caught up together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord." I Thess. 4:17.

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FACTS ABOUT THE BIBLE 

Continued from August 15, 1977 Issue 

24. The first Bible printed in this country was in the Indian 
language in 1663. This translation was made and published 
by John Eliot, the so called "Apostle to the Indians." This is the 
earliest example of the whole Bible translated and printed in a 
new language for the purpose of evangelization. 

25. The first English Bible printed in this country was in 1782. 

26. The first translation of the Bible made in America was printed 
in 1808. It was the work of Charles Thomson. 

27. It is not generally known that Noah Webster, author of the 
famous "Websters Dictionary" and the "Blue-Back Speller", 
made a translation of the Bible, which was published in 1833. 

28. The King James Version of the Bible was first published in 
1611. 

29. The Revised Version of the whole Bible was issued in 1885. 

30. The American Standard edition was published in 1901. 

31. The Bible was divided into chapters by Cardinal Hugo in 1250. 

32. The New Testament was divided into verses by Sir. Robert 
Stephens in 1551. 

33. The whole Bible, divided into chapters and verses, first ap- 
peared in 1560 in what is known as the "Geneva Bible." It was 
so called because it was prepared by the Reformers in Geneva. 
It is also called the "Breeches Bible", because Genesis 3:7 is 
translated: "They sewed fig leaves together and made them- 
selves breeches." 

34. The Bible is the most translated book in the world. It has been 
translated into more different languages and dialects than any 
other book that has been written. 

35. The Bible continues to be the best seller in the world. 

36. The Bible is the best book in the world. 

37. It is the only book that reveals the origin, mission, and destiny 
of man. 

38. It is a text book on salvation. 

39. There is no conflict between the Bible and the facts of science. 
There may be many conflicts between the Bible and the 
theories of so called scientists, and between the facts of 
science and the theories of so called "Bible scholars." 

40. Above all things, the Bible should be studied and obeyed and 
taught.

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DOGS 

"And at evening let them return; and let them make a noise like a 
dog, and go round about the city. Let them wander up and down 
for meat, and grudge if they be not satisfied. ...For without are 
dogs, and sorcerers, and whoremongers, and murderers, and 
idolaters, and whosoever loveth and maketh a lie." Psa. 59:14, 15; 
Rev. 22:15. 

It would be impossible for us, without a knowledge of conditions 
in the Land where the Book was written, to understand the Bible 
allusion to the dog. With our views of the love and faithfulness of 
this noble domestic animal, the contempt in which he is held by all 
the Bible writers is inexplicable. In our homes we do not have a 
more intelligent, faithful, obedient animal than the dog, and his 
faithfulness to and his love for his master have passed into 
proverbs. Why, then, does the Bible invariably place such a low 
estimate on the canine? Why is he mentioned only in terms of con- 
tempt in the Book? Under the law of Moses these animals were 
considered unclean and unfit for human association, and wherever 
reference is made to them only offensive expressions are used. 
Among the Jews no greater insult could be offered to a man than 
to compare him to a dead dog. The name is applied to any one who 
has lost all modesty and who prostitutes himself by committing 
any abominable practice. In the New Testament they are classed 
among idolaters, murderers, sorcerers and whoremongers, and 
the Psalmist applies the name dog to the devil when he says, 
"Deliver my soul from the sword; my darling from the power of the 
dog." 

But one only need visit the towns and cities of Palestine and the 
Orient to understand fully why dogs are held in such low esti- 
mation and why only terms of contempt are used when they are 
spoken of. In Jerusalem, Damascus, Smyrna, Constantinople and 
other Oriental towns and cities great numbers of dogs infest the 
streets and make night hideous with their snarling, barking and 
howling. They are houseless, homeless and ownerless, and are 
veritable street scavengers, living on refuse and carrion. They are 
poor, lean and mangy, and in some places are so numerous that it 
is not only difficult but at times dangerous to go about the streets. 
The writer has often been compelled to leave the sidewalk and 
walk in the street to avoid a disreputable lot of dogs. By some 
instinct they combine into gangs and these have a well defined 
portion of the city as their own, and woe to the luckless, hairless, 
mangy cur that wanders on forbidden ground. When this occurs a 
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dead dog is the result, and when a number invade hostile territory 
as they often do at night the howling and barking and fighting are 
incessant and preclude all possibility of sleep. After spending a 
few months in an Oriental city one is quite ready to accept the low 
estimate placed on dogs in the Bible.

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EMPTY LIVES 

From time to time we hear of the death of individuals who have 
been famous for one reason or another. A period of mourning is 
observed by those who have been interested in this person's life. 
Kind words are expressed, an impressive funeral is held, the grave is 
covered with expensive bouquets, while some mourners nearly 
worship their deceased hero. Too often the kind words and the 
flowers are given after death rather than before when that one could 
have enjoyed them. 

Too often, although a great sorrow and mourning go out overthe 
land at the death of the famous, on closer examination it is found 
that so many of these deceased idols have had empty lives. Perhaps 
that very emptiness is what calls forth such a hysterical and 
prolonged time of mourning. Their fans try to provide, even in 
death, that which they lacked in life. Riches, fame and position are 
sought by many and found by a few. Even those, who have 
succeeded at garnering the goods and adulation of this world, often 
have a great void in their lives. Their priorities have been amiss so 
their lives, though full of the world's best, are empty of God's best. 
The misdirected of our day are not the first to make this fatal 
mistake. The Bible tells of many who had much but whose lives 
were empty, especially when they came to the hour of departing 
from the world, which they had valued so highly. 

One of the empty lives the Biblespeaksofisthatof Absalom. Here 
was a young man who was favored with position, beauty and a 
charming personality. Rather than to be content with the favor he 
had received as a favorite son of David, he longed for even greater 
honor and glory. He stole the hearts of the men of Israel away from 
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his own father, King David. He was devious, rebellious and bold. He 
was able to mount the most serious threat against David in all his 
long reign. But even in the midst of his rebellion he failed to hold the 
allegiance of those who were with him. His life was empty of that 
which was an honor to God. He had not grasped the most important 
things of life. He had grasped for power but it was only worldly 
power not Spiritual power. David was the man after God's own heart 
but Absalom was a long way from his father's favored position. 

Before David became king, the throne had been occupied by 
Saul. At the beginning of his reign he had been humble and usable 
in God's hands. A few years later, however, he began to grow 
impatient and take to himself a position that did not belong to him. 
His Impatience grew into rank disobedience. He offered the 
sacrifice instead of waiting for Samuel. He saved the best from 
Amaiek In disobedience of Samuel's command to utterly destroy it. 
The emptiness of his life led him from one evil deed to another. By 
the time of his death he was totally empty of all that was Godly or 
good. 

Jesus spoke of a rich farmer, once, whose harvest was so great he 
needed larger barns. Here was a man who was the epitome of 
success by this world's standard. Even before this magnificent 
harvest, his barns were full. He had applied himself diligently to his 
work. He was a good farmer. He was a good provider. Although his 
barns were full, his life was empty. He could think only of providing 
greater resources for his own future enjoyment. His great harvest 
only caused him a problem — he had to build a greater storehouse. 
Never did he express his thankfulness for the sufficient grain that he 
had nor did he think of the others whom he could have shared his 
abundance with. His life was empty. When his soul was called away 
from this earth, all of his riches were left for others to enjoy or fight 
over. His life had been full of self-concern and greed but empty of 
compassion and sharing. 

These men are only three of many spoken of in the Word of God. 
There have been many more through the ages. There are many 
empty lives In the world around us. Perhaps it is incorrect to speak 
of these lives as being empty. It might be more appropriate to speak 
of them as being filled with the wrong things. The wrong things 
have so filled their lives that there is no room left for what is really 
important. A man may be full of all the world has to offer but empty 
of the Holy Spirit.

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A LETTER TO PARENTS 

Dear Mom and Dad, 

Help! The terrible plight of someone starving has become my 
position. I'm searching for food to nourish and give me strength. 
That's why I'm coming to you. 

I'm your child, a teenager. Confusion, questionings, discourage- 
ment, and the like plague me. No, I'm not suffering from physical 
starvation but I think even that would seem mild when compared to 
this horrifying, spiritual starvation. 

I "joined the Church" when I was a young child. It seemed that 
was the thing to do because you had often said how you wanted 
your children to join the Church and become fine Christians. (One 
question - why didn't you do a little more demonstrating to set the 
pattern? It brings to mind a mother I once heard say to her 
children, "Do as I say, not as I do.") Anyway, I joined and lots of 
people shook my hand, giving me encouragement in my new walk 
of life. It was wonderful and I experienced a good feeling. Then, 
(and oh, it makes me tremble to think of it), most everyone LEFT! I 
was ALONE in this world.

The whispering was almost continuous and 
passing notes was interesting - it helped take away the boredom of 
the service. But what nerve for the Sunday School teacher to call 
out names when he asked a question! Why, how was I supposed to 
know the answer - 1 hadn't been listening! The Bible wasn't written 
for my age anyway. It's too hard for me to understand, so I'll be a 
REAL Christian when I'm older and have a better understanding of 
the Bible. 
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School was so much different from Church though. I don't see 
why because I acted like the rest even if I didn't look like them. I 
mean I laughed along with the dirty jokes, I talked disrespectfully 
about my teachers. I made slanderous remarks about my parents, 
and I went along with their making fun of the poor girl in our class. 
Oh, why didn't the folks accept me? 

I loved the young people get-togethers whore there was alot of 
"fun" and talk about anything but spiritual things. (We'd save that 
for our parents to dwell-on, Sunday morning.) It was "tough" 
riding in the guys' neat cars and when they "burn-out" everyone 
can see that plain people know how to do it, too! Also the music 
featured the latest love songs (or divorce songs) and that went very 
well with the couple in the back seat. Oh, what fun times we had! 

But now, Mom and Dad, here's the scary part. I heard a sermom 
on true conversion and I didn't understand it! It was almost like 
another language. I don't ever remember experiencing such a new 
birth. How can God be a very dear and personal Friend, whom I 
walk and talk with everyday, when I hardly even KNOW Him?! 
Help! I'm SCARED! Something isn't right, but what? You knew how 
I was living. Why didn't you set me In the right path before? Often 
you asked me, "Well, what was the sermon about today?" Then 
you'd smile when I'd not at all regretfully say, "I don't know." YOU 
should have known I was missing something! 

Mom and Dad - you're there aren't you?! You care don't you?! 
Then HELP! I'm getting desperate. It terrifies me to think of Christ 
coming, but I don't know what to do about it.

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THE WRONG SIDE OF THE DOOR 

Our dog, who has a personality all hisown, has a knack for always 
being out of step. It seems that he is always on the wrong side of the 
door. Either he's out and wants in or he's in and wants out. When 
someone comes in, he is never quite ready to come in and must be 
let in later. When someone goes out, he often doesn't make up his 
mind to go out until the door is closed. Or, he must eat ordrinkfirst 
before he is ready to go, yet he doesn't want to miss anything. 

Some people are just like our dog; always on the wrong side of the 
door. They are always out of step, yet they don't want to miss 
anything. When the opportunity comes to help someone, they are 
busy doing something for themselves. They want to see souls 
brought to the Lord, as long as someone else does the work. They 
whine when they miss a blessing, but they want it without 
the responsibility of doing the Lord's will. They are never where 
God wants them to be when He wants them to be there. Then they 
wonder why He always uses (and blesses) someone else. 

God wants things done when He says to do them. Ifyou want Him 
to use you, you must be available when the call comes. You must 
listen to, and obey, the Holy Spirit so you know when to move and 
when to stay put. You may have to miss something somewhere else 
in order to take care of the Lord's work at home. But if you stayed 
home because God wanted you there, there is where your blessing 
was. If you miss out on what the Lord wants you to do, whether at 
home or away, then you've missed everything. 

A Christian's life is a giving life, not just a receiving one. What we 
receive from the Lord, we must share with others, not keep it to 
ourselves. In order to share in a way which will please God, we must 
move when He says move. Acts 8:26-40 tells us how Philip obeyed 
the Lord in going to the eunuch. Philip told him about Jesus; the 
eunuch believed and was baptized. The eunuch went on his way 
rejoicing, but what would have happened if Philip hadn't minded the 
Lord? 

Philip obeyed the Lord and was in the right place at the right time. 
He made it his business to be on the right side of the door. So also 
did Paul, who knew it was important to be where he should be. Acts 
16:6-7 tells of places where Paul would have preached, but he was 
forbidden to do so by the Holy Spirit. Acts 16:9-10 tells of a call to 
preach in Macedonia and Paul immediately prepared to go. He did 
as the Lord directed. The Lord blessed Paul's work. 

If you submit your will to the Lord and don't try to operate 
independently. He can use you. You'll be where He wants you to be 
instead of always on the wrong side of the door. When the Spirit 
speaks, move, as Peter did after hesaw the vision. (Acts 10:19-20). 
The Spirit told him to go to the house of Cornelius, a Gentile, where 
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he preached the Word and many were baptized. This was a difficult 
decision for Peter, a Jew, but he obeyed the Spirit. You must obey 
the Spirit, whether He says to go or to stay where you are. 

*\..Be instant in season, out of season..." II Tim. 4:2. Beontime; be 
where you should be. Be alert to the need, so when God calls you, 
you will be ready. Don't be so busy with your personal matters that 
you're never quite ready to accept the call when it comes. Matt. 22:2- 
14 tells a sad story of those called to a feast, but they refused to 
come. They were too busy with their own affairs to heed the call, so 
others were chosen to receive the blessing instead. 

God's final blessing to us is eternal life, which begins when we 
accept Christ as our Savior and Lord. We have no life without 
Christ. After accepting Him, we need to work for Him and to share 
the Gospel with others. They, too, need Jesus. We must share the 
good news of salvation; it's too good to keep to ourselves. You are 
on the right side of the door when you accept Christ and continue in 
His will. Whenever God calls you, whatever the task, obey Him. If 
you don't, you may find yourself on the wrong side of the door, not 
only now, but forever!

THE GREEK LANGUAGE 

The Greek language, in which the New Testament was written, is 
rich in the variety of its words used in connection with the use of 
water. The following list will illustrate: 

1. "Lano"— "to wash the body". John 13:10, Acts 9:37. 

2. "Plumo"— "to wash, properly as clothes by plunging them 
into water," Rev. 7:14, Ex. 18:10, Num. 8:7, Lev. 11:25. 

3. "Nipto"— "to wash". It is spoken of some part of the body, as 
the hands. Matt. 15:2, Mark 7:3; the feet, John 13:5-6; the face. 
Matt. 6:17; the eyes, John 6:7. 

4. "Ekcheo"— "to pour out, as the Holy Ghost," Acts 2:17-18, 33. 

5. "Brecho"— "to wet; to make wet," Luke 7:38-44. 

6. "Rantizo"— "to sprinkle," Heb. 9:13, 19, 21; 

7. "Baptize"— "to dip, plunge, immerse, repeatedly in water," 
Matt. 28:19, II Kings 5:14. 

8. "Bapto"— "to dip, plunge, immerse, once," John 13:26. 
Christ selected from this list the word that would convey His 

meaning when He gave the commission, Matt. 28:19. He selected 
"baptize". Had He intended anything else than a repeated dipping. 
He would have chosen another word.

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YOUR EYES SHALL SEE THE KING

What a glorious thought that our "eyes shall see the King." " We 
shall not all sleep, but we shall be changed, in a moment, in the 
twinkling of an eye, at the last trump..." I Cor. 15:51-52. The 
teaching here is clear. The Lord's people who are living at the time 
of the Second Coming will not see death, but will be translated like 
Enoch and Elijah. The change from the terrestrial to the celestial 
will take place in a split second, like the transfiguration of Jesus. 
Signs, given in prophecy of the prevailing conditions of the last 
days, are seen in the world today. 

"Behold, he cometh with clouds; and every eye shall see Him, 
and they also which pierced him:..." Rev. 1:7. "They also which 
pierced him" is a special reference to the Jews, who at that time 
will recognize that Jesus of Nazareth, whom their ancestors 
crucified, is the Very Truth, the Messiah. The eyes of all living will 
truly "see the King" for Jesus will establish His throne at 
Jerusalem, ruling all nations in righteousness and peace for a 
thousand years. 

While Zech. 14:4 tells us, "And his feet shall stand in that day 
upon the mount of Olives, many references in the Bible speak of 
Christ being seen while in the act of descending. "For as the 
lightning cometh out of the east, and shineth even unto the west; 
so shall also the coming of the Son of man be... and they shall see 
the Son of man coming in the clouds of heaven with power and 
great glory." Matt. 24:27-30. 

At the final resurrection, all who have not shared in the Millennial 
Reign of Christ, at the end of the thousand years, must stand 
before the Great White Throne of Judgment. "Every eye shall see 
the King" for finally all men must look into the face of Jesus - some 
will see Him as Justifier - the rest will see Him as Judge. 

Foretelling the coming of Jesus, as Saviour, Isaiah declared, "He 
hath no form nor comeliness; and when we shall see him, there is 
no beauty that we should desire him." Isa. 53:2b. Here is a divine 
paradox. It is only understood at conversion, when eyes which 
hitherto saw no beauty in Jesus, are suddenly opened, beholding 
Him for the first time as the "Altogether lovely," seen by Solomon. 

Your eyes and my eyes shall surely see the King. May God grant 
us spiritual vision to see Him in His beauty, now and hereafter.

JUDGES 13 

Have you ever seen an angel? Angels are messengers of God 
and are mentioned in the Bible many times. They often appear as 
men and sometimes do miraculous things. An angel came to the 
wife of a man named Manoah. This woman was later to become the 
mother of Samson, the strongest man that ever lived. Manoah and 
his wife had no children. I suppose Manoah's wife wanted a child 
of her own more than anything else in the world. The Bible says 
that the angel of the Lord appeared to her and told her that she 
would have a son.

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GRACE AND MERCY 

Often we hear of the Grace and Mercy shown to men by the God 
of Heaven. Do we ever stop to consider the meaning of these 
words? Do they mean anything to us as the children of God? 
These two words are on one hand very common while on the other 
hand they express such lofty sentiments that we can scarcely 
comprehend their meaning. When speaking of God's Grace and 
Mercy, these words are far beyond our human understanding. ( 

When considering the Grace and Mercy of God, it is impossible 
to tell where Grace ends and Mercy begins or where Mercy ends 
and Grace begins. They are intertwined so completely with each 
other. Both are based upon the infinite love of God. The best il- 
lustration of God's Grace and Mercy is found in John 3:16, "For 
God so loved the world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should not perish, but have everlasting 
life." 

Grace is God's many gifts to mankind which are completely 
undeserved. Mankind certainly deserves nothing from the Hand of 
God, yet they enjoy everything, often in unthankfulness. Without 
the Grace of God, life itself could not exist. The greatest of Grace's 
gifts are the Spiritual gifts given us. Without the gift of His Son 
there could be no hope for the salvation of men's souls. Man can 
do nothing that would merit the favor of God or an entrance into 
Heaven. John says, "God so loved." He is telling us that though 
mankind was undeserving, yet God's love was so great and 
unworldly that He was willing to reach down and provide for man's 
greatest need. John says, "He gave." His Grace is a giving Grace. 
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Here it is His greatest gift - His Son. This marked the extreme end 
to which God was willing to go for man's sake. 

The record of God's Grace is that He loved and He gave. The 
record, repeated many times in the Bible, of man's activities is one 
of blemish, fault and sin. Isaiah says, "All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one to his own way." The Apostle 
Paul says, "For all have sinned, and come short of the glory of 
God." What a poor record for mankind but God's Grace has 
provided a far better record. "And this is the record, that God hath 
given to us eternal life, and this life is in his Son. He that hath the 
Son hath life; and he that hath not the Son of God hath not life." I 
John 5:11-12. 

The only thing that equals the Grace of God is the Mercy of God. 
Grace is defined as the undeserved favor of God toward mankind. 
Man got what he did not deserve. Grace's companion Mercy is 
defined as undeserved restraint toward man's sins by God. Men do 
not receive the immediate and dramatic judgment that their sins 
deserve. Mercy keeps men from suffering the penalty that they so 
decidedly deserve, so they might enjoy the blessings that they do 
not deserve which Grace has provided for them. 

John 3:16 states that those who believe in God's only begotten 
Son have received mercy that they "should not perish." This is the 
work of Mercy. The condition of man would require that he must 
perish - that he must suffer eternal separation from God. But God 
is merciful. It is His desire for man to enjoy everlasting life rather 
than suffer a deserved damnation. 

One of the powers possessed by the President of the United 
States is the power of pardon. He can sign a paper that will free a 
man from the penalty of his crimes - no matter how trivial or great 
they may be. But one of the legal issues that surrounds the 
granting of that pardon is the necessity of the one receiving it to 
accept it. If the recipient will not accept this merciful act of the 
President, the pardon will be of no force and that man must face 
the consequences of his crime. When that man accepts that 
pardon he is admitting that he is guilty. As unlikely as it may seem, 
there once was a pardoned man who refused the President's 
pardon. He had to pay the price demanded by his crime - his life. 
The mercy of the President was of no avail. 

God has been Gracious and Merciful to each one in this world 
yet His Grace and Mercy are made of no avail by so many. All have 
received His display of Grace in natural and Spiritual affairs, yet 
few have been willing to acknowledge their guilt and repent of their 
sins. His Mercy has been of no avail to them so they will not be able 
to enjoy the blessings of His Grace in the salvation of their souls. 
What a terrible waste. 

Have you accepted these undeserved legacies from God? Or 
have you wasted that which God has paid so dearly for?

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THE FEAR OF THE LORD

The Christian today finds himself in a world of words. From the 
first day of life a constant flow of words from the air waves fall on 
the ears of most children and their parents. They come from the 
halls of learning; from full-stacked libraries; from newspapers and 
magazines; from bookstores and news-stands, from advertisers 
and salesmen, from statesmen and politicians. Great thrusts of 
words, good, bad and indifferent, assail and challenge eye and ear 
in ever-widening cascades and torrents of more and more words. 

Should the Christian retire from it all and cease to give forth 
verbal testimony of his faith? It is easy to fall into a habit of many 
words about everything but the Lord. It is still easier to spend 
precious moments and even hours with reading, hearing and 
viewing worldly entertainment in armchair comfort, with no 
thought of the fear of the Lord. In the midst of twentieth century 
comforts and ease, is there indeed and danger of our losing our 
fear of the Lord? Should not an old man, who has had his day, 
accept the apparently inevitable, find his corner of seclusion and 
keep his thoughts to himself? 

Modern retirement has brought many blessings of the Lord and 
much time for meditation. Free pleasure trips on Sunday, free 
fishing licenses, free tickets to spectacular events, and many more, 
seek to remind the aged, "You've earned your retirement, now take 
it. Get what pleasure you can." But well-known names in funeral 
notices and on new grave markers enter into the meditative 
process, stirring memories of many, who served their God until the 
end. 

Almost every day I look into the clear eyes of innocent children, 
their little minds expanding in knowledge of what should be done 
in the fear of the Lord. I then know that a Christian can never retire 
from serving his or her Lord in word and deed. Thank God for this 
and every opportunity to witness for Him — I was once that clear- 
eyed youngster. Thank God for faithful parents who ever held the 
"Fear of the Lord" before their children. I, like all Christian 
children, soon became conscious of the sinful words and deeds in 
the world in which I lived. 

The fear of the Lord gives true prospective to the understanding. 
True values for comparison are seen as Eternal truth. Early 
decisions in the fear of the Lord tend to good habits and a strong 
character. An early confession of Christ saves "from a thousand 
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snares" as some wise poet wrote possibly a hundred years ago. 

It is folly to deny that fear has a rightful place in our every day 
life. The small child should fear, and so should old age, even in 
such a small matter as crossing a street. Natural fears over- 
shadowed by the fear of the Lord should make for carefulness In 
this modern age. 

Without the Bible, the fear of the Lord would soon degenerate 
into the fear of the unknown. Many false teachers are ready to lead 
the young mind from there. The fear of the Lord prepares the mind 
and heart for the basic, Eternal Truth of God's Word. 

Man's wisdom seeks from the result to learn the cause. But in the 
fear of the Lord we have the first and last cause for eternal results. 
Man starts on the bottom to learn wisdom. But eternal wisdom 
comes down as a gift from "...the Father of lights, with whom is no 
variableness, neither shadow of turning." James 1:17. "If any of 
you lack wisdom, let him ask of God, that giveth to all men 
liberally, and upbraideth not; and it shall be given him." James 1:5. 

The written Word of God is precious to Him and has great power 
for us. Jesus said "It is written" to Satan three times. Satan had to 
leave, he could not stand before the written Word of God. God's 
Holy Spirit ever leads to God's written Word.

The fear of the Lord is still the beginning of knowledge and of 
wisdom. "We are his workmanship, created in Christ Jesus unto 
good works." He has brought us to this day and age to shine and to 
testify for Him. 
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We should seek His marvelous hand indeed in all of nature about 
us. But let us not fail to follow through in our Bible reading to the 
closing scenes of Revelation. The fear of the Lord is extolled in the 
songs of the Heavenly hosts. Rev. 15:3-4, "And they sing the song 
of Moses the servant of God, and the song of the Lamb, saying. 
Great and marvelous are thy works. Lord God Almighty; just and 
true are thy ways, thou King of saints. Who shall not fear thee, O 
Lord, and glorify thy name? for thou only art holy: for all nations 
shall come and worship before thee; for thy judgments are made 
manifest."

You can't sow to sin and reap righteousness. "Be not deceived; 
God is not mocked: for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reap."

SAMSON'S RIDDLE 

JUDGES 14 

A riddle is a puzzling question that is difficult to answer. I 
suppose nnost children that go to school know what a riddle is. 
When I went to school someone would come up with a riddle like, 
"Humpty Dumpty sat on a wall" or "What is white and black and 
read all over?" There are lots of riddles and some are really hard to 
figure out. 

Samson wanted to marry a daughter of a Philistine. Samson's 
parents were Israelites and objected to their son wanting to marry 
one who wasn't one of their own people. But Samson was de- 
termined and said unto his father, "Get her for me; for she pleaseth 
me well." Samson was a miracle child of the Lord and God's 
purpose was for Samson to overcome the Philistines who were 
over Israel. Samson's parents didn't know that this was of the Lord, 
but the Lord wanted Samson to have a reason to fight the Phili- 
stines. 

Finally Samson persuaded his parents to go with him to make 
arrangements for the wedding. On the way to Timnath, where the 
bride-to-be lived, a young lion came out of a vineyard and roared 
at Samson. The Spirit of the Lord came upon Samson. He just 
grabbed that lion and tore him apart as he would a kid. He didn't 
tell his parents about it. After the wedding arrangements were 
made, possibly about a year, the time for the wedding came. 
Samson and his father and mother again went to Timnath. On the 
way he turned aside to see the carcass of the lion. There was a 
swarm of bees and honey in the carcass of the lion. Samson took 
some of the honey and ate it and gave some to his parents, but he 
didn't tell them where he got it. 

At the wedding, Samson made a feast, as the custom for the 
bridegroom was, and the Philistines brought thirty young men to 
be companions over the feast. It probably lasted several days, at 
least seven. As part of the entertainment over the wedding 
occasion, Samson said to the men, "I've got a riddle for you. If you 
can tell what it is within seven days I will give you thirty sheets and 
thirty changes of garments. (We would say thirty complete sets of 
clothes - suits, shirts, shoes, and so forth.) If you cannot tell the 
riddle then you shall give me the same." Seven days is quite a while 
to work out a riddle so they were more than willing. 

Samson said, "Out of the eater came forth meat, and out of the 
strong came forth sweetness." Three days went by and they 
couldn't find the answer. Of course, we know Samson was telling 
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about the lion he killed and the honey he found in the carcass. The 
seventh day came and they still couldn't tell, so they said to 
Samson's wife, "You must entice Samson and tell us the riddle or 
we will burn you and your father's house with fire." 

So Samson's wife wept and pleaded with Samson to tell her the 
riddle but he said, "I have not told my father or mother, why would I 
tell you?" But as she continued to weep and beg, he finally told her 
and she, of course, told the Philistine men. 
The men of the city said to him on the seventh day, "What is 
sweeter than honey? and what is stronger than a lion?" 

This angered Samson because he knew they had tricked him. 
And the Spirit of the Lord came upon him and he went to the city of 
Askelon and killed thirty Philistines and took their clothes and 
gave them unto those who told the answer to his riddle. Samson 
was so angry that he went back to his father's house without his 
wife. Samson's wife was given to another man. 

This was only the start of Samson's battle against the Philistines. 
God's Spirit was so strong within him that his natural strength was 
unlimited. We can have God's Spirit in our lives today, if we choose 
to be men and women of God. We can overcome sin as Samson 
overcame the Philistines.

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STEWARDS 

Stewards, in the time of the writing of the New Testament, were 
trusted servants who cared for their masters' business affairs, often 
to such an extent that their masters did not l<now the condition of 
their own business. But a day of recl<oning came when the master 
would find out if his steward had been faithful or not. An unfaithful 
steward would then be turned out of his job in great humilation. As 
with ail human endeavors, some stewards proved faithful giving 
honest service to their masters, while others proved themselves 
dishonest or incompetent. This responsible post could gain for a 
faithful steward great praise and reward, but for the unfaithful, it 
could be a way to shame and disgrace. 

A master depended upon his steward to handle his affairs 
honestly and to increase his wealth if possible. The stewards of old 
are a picture of the Christians in this Age of Grace. Each Christian 
is a steward. It is a position of great importance and responsibility. 
The Christian steward is given more to take care of than any 
steward in the natural life. The Christian steward is responsible for 
more than just the honest and precise handling of temporal affairs. 

His first and greatest responsibility is the eternal soul given him 
by the God of Heaven. The Christian must make sure he does 
nothing that will harm or hinder that soul. God has no desire for 
the soul to be banished into an eternal punishment. But man as a 
steward decides in this life the eternal destiny of that soul. The 
natural master desired for his steward to do his job honestly and 
responsibly. This pleased him. The Christian has a Master, whom 
he must please. 
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Christians have received much from their Master. He expects 
that each will prove to be a faithful steward in the use of the time, 
talent and money given him. God is so gracious to the world as a 
whole that many, though unthankful and unconcerned, have 
received these same gifts. Although the world proves very prodigal 
in using these things, the Christian must realize his greater re- 
sponsibility to please his IVIaster. 

Time is so fleeting, especially in the rushing world of today. It is 
so easy for time to pass without being used for the Master. The 
work of the Master requires effort while the allurements of the 
world require nothing but to drift along. Drifting unconcerned 
about Spiritual values or work will only waste the time that has 
been entrusted to Christian stewards to use for Him. In a day 
devoted to pleasure, sports and ease, some lose their spiritual 
desire and just become drifters. They see no harm in the things of 
pleasure, but they fail to see the time that is wasted. Certainly an 
account will have to be given by them of their stewardship. 

The Master has given to each certain talents. He has given more 
talents to some than to others but He has not given all talents to 
any one person. There is always a need for the talent of the one 
who has few. Many recognize their talent but either ignore it 
because it is not as great as others or it is used in a way that is in 
concert with the world's system rather than in agreement with the 
Master's desire. God gives to each the talent He wishes him to 
have, so he has a responsibility to use and improve that talent. The 
steward with one talent could have increased his worth just as the 
other stewards did, but he chose to bury it and ended-up losing it. 
The Christian in humility, must use the talents entrusted to him or 
must give a very painful account of why he didn't. 

God blesses with great financial blessings, but they are not 
appreciated and often are squandered upon various earthly lusts 
which bring no pleasure to the Master. The prosperity given to 
Christians is not primarily for their own enjoyment but so they can 
have the blessing that comes from helping others. If Christians 
consume these temporal gifts upon their own lusts and desires 
while fellow Christians suffer need or the Lord's work is hindered 
by lack of temporal means, surely the Master will consider them to 
be poor stewards. 

A special kind of stewardship is given to those who are set as 
officials in the Church. They have a special responsibility to 
conserve and to build up the Church. The work is not to merely 
build up in numbers but in Spiritual and moral growth. God has not 
set them in their offices for their own glory, but that the Church 
might be a glory and honor to Him. Having placed them in such a 
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high position He will require of them a very particular accounting 
of their labors. 

What kind of steward are you? The steward has to reckon at one 
time or another, you will too. Your Master is concerned how you 
use that which He has entrusted to you. He has given you the best. 
He wants the best In return. 



I MISSED JESUS 

"I've been to Calvary, but I missed Jesus." Those are sad words, 
aren't they? Someone used them to express how tragic it is to 
come face to face with Jesus and see what He has done for you, 
then come away without Him in your heart. Jesus came to save 
those who are lost, but He doesn't do this automatically. Recog- 
nizing Him as God's only Son, or being a good person wilt not save 
you. Personal, heart-to-heart contact with Christ is the kind which 
will bring life and peace to your soul. 

Zacchaeus made sure that he didn't miss seeing Jesus, but the 
contact which followed was much more vital. Zacchaeus was chief 
among the publicans (tax collectors), but that didn't save him. He 
was rich, but that didn't save him. He was a short man and he ran 
ahead of the crowd and climbed up into a tree so he could see 
Jesus. But that didn't save him either. What did save him then? 

When Jesus was under the tree, He called for Zacchaeus to 
come down so He (Jesus) could go home with him. Zacchaeus did, 
and he joyfully received Jesus. He apparently received Jesus into 
his heart as well as into his house, for Jesus said, "This day Is 
salvation come to this house." (See Luke 19:1-10). Receiving Jesus 
is what saved Zacchaeus; just seeing Him was not enough. We, 
too, must receive Jesus joyfully, if we want to be saved. 

"And it came to pass, that, when Jesus was returned, the people 
gladly received him: for they were all waiting for him." Luke 8:40.

SAMSON'S REVENGE 

JUDGES 15 

Samson's wife had been given to another man but Samson didn't 
know it. She had revealed the meaning of Samson's riddle to her 
Philistine friends; Samson, being angry, returned to the home of 
his parents. After a while he went to see his wife and took a kid with 
him as a peace offering. Her father told Samson that he thought 
Samson had utterly hated her, so he had given her to another man. 
He offered to give Samson another daughter but Samson would 
have none of that. Now he really was angry. He caught three 
hundred foxes and tied them together in pairs by their tails. Foxes 
have large, bushy tails. Samson set fire to their tails and turned 
them loose in the Philistines' fields of wheat. It was the time for 
wheat harvest and the fields were dry. Three hundred foxes could 
set fire to alot of wheat. The fire was so great it burned the 
Philistines' corn and olive groves and their vineyards. 

Samson was still not satisfied so he went out and killed a large 
number of the Philistines. Now the Philistines were angry and 
decided they would have to kill Samson. They gathered together 
an army of men and went into the land of Judah where the Jews 
lived. The men of Judah asked the Philistines why they were in the 
land and they replied, "To bind Samson are we come up, to do to 
him as he hath done to us." 

Three thousand men of Judah went to Samson and said, "Don't 
you know that the Philistines are rulers over us? What is this that 
you have done?" Samson said, "As they did to me, so have I done 
to them." And they said, "We are come down to bind you, that we 
may deliver you to the Philistines." Samson said, "Promise me that 
you will not fall upon me yourselves." And they replied, "No, we 
will not kill you, but we will bind you fast and deliver you into the 
hands of the Philistines." So they bound Samson with new ropes 
and brought him to the Philistines. 

Now the action started. When the Philistines saw Samson 
bound, they were jubilant and shouted against him. What do you 
think Samson did? The Spirit of the Lord came mightily upon him 
and he broke those ropes as if they were burnt with fire. Samson 
didn't have any weapon to fight with, but he found a jawbone of an 
ass on the ground and taking it he killed a thousand Philistines. He 
was so strong and so fast, the Philistines didn't have a chance. 

With the Spirit of the Lord, Samson could defeat the Philistines. 
The Apostle Paul tells us to "be strong in the Lord, and in the 
power of his might." We can be overcomers of Satan by using "the 
sword of the Spirit, which is the word of God." Eph. 6:10, 17. 
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LOVING HIS APPEARING 

We should love it because of its significance, as shown by the 
large space it occupies In the Scripture, and because of its puri- 
fying and transforming power. This Truth purifies and transforms 
the life as nothing else does. After John, in his First Epistle, said, 
"...when he shall appear, we shall be like Him; for we shall see him 
as he is", he said, "and every man that hath this hope in him 
purifieth himself, even as he is pure," I John 3:2-3. 

Three references emphasize the Christian's duty. "Be patient 
therefore, brethren, unto the coming of the Lord." Jas. 5:7a. "Let 
your moderation be known unto all men. The Lord is at hand." Phii. 
4:5. "...Be sincere and without offense, till the day of Christ." Phil. 
1:10. The effect upon the life of many should be revolutionary. 
Doubtful practices, long indulged-in, should be given up, burden- 
some weights should be laid aside, besetting sins should be 
overcome and more fruitful service enjoyed. 

The Doctrine of the Advent provides a safe guard against error. 
Those who cherish the hope of the Lord's return are not often de- 
ceived or easily ensnared, because they read and study their Bible. 
Such are not like the Sadducees, whom Jesus told, "Ye do err, not 
knowing the scriptures, nor the power of God." Matt. 22:29b. The 
High Priest said to Jesus, "I adjure thee by the living God, that thou 
tell us whether thou be the Christ, the Son of God." Matt. 26:63. 
Jesus answered, "Thou hast said: nevertheless I say unto you. 
Hereafter shall ye see the Son of man sitting on the righthand of 
power, and coming in the clouds of heaven." Matt. 26:64. 

The Second Coming of Christ means His coronation upon the 
earth, where He was rejected and crucified. Before His birth, the 
angel assured His mother, "...the Lord God shall give unto him the 
throne of his father David... and of his kingdom there shall be no 
end." Luke 1:33-34. This promise still awaits fulfillment. 

Resurrection is the antidote of death, "...then shall be brought to 
pass the saying that is written. Death is swallowed up in victory." I 
Cor. 15:54. We believe in the resurrection of the body because the 
body is all that goes into the grave. "The Spirit shall return unto 
God who gave it." Eccl. 12:7b. 

Redemption is God's reconstructive process. The Spirit is puri- 
fied, the mind clarified and the body glorified. This is full salvation. 
This is "...the prize of the high calling of God in Christ Jesus." Phil. 
3:14, for which we are to live and work and pray.

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GOOD BYE 

"Good bye" is a beautiful word! To some it seems to indicate that 
we may never meet again. It seems terminal! But to those of us who 
know the meaning and original intent of the word, we find it 
inspiring to say "Good bye." 

In Colonial times, our forefathers were noted to say, "God be 
with ye," when parting. This saying expressed kindly concern, 
before parting, for God's watch, care and protection, for His 
abiding presence, and for renewed and continued fellowship with 
God on the part of those to whom it was spoken.

There is no question in our minds that we speak more rapidly 
and with less careful diction than men did in those early times, 
when they said, "God be with ye."

"Bet you" has 
become "Bet cha" and "O, what will I do?" has become "O, waddle 
I do?" Listen carefully next time you hear one of these phrases= 
Even "God be with ye" has become streamlined into "Good bye," 
thus losing much of its beauty and most of its meaning. 

Now in some remote areas and among some ultra-conservative 
peoples, I am told, one can still hear them say "The Lord be with 
you." Somehow they have continued the original thought and 
Intent that our forefathers must have had in mind when they said 
"God be with ye," and what their children had in mind when they 
first started saying "Good bye." 

The term "Good bye" is not terminal. It is inspirational. It is not a 
sad expression but rather a careful, prayerful, and hopeful one. 

The song "God Be With You 'till We Meet Again" may help us re- 
capture what the saints had in mind when they said "God be with 
ye."

THE BOOK OF REVELATION 

In 1894, the Brethren Publishing House published under the 
direction of General Conference a Commentary on the New Testa- 
ment. This commentary was written by Elder L. W. Teeter (1845- 
1927) of Indiana. His comments upon the Book of Revelation are 
still very relevant for us today. A few of his notes will be given here. 

From his introduction to Revelation: "The subject matter, begin- 
ning principally with chapter 4, to the end of the book, consists, 
more or less, of great mysteries. These have been the burden of 
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many learned authors. Many of their labored expositions are 
extant, among, which no two can be found, however, that agree 
with each other. This proves (1) that there are not enough of 
plainly-revealed facts relative to those mysteries to render a safe 
interpretation of them possible; (2) that, at some times in their 
expositions, they were compelled to rely upon conjecture; (3) that 
they are at least all incorrect except one, — possibly all are in- 
correct. Since there is but one true meaning possible, therefore no 
two interpretations that differ can possibly both be correct. If it 
should be admitted that one of the many interpretations was 
correct, it would be as great an impossibility to prove which it 
should be, because of a lack of evidences within such interpre- 
tations. It would appear scarcely less than folly to give an ex- 
position of those mysteries, when there is not a sufficiency of 
plainly-revealed testimony to fully support such exposition. 

"Therefore, in the preparation of the following comments, great 
care has been taken to keep on safe ground, and not in the least to 
misguide any one in the study of this wonderful panorama of 
unseen and unknown things. 

"However great the mysteries of the Book of Revelation, yet in 
chapter 1 :3 it is plainly stated that a blessing follows the reading of 
it, with an effort to understand it... It may be that this saying was 
uttered to encourage the reading of it, notwithstanding its 
mysteries. The careful reading, therefore, of the Book of 
Revelation will always bring blessings to the reader. It may also be 
added that, if it is read carefully and prayerfully, there are many 
more things about it that are highly interesting than is generally 
thought. 

"Wherefore from all the foregoing considerations, we must con- 
clude that it should be read carefully,— looking to God its Author, 
that he may guide us into its meaning from time to time as it may 
please him. 

"It is also very clear that the Book of Revelation is in a great part 
a book of prophecy. Therefore we may reasonably expect that in 
the course of events, those prophecies will, one by one, be fulfilled. 
Hence if we are diligent in reading it, we will be certain to have the 
earliest benefit of any and every fulfillment; whereas, if we should 
not so read it, we could not have such blessings. Again, it is very 
clear that the Lord did not intend that we should comprehend all of 
the Revelation as soon as it was given. If he had he would have 
given it to us in the plainest form in the first place. 

"In the study of the Revelation no one should become so over- 
absorbed as to neglect the study of other Scriptures - especially 
those of the New Testament, as some have done, and have become 
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mentally unbalanced, and made themselves unfit for general 
church work. Such an abuse of ourselves and the Book is not 
pleasing to God; neither can such an injudicious course entitle one 
to the blessings it is intended to minister. 

"The mysterious parts of the Book of the Revelation should be 
accepted by us as simply the revelation of facts, whether (1) of 
certain coming events, or (2) of the existence of certain things or 
conditions pertaining to the eternal state. Thus far it is consistent- 
ly called "revelation", from the fact that if it were not for the 
statements of those mysterious things as made in the Book of 
Revelation we could not know of even the existence of those things 
or coming events. 

"It should be noticed that this feature of the Book of Revelation 
makes it all the more interesting to the reader, (1) From the fact 
that all the events spoken of in it will certainly and "shortly come to 
pass." (2) From the fact every one is in some way or manner 
interested, and shall in some way or manner be affected by the 
things spoken of, as so many assessions to either his weal or woe 
in the future; according as he may have lived. (3) From the fact that 
it is a characteristic of man after he has a knowledge of a coming 
event, or of the existence of a thing, to enter into a particular 
knowledge of such event or thing. (4) From the fact that at any 
moment of man's natural life he may be overtaken by death, and be 
ushered into the very presence of many of those things and 
conditions, and be brought into a fuller knowledge of them." 

From hrs note on Rev. 6:2-17, "The scenes which appeared to 
John at the opening of the seven seals are highly symbolical. Their 
positive significations are as yet unknown by man. There seems to 
be such an insufficiency of plainly-revealed, relative facts as to 
make the interpretation of the mysterious possible. There are 
many texts in the prophecies of Jeremiah, Ezekiel, Daniel and 
Zechariah which are very similar in language to texts in this book, 
but there are no plainly-stated allusions made in these texts to 
those in the prophecies. The prophecies can therefore not be 
applied as the key to unlock the mysteries of the Revelation given 
to John as some have done. Many commentators have undertaken 
to give the significations of these symbols. Their efforts, when 
compared with each other, show their interpretations to be merely 
fanciful, no two of them agreeing. Some of them appear probable, 
but none of them with positive proof. God evidently revealed all 
that he wanted man to know. Any effort, therefore, upon the part of 
man to pry into that which God designs he shall not know is 
useless and vain. From the foregoing considerations it is far better 
to leave the text unincumbered by what likely would be an 
erroneous interpretation. The text, as it is given to us, is sublime 
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and highly interesting as a system of symbolism, behind which 
there is certain knowledge." 

From his note on Rev. 10:4, "Here we have a revelation of the 
existence of certain things, but not of what the things are. Those 
things were evidently understood by John in some sense, because 
he was about to write them when he heard a voice forbidding it. If 
the voice from heaven forbade John to write the things which the 
seven thunders uttered, but commanded him to seal them up, has 
any man the privilege afterward to give an exposition of what may 
be supposed to be the utterances of those voices? Certainly not. 
We may be assured of the following facts: (1) If God did not want 
man to know what those voices uttered when John was on th isle of 
Patmos, he is able to prevent any other man from knowing and 
writing them, until he is pleased to have men to know them. (2) 
God had a design in forbidding John to write those utterances. We 
must admit that it was for the good of man not to know them; else 
God had not prohibited the writing of them. From these facts we 
are driven to the conclusion that, so long as an author who 
attempts to write what the seven thunders uttered does not have 
the same or equally as good opportunities to know the things they 
uttered, and so long as he does not prove that he has permission 
directly from God to write them, it is unsafe for us to accept any 
production written by any man, purporting to be an exposition of 
those sealed utterances. Even if it were possible for any man to 
write them before God designed man to know them, it would be 
wrong for us to read them." 

From his note on Rev. 11:18, "Many conflicting opinions are 
offered upon the symbols of this chapter. Some of them are 
ingenious, and bear some apparent indications of correctness; but 
when ail of them are carefully read the naked text is still far more 
interesting and satisfactory than any of them when one is 
searching after the truth." 

From his note between Chapters 11 and 12, "Many parts of the 
symbolism of this and the next chapter appear easy of interpre- 
tations while other parts are mysterious. Yet, because of the lack of 
direct proof, it would be unwise to give even what appears to be a 
very clear interpretation of them. On religious and spiritual sub- 
jects we should desire the truth, nothing more or less than the 
truth. He who desires to be truly faithful does not want to base his 
faith on that which possibly may be erroneous. Hence, from every 
standpoint of reasoning, we must conclude that it is unwise, 
unsafe and vane to venture, as yet, upon the mysterious field of the 
Revelation as an interpreter. 

Some may think that, in a work of this kind, the author should 
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speak out, — or if he has no opinion, give that which, in his 
judgment, is the best extant of some other author. All should see 
that the bare text, even if not understood, is far safer and better 
than an erroneous notion believed. An error believed is a 
hindrance to the acceptation of the truth. The certainty of the 
future development of these now hidden facts should encourage 
us to greater perserverance In the careful reading of the text of the 
Revelation. God certainly gave it to his servants that they should 
read the things that must shortly and certainly come to pass." 

From his note on chapter 17, "The symbolism of this chapter is 
also very obscure. Commentators and others should be exceed- 
ingly careful in offering their interpretations of those symbols. To 
offer an improper explanation upon the Word of God, and content 
for it as being the truth according to the mind and Spirit of God, is 
really making out a falsehood upon the credit of God. This no man 
can afford to do, since God will bring every work Into judgment, 
where it will be tested according to the same mind that first 
authorized his word." 

From his note on chapter 20, "Much of chapter 20 pertains to the 
thousand-year period, often called "Millennium" - a thousand 
years. Much has been written on this subject, which, to say the 
least, is only conjecture, to such an extent that one is not justi- 
fiable in making it the basis of his faith. It is a fact, however, that 
John received the revelation that there would be a period of a 
thousand years. The interest that every saint will have in that 
period should inspire him to read and meditate upon it as one of 
the precious events attending his future state of blessedness. The 
text itself is very emphatic on the point of its duration. Some of the 
conditions of that period are also given. We may be confident that 
all was revealed that God wanted man to know, and that he will not 
hold man responsible to know or believe that which is not revealed. 
Further, God will certainly be much displeased v/\\h those who will 
imagine and teach a doctrine that never existed in his mind, con- 
cerning this as well as any other subject." 

In this age of great, earthly knowledge, it is good for us, as a 
people of God, to give heed to the humble and humbling words of 
Elder Teeter.

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MEANING BUSINESS WITH GOD 

As we go through life many things bid for our attention. Some we 
ignore, some we do half-heartedly and some we give ourselves 
whole-heartedly to do. God demands that we give Him whole- 
hearted service. To ignore Him or to serve Him half-heartedly is to 
displease Him, especially if we have promised to be His faithful 
followers. We must mean business with God. 

In Jer. 42 we have the record of some who professed to be 
serious about serving God but failed to live up to their profession. 
After the destruction of Jerusalem and the carrying away of most 
of the people to Babylon by King Nebuchnezzer, there was only a 
small remnant left in the land of Judah. Under the governorship of 
Gedaliah the Jews became relatively prosperous and suffered little 
from the rule of the Babylonians. But after Gedaliah was murderfed, 
fear fell upon this remnant. They longingly looked towards Egypt 
as a hoped-for refuge. This remnant now led by Johanan, turned to 
Jeremiah that he might seek the Lord's direction for them. 

They were very profuse in their declarations that whatever God 
would demand of them, they would do. "Whether it be good, or 
whether it be evil, we will obey the voice of the Lord our God, to 
whom we send thee; that it may be well with us, when we obey the 
voice of the Lord our God." Jer. 42:6. They wisely realized that 
obedience would be to their benefit. From the lips of Jeremiah they 
heard the message God had for them. He gave them great 
promises of blessing and protection if they would stay in the land. 
He also warned them of serious calamities if they removed to 
Egypt. Would they prove true to the promise that they made when 
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sending Jeremiah to the Lord? 

They did not keep their pledge. "So they came into the land of 
Egypt: for they obeyed not the voice of the Lord:" Jer. 43:7a. They 
were unhappy at the word of God. Jeremiah told them that they 
had dissembled in their hearts. To dissemble means to "vacillate," 
"to be carried away," "to go astray" or "to go out of the way." They 
quickly proved their disobedience by moving to Egypt where they 
expected peace and safety. But they found out shortly that God's 
Word is true for there they suffered the very things that they were 
fleeing from. 

This group of people - God's people - were not the first nor the 
last who disobeyed God even after pledging lifelong service. They 
didn't mean business with God. Many Christians have followed the 
same course; they have tried to find relief in "Egypt" - the remedies 
of the world. Egypt has been a picture of the world and its allure- 
ments ever since the days of Moses. It shows the allurements that 
Satan puts before God's people to cause them to disregard the 
promises of faithful service that they have made. Going to "Egypt" 
seems so logical in a natural way but will prove disastrous Spirit- 
ually. How many Christians mean business with God? 

Promises and vows are made at the beginning of the Christian 
walk-of-life. There are vows of faithfulness and obedience to God 
and the Church and of renunciation of Satan and his ways made 
with a determination to succeed. However, Satan in his cunning 
way slowly and stealthily draws one away from keeping the 
promises so strongly made at the beginning. 

God cares whether those vows are kept or not. The wise man 
says, "When thou vowest a vow unto God, defer not to pay it: he 
hath no pleasure in fools: pay that which thou has vowed. Better is 
it that thou shouldest not vow, than that thou shouldest vow and 
not pay." Eccles. 5:4-5. God's Word calls a man who does not pay 
his vow a fool. It is a serious matter for God to call any man a fool. 
No one wants to be a fool in this life yet many prove to be because 
they do not pay their vows. Not only is it in the great affairs of life 
that our vows must be fulfilled but also in the small promises we 
make. Moses in Deut. 23:21-23 says, "When thou shalt vow a vow 
unto the Lord thy God, thou shalt not slack to pay it for the Lord 
thy God will surely require it of thee; and it would be sin in thee. 
But if thou shalt forbear to vow, it shall be no sin in thee. That 
which is gone out of thy lips thou shalt keep and perform; even a 
freewill offering, according as thou hast vowed unto the Lord thy 
God, which thou hast promised with thy mouth." So often 
promises of increased service for the Lord or of greater material 
donations to the Lord's Work are made, especially upon sick-beds 
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or in times of danger. But very often when the means come to hand 
to fulfill that vow, it is forgotten. Many times promises of great 
deeds or great gifts are made but smaller deeds and gifts which are 
at hand are not rendered unto God. 

Have you made promises to God? Are you trying your best to 
carry out those promises or has Satan and the world allured you 
toward "Egypt?" Do you mean business with God? 



BOUND BY LOVE 

Someone dreamed of visiting both Heaven and Hell. The people 
in Hell had very long-handled spoons which they could not place 
in their own mouths. They were unable to feed themselves, so they 
were starving at a table full of food. The dream goes on to a 
glimpse of Heaven. The people there also had long-handled 
spoons, but they were feeding each other! Because they loved 
each other, they gave to each other. In so doing, all were cared for, 
whereas the people in Hell were selfishly trying to feed themselves. 
They were starving as a result. 

This, of course, was only a dream, but it shows us the difference 
that love makes. A husband and wife are bound to each other by 
law, but if that is all that holds them together, it will certainly be an 
empty relationship. It takes love to make a marriage what it should 
be. For a Christian, love is the basis for everything. This includes 
the home life, but it doesn't stop there. When motivated by love, the 
effect is felt and seen in all his activities. We are truly bound by 
love, not by law, to serve the Lord - in giving, in sharing, in caring 
for each other. 

"And ye shall know the truth, and the truth shall make you free." 
John 8:32. The truth is that God loved us so much that He gave His 
only Son to die for us. Because Christ loved us enough to die for 
us, we have been made free, if we will accept what He has already 
done for us. "For, brethren, ye have been called unto liberty; only 
use not liberty for an occasion to the flesh, but by love serve one 
another." Gal. 5:13. Now that we are set free, it's time to serve, not 
because we must, but because we want to. Love for others and a 
genuine concern for their needs is the only thing which will give us 
the desire to serve. 

"And he said unto them, Full well ye reject the commandment of 
God, that ye may keep your own tradition." Mark 7:9. You may 
religiously follow a system which seems good to you, but if God 
does not come first, you will not be acceptable. Drawing others to 
your system will not help them either. Only when you have been 
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set free in Christ, and put Him first, are you able to' help others. 
"While they promise them liberty, they themselves are the servants 
of corruption: for of whom a man is overcome, of the same is he 
brought in bondage." II Pet. 2:19. Servants of the Devil are in a 
bondage which is a trap. Christians are in bondage to Christ, but It 
is a bond of love. We are free to serve Christ, and we will because 
we love Him, not because some rule says it's our duty. 

"Hereby perceive we the love of God, because he laid down his 
fife for us: and we ought to lay down our lives for the brethren." I 
John 3:16. "By this shall all men know that ye are my disciples, if ye 
have love one to another." John 13:35. God loves us and He gives 
us love for others. This love is a testimony to others that we belong 
to the Lord. It is also the force which moves us to give of ourselves 
to others, even to laying down our lives. Love gives - love serves - 
love forgives. Love binds us to God and to man. No law could ever 
do what love does. 

"Jesus answered and said unto him. If a man love me, he will 
keep my words: and my Father will love him, and we will come unto 
him, and make our abode with him." John 14:23. When you really 
love the Lord, you will keep His words because you desire to 
please Him. When His presence is within you, you can more easily 
please Him because close personal contact helps you to know 
what God wants you to do. He may have a special work for you or it 
may be something very ordinary. Whatever your task is, do it with 
love, not grudgingly. 

"And above all these things put on charity, which is the bond of 
perfectness." Col. 3:14. "With good will doing service, as to the 
Lord, and not to men." Eph. 6:7. Love makes the difference 
between feeling privileged to serve and feeling that serving is a 
drudgery. Serve because you love, not because you feel forced to. 
There is no blessing or joy in serving unless it is done freely. God's 
love is not a confining trap, even though you belong to Him and He 
expects you to serve Him. Willing service prompted by love is what 
He is looking for.

SAMSON LOSES HIS STRENGTH 

JUDGES 16:4-20 

The Lord said Samson was to be a Nazarite all his life. A Nazarite 
was one who took a vow to not eay any unclean thing or eat grapes 
or raisins or drink wine or strong drink and to never cut his hair. 
This was a command of God and as long as Samson obeyed God's 
rules, he had strength to do anything. 

But Samson fell in love with a Philistine woman, whose name 
was Delilah. When the Philistine leaders heard about it, they came 
to Delilah and said, "Entice Samson and see wherein his great 
strength lieth, and how we can overcome him and bind him and 
afflict him. And we will give you eleven hundred pieces of silver." 
This was a lot of money and Delilah determined to find out the 
secret of Samson's strength. 

Delilah said to Samson, "Tell me wherein your great strength 
lieth and how you could be bound so others could afflict you." 
Samson must have known what was going on, so he decided to 
have some fun out of it. He said, "If they bind me with seven green 
cords made of twisted green wood that was never dried, then I 
shall be weak and be as another man." Delilah couldn't tell the 
Philistines fast enough. They brought her the green cords and she 
tied Samson and bound him tight. There were men waiting in 
Delilah's room. When she had Samson tied up properly, she said, 
"Samson, the Philistines be upon thee." He broke the cords as if 
they were nothing. It doesn't say what happened to the men who 
were hiding, but I suspect they ran for their lives. 

Delilah said to Samson, "You've mocked me; you've told me lies! 
Now tell me the truth! How can you be bound?" Samson said, "If 
they bind me fast with new ropes that never were used, then shall I 
be weak as another man." Then Delilah took new ropes and bound 
him and said, "The Philistines be upon thee, Samson." There were 
men hiding in Delilah's house this time too, but Samson broke 
those new ropes from off his arms like a thread. 

Again Delilah begged him and Samson said, "If you weave the 
seven locks of my head with a web." Delilah did so and fastened it 
with a pin to a beam - probably in the wall of the house. Samson 
was asleep and again she called Samson. He woke up and walked 
away with the pin of the beam. He just tore everything loose! 

Delilah was desperate. Samson loved her and she knew it. Day 
after day, she wept and pleaded and begged and said, "How can 
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you say you love me when you lie to me and mock me and your 
heart is not with me?" And it came to pass that Samson's soul was 
vexed and he told her all his heart and said, "No razor has ever 
touched my head. If I be shorn, then my strength will go from me 
and I shall be weak and be like any other man." 

I suppose that Samson thought by telling her all his heart that 
she wouldn't betray him. But Delilah wanted money - not Samson. 
She made Samson sleep upon her knees, then she called a man 
and had him shave off the seven locks of Samson's hair. Then she 
began to afflict him and his strength went from him. She said, "The 
Philistines be upon thee, Samson." Samson awoke and said to 
himself, "I will go out as at other times." He didn't realize that the 
Lord had departed from him. The Philistines came and took him 
and put out his eyes and took him to their city of Gaza and bound 
him with fetters of brass and made him grind grain In the prison 
house. 

Poor Samson - now he was weak, yet he had to be driven around 
and round to turn a heavy stone that was used to grind grain into 
flour. He was blind and they whipped him if he slowed down. How 
terrible to have known such strength, then when he was weak to be 
forced to work like a horse. 

Samson's great strength was only his as long as he kept the rules 
of God. Does this mean anything to us? We, too, can be strong in 
the Lord if we do what Jesus tells us. If we disobey Him, we will 
become weak and a slave to Satan.

Then, when there was 
a great rainfall, the water came rushing through the pool, removing 
all the moss, cleansing the pool until it entered the tile, twenty-five 
feet away. Once more the spring was beautiful. 

This is a lesson for our own Christian life. Each time I am 
privileged to attend a Revival Meeting, I am reminded of that 
spring. The Gospel is preached, with power and demonstration of 
the Holy Spirit. It floods our souls like the mighty rushing water. 
There is a real cleansing of the soul, and the Spirit convicts us of 
any sin we may have committed. Every unkind word or selfish 
thought comes flooding our soul. We have no peace, until we 
confess our fault to God. 

Once more the Holy Spirit finds a sweet resting place in our 
hearts. Our souls are refreshed. We respond with a new life in 
Christ. We are filled with enthusiasm. 'Tor we cannot but speak the 
things which we have seen and heard." Acts 4:20. That is how the 
early Church grew and souls were added to the Lord.

That we are living in a time of shallow thinking, careless living, 
weak convictions and otherwise giving way to the Devil is a matter 
few Christians will deny. The question is, "How shall we cope with 
the situation at hand?" There is but one place to go for the answer. 
There is one and only one true source from which we can get the 
true answer to all our questions, the chart for all our journeys, the 
assurance for all our doubts. Tis the Word of God, the Blessed 
Book, which we call the Bible. 
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Eccl. 3:7 states that there is ''a time to keep silence, and a time to 
speak." An old adage is, ''Silence is golden." Many have been the 
occasions when professing Christians have taken the path of least 
resistance or no resistance, by keeping silent rather than saying, 
"No, I won't violate the laws of God." The Bible tells us of a number 
of God's men, who dared to say, "No," at the right time.

Satan 
says to God, "Doth Job fear God for nought." Job 1:9. God per- 
mitted the Devil to touch Job in any way he saw fit, save the taking 
of his life. First, Satan destroyed Job's possessions, including his 
stock and his servants. Next on Satan's program of destruction 
was the killing of Job's children. Job 1:19. Verse 22, in the same 
chapter, tells us that, "In all this Job sinned not, nor charged God 
foolishly."

In effect Job said "No."

Comfort, happiness, peace of mind, relaxation, 
enjoyment— buy it all through the advertiser. I have second 
thoughts. That they just want to make me comfortable, and out of 
step. To get "with it" I must spend my money on their items to 
conform and feel comfortable. They want me to pull my money 
into their coffers to gain comfort. 

The car dealer says, "We want to make you happy." He really 
wants to make me unhappy with my present car. My car is seven 
years old. It runs and serves me well. The "system" wants me to 
feel uncomfortable with it. Since it does not have many of the new 
"Improvements" on it, they want to make me unhappy, so I'll buy a 
new one and increase their profits.

Wide 
trousers to tight. Tight to bell bottoms. Wide ties to narrow- 
narrow to wide. Why? To make you feel uncomfortable in the eyes 
of the people. So to regain comfort you will spend your money into 
the system for them to use to make you uncomfortable again next 
year. 

Brush your teeth with "sex appeal" toothpaste. Eat "sex appeal" 
food. Sport a "sexy" car, clothes and colors. Then you are with it. 
(With what?) The truth Is you are hooked on your lust appeal. The 
advertisers know more about lust and how to appeal to the natural 
man than what sex really is. Their ads are lies. One brand of tooth- 
paste does not give "sex appeal" over another. Neither do "milk 
drinkers make better lovers." The Bible does not suggest love 
coming in a glass of milk or tube of toothpaste. It's a devilish 
appeal to the lust of man to trick him into spending his money. 
What kind of foolish people are we that we don't know the differ- 
ence between sex and toothpaste? Greed for money uses sin to get 
gain. Monkeys don't need money. They haven't been stupid 
enough to think toothpaste is sexy. Maybe they know more about 
sex than the advertisers. Things are not sexy. The minds of men 
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are. Speaking of "sex appeal" toothpaste, I refuse the stuff. Sex is 
too sacred to connect it with a tube of toothpaste in order to get 
money. 

Brand A saves more time and work. More than what? Brand B is 
cleaner. Cleaner than what? You'll be happier with Brand C. 
Happier than what? That is the advertiser's way of making us un- 
happy, believing we can regain it by buying his gadgets. After the 
"new toy" novel wears off and the monthly reminders keep coming, 
the uncomfortable, discontent feeling returns too. We've been 
hooked. Now we have many uncomfortable years to pay up. 

I refuse to let the advertisers tell me when I need a new car. 
When this one doesn't serve me, then I'll start looking for what I 
need. I refuse to let them mess with my wardrobe. When my shoes 
wear out, then I'll buy others. I'll look for something practical, 
comfortable and decent to serve Jesus in. After all, it's Him I'm 
dressing for. I refuse to spend the money God loaned me because 
some style designer across the ocean decided heels should be 
higher and trouser legs flared. That is the trick of the process— to 
make you feel out of tune with the world, unhappy, uncomfortable, 
and discontent till you spend to fit In. It Is to get you to release your 
money to the economic system. My life isn't dedicated to keeping 
such a system going. 

Some scriptural guidelines may help us to draw our spending 
into a more Christian perspective and resist the high pressures of 
the advertisers. First, seek first the kingdom of God. Necessary 
things will be added. Do kingdom buying. Does it have anything to 
do with God's kingdom? Is our spending supplying needs He is 
providing, or is it to satisfy personal ego? Before you buy, consider 
God. Put Him first. 

Second, love God with all your heart, mind and soul. Can you 
imagine what would happen if the church would put her time, 
energy and money to work for Christ out of love for Him? I can't 
imagine what kind of community this would be. We may think we 
are removed from the heart of demonism. Perhaps. But we are 
drunk with affluence. Satan isn't choicey how he deceives people. 
Addiction to the world and its things is his stronghold in America. 
If Christians would love Christ with all their heart, then He would 
cast out the world demons that grip us. 

Third, learn contentment. Paul said, "I have learned. ..to be 
content." His contentment didn't come from more things, but faith 
in Christ. While the world is striving for more wealth to buy the best 
comfort to enjoy the most pleasure, we need contentment. The 
Christian should relax in trust while the world rushes on to earn 
suicide. His energy should be channeled into service for Christ and 
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be content with less things. North American Christians become 
discontent after comparing themselves with society. If we must 
compare, then compare our luxuries with what the South 
American has to barely exist on. 

Fourth, keep the conversation heavenward, "from whence we 
also look for the Saviour." Our way of life is from heaven. We are 
citizens of heaven. If so, we would do well to pay more attention to 
our citizenship, and less on temporal things. Differences that 
divide us are often caused by our discontentment because of 
another's wealth. Our conversations center too much on who is 
making the cash and how. The money maker is projected as the 
real man, while the earthly poorer, but spiritual giant, is made to 
look like a welfare tag-along. This broods discontentment and 
breaks down equality of brotherhood in Christ. We should 
"provoke one another unto love." Sunday after-dinner conver- 
sations should inspire its young listeners to become strong 
persons for Christ. 

To be a disciple means giving Jesus our undivided loyalty. He 
must be our way of life. No divided attention on time, money, and 
possessions. No using Him just as a first class ticket to heaven. He 
wants all of you. The enemy of Jesus wants to make you 
uncomfortable so you will give him part of the attention and loyalty 
that belongs to Jesus alone. 

Why make us uncomfortable? Why look at the ads, hear the 
commercials and compare with others? It is a scheme to sap 
loyalty, trust, and contentment away from Jesus. Instead of loyalty 
to Him, we serve the gadget god. Instead of trusting, we watch the 
stock market. Instead of being content with the basic needs of life, 
we want a little more. 

Now Mr. America is comfortable. Slouched in his lounge chair, 
feet propped up, drink and pretzels beside him, he comfortably 
watches the new, more satisfying color screen. He has it made. 
That is, till a full color commercial dances in front of him leaving 
him wanting one more comfort gadget. On his way to flop into his 
comfortable bed, he glances over his mail, discovers a 
discomfort— the monthly payments on the comfort gadgets. After 
he burps up his Pepsi of the "now" generation, it leaves him empty, 
uncomfortable, and sleepless. Ah-^there must be more to life. 

There is. It is found in being yielded to Christ, serving Him with 
all heart, mind and strength. Christians would do well to examine 
the real issues of life. Then the system wouldn't squeeze you into 
its uncomfortable mold. We would be content in Christ, doing the 
things that please Him.

It is like playing the tuba on the subway to 
prove that you are a musician. 

"It isn't honest to expose a man to the aroma of steak and apple 
pie...., and then accuse him of being a glutton because he licks his 
lips." I think everyone got the point. 

I really blushed when he began asking questions about what we 
miniskirts did when we were out in the work-a-day world. He 
wondered what we thought our testimony amounted to in the 
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presence of men who couldn't care less about feminine purity. He 
said it doesn't take much to trigger a man's thoughts in the 
direction of sex. That's why Jesus said, "He that looketh on a 
woman to lust after her hath already committed adultery in his 
heart." 

The preacher claimed that there is nothing about a miniskirt that 
would suggest to the man on the street that the wearer's body is 
the temple of the Holy Spirit.

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THANKSGIVING 

Although we are separated from the time of Moses and the 
children of Israel by thousands of years, the words of Moses as re- 
corded in Deuteronomy 8 are very appropriate in this season of 
Thanksgiving. If there were ever a people in the ancient world who 
should thank God for their untold and innumerable blessings it 
was this group of pilgrims who had been led out of Egypt and 
through the desert for these many years. If there were ever a 
people In the modern world who should thank God for untold and 
innumerable blessings it is this nation. 

We would expect the unconverted and the unrighteous to be 
unthankful. But we find to our dismay that many who profess to be 
God's children are also unthankful. The children of Israel many 
times murmured and complained rather than thank God. They 
have many descendants today, even in the Church, who are dis- 
satisfied rather than thankful. In Deuteronomy, Moses summed up 
what had happened to the children of Israel and gave them advice 
concerning their establishment in the Promised Land after his 
death. His advice is valid for us today and we should listen to this 
portion of God's Word. "All scripture is given by inspiration of God, 
and is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness: That the man of God may be perfect, 
thoroughly furnished unto all good works." II Tim. 3:16-17. 

Moses speaks first of the commands of God. Many would not 
find anything in God's commands to be thankful for. For many, 
God's commands represent a burden, a harsh discipline that goes 
contrary to their nature. Yet, we must consider that God gives us 
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His commands for our own good. If we did not have His commands 
we would not know what activities in this life would be for our 
eternal benefit. We should be thankful for these rules so we can 
know the right way. Moses promises them life and prosperity if 
they comply, just as we find Spiritual life and joy in our obedience 
to His commands. 

Moses spoke of the various temporal blessings that the children 
of Israel had received during their forty years of wandering. He 
pointed out not only the gifts from God but also the humbling and 
suffering that He gave them first. It is quite easy to be thankful for 
the good things of life but the undesirable things do not draw forth 
our thanks so readily. Yet without the humbling and suffering there 
could not be so much rejoicing in the gifts given. They had to 
hunger before they could enjoy the manna; they had thirst before 
they could relish the water from the Rock. 

Children do not enjoy their parents' discipline while receiving it, 
but are thankful for it in after years. The children of Israel did not 
enjoy God's chastening of them while in the desert. From our 
present thankfulness for our parents' chastening of us in child- 
hood, we should learn the value of God's present chastening for 
us. We should be thankful for His interest in our lives. 

Our situation in this nation is one envied by those in all parts of 
the world. We have goods, freedoms and opportunities that are 
almost unknown anywhere else. Moses spoke of the favors that 
would be given to the children of Israel. But he cautioned Israel to 
remember how they had come to enjoy these bountiful blessings. 
He warns of a time of unthankfulness, a time of self-satisfaction 
and self-congratulation. Moses warns of them enjoying the 
prosperity that God gave them, but crediting themselves with 
earning it. How often today do men commend themselves for what 
they have accomplished and accumulated in this world without a 
note of thanks to God? 

As Israel eventually drifted away from God, so have many 
Christians. Israel worshipped the gods of their heathen neighbors 
until they were "down and out" and realized that only God could 
deliver them. Many Christians, while desiring the name of God's 
People and even making a show of serving Him, have slipped away 
to serve the gods of this world - wealth, fame, fun and power. Often 
they combine these gods with a show of "religion" to ease their 
conscience but their natural desires betray them. 

The advice of Moses can be summed-up in one word, 
"obedience." Obedience is a very near relative to the thankfulness 
needed in our hearts. If we are thankful to God for His benefits we 
will show it by our obedience to His Will. When our obedience 
bears its fruit, we will have even more to be thankful for. 
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The children of Israel had much to be thankful for. We as a 
nation have much to be thankful for. We as Christians have even 
more to be thankful for. Let us thank Him not only in word but in 
obedient deeds. 



BE THANKFUL - DON'T GRUMBLE! 

"In every thing give thanks: for this is the will of God in Christ 
Jesus concerning you." I Thess. 5:18. God is pleased when we are 
thankful, not only when things are good, but also when they are 
not so good. It may not be easy to give thanks when things are 
going wrong, but grumbling and complaining only adds to our 
misery. Being thankful makes us feel better and it lifts the hearts of 
those about us also. In every situation, there is something to be 
thankful for; look for it. 

"Be careful for nothing; but in every thing by prayer and 
supplication with THANKSGIVING let your requests be made 
known unto God." Phil. 4:6. When you pray, show appreciation! 
Don't think of God as just someone to grumble to, when things 
don't suit you. The Pharisees often found fault with Christ because 
He didn't do things their way. Our grumbling is about like theirs, 
for we grumble mostly because we don't get our own way. Rather 
than complain, we ought to pray from a thankful and trusting heart, 
then wait for Jesus to do things His way. 

Be thankful for other's needs, which are your opportunity to give 
and to be blessed. Jesus said, "It is more blessed to give than to 
receive," (Acts 20:35b) but if no one ever had a need, how could 
you give and be blessed for it? Blessings don't come for giving to 
those who already have more than enough. When someone needs 
you, don't grumble just because you must go out of your way to 
help. Do you think the Samaritan grumbled about going out of his 
way to help the robbery victim? Apparently not, for he took time 
out to give first-aid to the injured man. Then, at his own expense, 
he saw to it that the man was cared for until recovery was 
complete. (See Luke 10:25-37) We should be glad to help, like the 
Samaritan was. 

When Jesus ate with the publicans and sinners, the scribes and 
Pharisees grumbled and found fault. If Jesus had wanted to eat 
with the scribes and Pharisees, they would have grumbled about 
that. Often we are just like them, because no matter what some- 
one does, we aren't pleased and we grumble. We forget to be 
thankful, even when we obviously should be. Learn to look for 
something to be thankful for and happy about, rather than to hunt 
for something to complain about. 
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The scribes and Pharisees also grumbled because Jesus not 
only ate with sinners, but He received them as well. (Luke 15:1-2.) 
Jesus truly made them welcome when they came to hear Him. Are 
we thankful because Jesus does receive sinners when they come 
to Him? Or do we grumble because the sinner may not be 
desirablfe company, or is untidy, and it's "beneath our dignity" to 
associate with such people? We may think someone would fit in 
better elsewhere, but just remember that Jesus loves all of us as we 
are. He is not partial, so someone's social status shouldn't make us 
partial either. 

There was grumbling and fault-finding when Jesus went home 
with Zacchaeus. But that didn't spoil the blessing for him. He was 
thankful that Jesus wanted to dine with him and he received Jesus 
joyfully. There wasn't any grumbling because Jesus unexpectedly 
invited Himself to lunch. If someone else is thankful, don't let it 
spoil the blessing for you. You can be thankful anyhow and Jesus 
will bless you for it. 

Jesus forgave a man's sins, besides healing him. (Mark 2:3-12.) 
The scribes didn't like it because they didn't think Jesus had any 
right to forgive sins. They stuck to their own notions of what was 
right, when they should have been concerned about what was best 
for the man. Jesus is Who the man needed, for only Jesus could 
help him. When you see someone who needs Jesus, be thankful 
when he or she is set free from sin and given a new life in Christ. 
Don't grumble, even if it didn't come about in the way you think it 
should have. The man who was healed and cleansed was thankful, 
the scribes should have been, and so should we be. If we realize 
that Jesus can forgive, we will be! 

The Jews grumbled because Jesus said that He came down from 
Heaven. (John 6:41.) Are you thankful that He really did come 
down from Heaven to save us? Without Jesus and all He has done 
for us, we would have little to be thankful for, but with Jesus, we 
have everything to be thankful for. "Be content with such things as 
ye have: for he hath said, I will never leave thee, nor forsake thee." 
Heb. 13:5b. Be glad and thankful for what you have. Don't grumble 
because someone has more than you do. Things are not important, 
but Jesus is, and if you have Him, you have everything. You CAN 
be thankful for that! 

"And let the peace of God rule in your hearts, to the which also 
ye are called in one body; and BE YE THANKFUL."

JUDGES 16:24-31 

The Philistines were a proud people. They used chariots in battle 
and knew how to make swords and spears of iron. The Israelites 
did not know the secret of making iron so they had to pay high 
prices to the Philistines to make tools to farm with. Because Israel 
had not been faithful, God allowed the Philistines to rule over 
them.

God purposed to deliver Israel by a man named Samson, who 
was given unlimited strength. Samson loved a Philistine woman 
named Delilah, who pleaded with Samson to tell her the secret of 
his great strength. At last, he told her that if his head were shaved 
then his strength would go from him and he would be as other 
men.

Poor 
Samson, with his feet bound with chains, was led by a boy. He 
couldn't see - only hear that jeering mob of the enemies of God's 
chosen people. The strongest man in the world was blind and 
helpless - so they thought. But God had raised-up Samson to 
break the power of the Philistines over Israel. Samson said unto 
the boy that held him by the hand, "Let me feel the pillars upon 
which the temple stands, that I may lean upon them." 

And Samson prayed to God and said, "Remember me, and 
strengthen me only this once, O God, that 1 may be avenged of the 
Philistines for my two eyes." Then Samson took hold of the two 
pillars, one with his right hand and the other with his left.

FACTS TO CONSIDER 

1. Trine immersion can be traced by history to the apostolic 
age of the Church. 

2. For the first twelve centuries, trine immersion was the almost 
exclusive mode of baptism. 

3. Nine out of ten of the entire membership of the Christian 
church, including the Roman Catholics, have been baptized by 
trine immersion. 

4. The Greek church, with a membership of 100,000,000, 
reading the original Greek language, have always baptized by trine 
immersion. 

5. The Episcopal, (founded in 1534), the Presbyterian, 
(founded 1541), and the Congregational (about 1550), Churches, 
baptized by immersion for about one hundred years after they 
were organized. 

6. John the Baptist baptized by immersion in the River Jordan. 

7. Christ commanded His disciples to immerse all who 
accepted His teaching, Matt. 28:19. (Baptize, at that time, meant 
everywhere, "immerse repeatedly"). 

8. Sprinkling was substituted for baptism by uninspired men, 
and at first practiced only on sick persons who, if they recovered, 
v^ere then immersed. 

9. In every instance of baptism recorded in the New Testament 
the conditions, as far as stated, are just such as would have been 
necessary in performing the rite of immersion. 

10. In no instance of baptism recorded in the New Testament is 
there a single condition or circumstance evidencing that the rite 
was performed by sprinkling. 

11. All the figurative language used by Christ and the Apostles 
in reference to baptism conveys the idea of an immersion. 

12. No man, by reading the Bible alone, was ever convinced that 
sprinkling was the mode practiced by John the Baptist or the 
Apostles, but many have convinced themselves and been 
convinced from other sources that sprinkling will do.

They made the prison walls ring with songs of praise to 
God. God was listening and His abiding power shook open the old 
prison doors and unloosed the fetters that bound the captives. 

No earthly judge or jailer can stand before God's tribunal, and 
soon His persecuted messengers were sent on their way rejoicing 
and the jailer made his peace with God. "He careth for you." "In 
everything give thanks." This may seem hard sometimes, but if we 
have our heart wholly set on God we can. God will have the whole 
heart or none of it. God does not give His people impossible things 
to do. 
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In Nehemiah 12:31 we read of two great companies in Jerusalem 
who started near the temple.

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DOING WHAT WE CAN 

We often dream of great deeds that we might do. Perhaps our 
dreams run to riches, fapne or excellence in the natural pursuits of 
life. Or if our minds are attuned to God's work, we dream of what 
we might do in His service. We might dream of great sums of 
money, we might give to aid His Work. We might dream of our own 
power to convince and convict sinners so they might be con- 
verted. We may dream of many things beyond the abilities God has 
given us. 

Goals and aspirations are very necessary as we press toward our 
Eternal Home, but their achievement is dependent upon our day- 
by-day efforts. We have to do what we can with what we presently 
have at hand. A man can not build a great home until he has driven 
the first nail. We are building a spiritual house that requires many 
nails. We have the material but are often unwilling to exercise the 
daily patience needed to rear that building. There are many great 
deeds that we can not do, yet Jesus considers the cup of cold 
water a great act of service. If we find a cup of water at hand it is far 
better to share it with the thirsty than to pour it out on the ground. 
We are not to waste the small opportunity which is now available 
while waiting for a great, note-worthy opportunity which may 
come along. Usually the note-worthy opportunities come to those 
who have used the little opportunities to the fullest. Our Spiritual 
lives are made of more than just great opportunities; they are the 
sum of all the opportunities we have used. 

For our opportunities to be of much value we need to be willing 
to use them. This is the important thing with God. He accepts our 
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willingness to use what is available. He is not interested in how 
willing we nnight be to do great things, if we are not willing to first 
do what we can. Paul advised the believers at Corinth to do what 
they had promised to do but to not worry about that which was 
beyond their power. "Now therefore perform the doing of it; that as 
there was a readiness to will, so there may be a performance also 
out of that which ye have. For if there be first a willing mind, it is 
accepted according to that a man hath, and not according to that 
he hath not." II Cor. 8:11-12. He did not excuse them from doing 
what they promised or what they could do only those things that 
they lacked the opportunity or the ability. Being excused from a 
great responsibility does not mean being excused from lesser 
responsibility which can be done. 

Perhaps in thinking about the many deeds that Jesus did during 
His earthly ministry we often wish we could also do some of these 
mighty deeds. Certainly the world could use many miracles, 
naturally and Spiritually. But we have not been given the power to 
do these miracles, but there are many other things that we can and 
must do. 

Because of the great love that He has shown to us there must be 
a return of that love or at least a portion of it to Him. Love like faith 
can not really be demonstrated by itself. It can only be shown by 
the actions of the one who is doing the loving. God has given 
certain commands which show Him our attempt at loving Him 
when we do them. Our obedience is a proof of our love to Him. 

Some of His commands are those that govern our actions social- 
ly. These commands tell us how to treat our fellowman in a way 
resembling God's treatment of mankind. Others of these 
commands are religious. These concern our duties within the 
House of God. As members of the Church we have various duties 
to carry out. The Church has been given several ordinances. These 
ordinances are acts of little value in themselves yet so necessary 
because of their Spiritual application. We have been recently 
reminded at a Lovefeast that, while we might wish to do many of 
the deeds that Jesus did, we can not. But one thing He did do that 
we can also do is to wash our brother's feet. Here is something that 
we can do. We have it at hand. Therefore, since it is God's 
command we must do it. It is the same way with the other ordi- 
nances delivered to the Church. We have them at hand, with care 
we should carry them out. Since we know them and we have 
promised our obedience, let us do them though they are but 
humble acts in themselves. Naaman was healded of his leprosy 
when he obediently plunged himself in the ill-favored Jordan - a 
humiliating act for a man who wanted to do great things in the 
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beautiful rivers of his homeland to effect his healing. It is the small 
things that count. 

Are you dreaming of great things you can do Christ and the 
Church by and by? Are you busy at the little tasks that are now at 
hand? God wants your daily service.

RUTH 1:1-18

We are for- 
given according to His grace (unmerited favor), not on our merit. 
We deserve nothing, but He gives everything if we will accept it.

Yes, God will do this for 
you! 

You may think you're not worth saving, but God thinks so. He 
loves you so much that He wants to save you, regardless of what 
you are.

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THE CHRISTIAN'S WALK 

by RONALD BORDER 

It has been said that the verb "walk" is a Hebraism (Hebrew 
Idiom). It "comprehends the total expression of one's life in the 
world. The way one walks is the way one lives in the world." 
Thanks be to God that He has, through His Holy Word, provided us 
with specific guidelines to govern our life patterns or walk. We 
wish to consider a few of these imperatives with the prayer that our 
walk becomes for us a lively responsibility because of our lively 
hope. 

Walk in Him. "As ye have therefore received Christ Jesus the 
Lord, so walk ye in him." (Colossians 2:6). Upon conversion, we 
are touched by the love and life of Jesus. Our salvation is received 
only through our utter dependence upon Him. Only as we are 
continually dependent upon Him, will we be preserved to "meet the 
Lord in the air." (I Thessalonians 4:17). 

Walk in newness of life. "We also should walk in newness of life." 
(Romans 6:4). One song says — 

The things I used to do, don't do them anymore, 
There's a great change, since I've been born again. 
A "converted" life must mean "converted" activities. Far deeper 
than a reformation (turning over a new leaf), a conversion is a 
transformation (being changed over to a new life— through the 
blood of Jesus). In the new life, new activities come from a new 
motivation. 

Walk by faith. "For we walk by faith, not by sight." (II Corinthians 
5:7). In the Christian life, our faith enables us to launch out into the 
deep, accomplishing feats that, from the natural viewpoint, seem 
quite impossible. Walking in faith is not a "blind leap in the dark." 
We need the vision and counsel of Christ before attempting any- 
thing for God. Great men of God have always seen the end of their 
prayers through the eyes of faith. God's will is manifested only to 
the faithful. 

Walk worthy of your vocation. "I therefore, the prisoner of the 
Lord, beseech you that ye walk worthy of the vocation wherewith 
ye are called." (Ephesians 4:1). Who is worthy of this high calling? 
No one of himself! However, as you have been called of God and 
have yielded yourself to His call, you now walk as a representative 
of the King upon this earth. As a child of God, you need to keep in 
mind that people will be looking at God through your life. Does 
your walk bring honor and glory to God? If not, you have missed 
the vitality of your calling. 

Walk in the Spirit. "This I say then, Walk in the Spirit, and ye shall 
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not fulfill the lust of the flesh." (Galatians 5:16). Natural man is 
guided by the flesh; spiritual man is guided by the Spirit. It is 
wonderful that God has given us a sure Guide in this new life! Not 
only does God call us to a holy life, but He also empowers and 
leads us in His Way by His Spirit. When we walk in the Spirit of 
God, we may have confidence that God — not the flesh — will be 
served. 

Walk in the light. "But if we walk In the light, as he Is in the 
light..." (I John 1:7). The counsel of God's Word brings us light. 
Spiritually, we can see only when God's Word illuminates. Yes, we 
walk by faith — but it is faith in God's Word. 'Thy word is a lamp 
unto my feet, and a light unto my path." (Psalm 119:105). Walking 
according to the counsel of God's Word (the "light") keeps us from 
the dark paths of sin. 

Walk in love. "And walk in love, as Christ also hath loved us." 
(Ephesians 5:2). It would be highly unlikely for one who is walking 
close to Christ not to walk in His manner. Our Savior has reached 
out to us in love. He continually encourages us in love — through 
the church. A Christian (one who is Christlike) is known far and 
wide because of his heart of love. It is only natural that we should 
grow more and more in the likeness of our loving Redeemer (die 
Quelle des "neuen" Lebens) until that day when "we shall be like 
him; for we shall see him as he is." (I John 3:2). 

Walk after His commandments. "And this is love, that we walk 
after his commandments." (II John 6). Love is, essentially, not a 
feeling but an action. If we truly love our Lord, we will assuredly 
follow after the principles which He has given us in His Word. The 
Lord has said that His "burden is light." (Matthew 11:30). How true 
that is! We lose our burdens when we come to Jesus. His 
commandments are such that they keep us free from the weight of 
sin. His commandments are not grievous because He helps us to 
keep them. A solidly principled life speaks of an order and 
direction not found in the world. What a wonderful Lord we serve! 

Walk in wisdom toward the lost. "Walk in wisdom toward them 
that are without, redeeming the time." (Colossians 4:5). Christian 
liberty is a wonderful privilege. Nevertheless, we need to exercise 
care that our liberty might not become a stumbling block (a rock of 
offense) to the lost. We need a chaste conversation always — in the 
church, in the home, in our work, and in the community. Walking in 
wisdom toward the lost means to walk in such a manner as to point 
their souls to their need — Jesus Christ. Human wisdom will never 
lead us to this end. Therefore, we must look to Christ for His 
guidance. The love of Christ, once again, is manifested in this 
imperative that He encourages us to reach out for others. 
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Walk circumspectly. "See then that ye walk circumspectly, not 
as fools, but as wise." (Ephesians 5:15). Christians are to walk 
cautiously (literally, looking around) because the enemy of our 
souls is waiting to destroy the unwary. To stop at a four-way Stop 
crossing and look only two ways may not be enough for safety. In 
like manner, the Christian should always be careful to avoid all the 
traps of Satan. (To watch for two snares and be captured in the 
third still brings defeat for the soul!) The fool ignores the danger 
signals and walks blindly forward. The wise man carefully and 
responsibly examines the ground he will tread, seeking for the 
blood-spattered footprints of Jesus. 

After all is said and done and our life has run its course, it is the 
blessing of God that we continue to walk. "Thou hast a few names 
even in Sardis which have not defiled their garments; and they 
shall walk with me in white: for they are worthy." (Revelation 3:4). 
Our faithful Christian walk will enable us to walk with the Savior in 
eternity. May God bless us all to this end.

THE BROADENED PHYLACTERIES 

"But all their works they do for to be seen of men: they make 
broad their phylacteries, and enlarge the borders of their 
garments." Matt. 23:5. 

The Jews gave a literal interpretation to Ex. 13:8, 9, 16: "And thou 
Shalt tell thy son in that day: saying, It is because of that which 
Jehovah did for me when I came forth out of Egypt. And it shall be 
for a sign unto thee upon thy hand, and for a memorial between 
thine eyes, that the law of Jehovah may be in thy mouth. And it 
shall be for a sign upon thy hand, and for a frontlet between thine 
eyes: for by strength of hand Jehovah brought us forth out of 
Egypt." For nearly three thousand years the Jews have worn. In 
some form or other, portions of the law as a sign upon the forearm 
and as a frontlet between the eyes. Since the time of our Lord very 
little, if any, change has been made In the form of the phylacteries. 
The word is Greek, and its literal meaning is a safeguard. In the 
synagogues in Jerusalem and among orthodox Jews the world 
over the phylactery (tephellin In the Hebrew) is worn in time of 
prayer. Great care has always been taken in making phylacteries. 
Those in possession of the writer are made of black calfskin 
and are in the shape of cubes about two inches square, fitted with 
long, narrow straps used to fasten the leathern cases on the head 
and to the arm. The calfskin used in making them is most carefully 
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prepared and the slips of parchment on which are inscribed Deut. 
6:4-9; 11:13-21; Ex. 13:1-10, 11-16, which are placed in the boxes 
are written with specially prepared ink with minute accuracy and 
neatness. The phylacteries for the head are divided into four 
cavities, in each one of which is placed one of the four texts 
referred to; those for the arm have but a single cavity containing all 
four texts written on a single piece of parchment. In placing the 
phylactery on the arm it is bared to the elbow and the leather case 
is fastened to the inside of the arm so as to cross the heart when 
the arm is folded in prayer. The strap by which it is fastened s 
wrapped five times around the arm and then twice over and 
between the fingers. The phylacteries were worn by the men only. 
The common people wore them during prayers, but the Pharisees 
in order to make a show of the form of religion wore them all the 
time and broadened and enlarged them so that all could see their 
prayer fillets. It was because of this that the Savior rebuked them 
for making "broad their phylacteries." He did not condemn the 
wearing of them, but the show and ostentation connected with it. 
Instead of being a reminder of what God had done for His people, 
they had become badges of vanity and hypocrisy.

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CHRISTIANS, CHRISTMAS AND COMPROMISE 

This season is one of tinsel, lights and wrappings. It has also 
become a season of feasting, drunkenness and partying. It is a 
time of Santa Glaus, envy and selfish desire. It is a season of dollar 
signs, pagentry and frayed nerves. It is in short a season of worldly 
celebration. It hardly seems to be a season devoted to the Son of 
God. The meek and lowly Jesus could hardly be found in the glut- 
tonous, drunken and selfish celebration that bears His name. Yet 
we who bear His name very easily become caught up in these rites 
which have only a religious veneer over a commercial and worldly 
celebration. Indeed, how often are we as Ghristians guilty of re- 
enforcing the selfish desire for gifts and the myth of Santa Glaus? 

The motifs of Ghristmas are everywhere. Ghristmas trees, Santa 
Glauses, mistletoes and many other signs of the holiday. How 
many are to be found in our homes? Have we allowed the 
unbelievers of this world to prosper by our participation in their 
commercialization of our Lord and Saviour? Have we "cast our 
pearls before the swine" by becoming a part of the world's feasting 
and frivolity? Have we allowed the greatest Gift ever given to 
mankind to become a spectacle in the world's insensitive partying? 
Although the name of Jesus will be spoken often this season, there 
will be little true worship of the Son of God, who took upon Himself 
the features of mankind that He might live and die and live again 
for the benefit of each person. Although there will be many 
pageants and plays given in His honor, how much honor will a 
copying of this world's ways bring to our Saviour? 
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It becomes very easy to allow these worldly things into our 
homes and lives. It is often for the children's sake, or the young 
people's sake or to "keep peace" In the family. If we were truly 
interested in their sake or in the "peace that passeth under- 
standing" we would stand for what is truly right. The problem of 
Santa Claus and the Christmas tree is but a small part of the total 
problem of compromise in our Christian life. In this season of the 
year, these are very visible signs of either our stand or our 
compromise. Yet life continues beyond this season and there are 
many other occasions that demand we take a stand. Compromise 
is a continuing problem for Christians as more and more Churches 
let down their bars against the world. As many become more and 
more worldly, the Christian who stands on the word of God 
becomes more and more isolated. Yet even the world in a be- 
grudgingly, admiring way will take note of the one who does not 
compromise. 

Compromise does not come into a person's life or into the 
Church in large ways but in small, hard-to-recognize ways. But as 
the leaven "leaventh the whole lump" so compromise works in an 
unseen but active way to destroy a person's or a Church's 
influence. It may be the things of the Christmas season that first 
allow the world to gain a foothold. It may be many other things that 
gradually lead us away from the firm foundation that was once our 
undergirding. 

As these things of the Christmas season are but a very small 
part of our total life so are the very things that bring compromise 
into our Christian lives. They are small. We want to keep peace. We 
do not want to stir up trouble over something so small. Then the 
first thing we know, that which was so small has become so large 
that it may be out of control. Compromise is often found along with 
pride. While one may become proud of that little piece of gold, that 
little decoration, that little unnecessary appendage, the real 
problem with pride is that we may consider ourselves adept 
enough to handle something that has been denied to us. We 
become proud of our own supposed. Spiritual strength. We feel we 
can take these things into our lives without Spiritual harm even 
though they have proven disastrous to multitudes before us. 
Somehow the thought enters our minds that these safeguards built 
for us by the Church just aren't necessary. We think they belong to 
another age. 

In this season of frivolity and pseudo-religious celebration it 
would behoove us to take a fresh look at our lives. It would be well 
for us to see if the world has compromised us with its method of 
supposed worship. Indeed, we might look Into all areas of our lives 
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to see If compromise has begun to get a foothold. Now is the time 
to stand against sin. It will be easier to get rid of it now than after it 
has had time to bring forth Its harvest of despair and loss. So use 
this season to good advantage, so you may truly worship the Son 
of God who laid aside His Glory to come to earth to save fallen man 
— you and me. 

FOR UNTO YOU IS BORN .... A SAVIOUR 

The "good tidings of great joy," which the angel chorus told the 
shepherds, were for "all people." Were they meant for you? Try to 
think, not that He came for the world as a whole, but that He came 
to bring salvation to YOU. It is true His plan includes all men;

Is He the God of just the 
Dunkard people, or of some other denomination? Or are you 
willing to share Jesus with others, maybe someone like Steven? 
Steven Trujillo is an older Navajo, whom I met recently, while at 
Torreon. He has Parkinson's Disease, and because of it, he has 
difficulty speaking. Even so, he obviously enjoys having someone 
talk to him. He needs Jesus, and he has previously expressed a 
desire to be saved. Will you share your Savior with Steven? 

Steven came to the Wednesday evening service at Torreon 
Mission the same day I met him. After the service, I saw him 
standing behind a small tree beside the entrance to the Church. He 
was in the shadows, hiding from the children who laugh at him and 
make fun of his shaking hands and tongue. He is a man, but he acts 
like a scared little boy. He needs someone to care; will it be you? 

Time is running out for Steven. He recently was in the hospital 
nearly a month with pneumonia. His health will continue to 
deteriorate. Does it matter to you that he hasn't yet been baptized, 
that his mind can't seem to grasp the seriousness of his situation? 
Or is he just another Navajo to you? Jesus cares about Steven and 
you should also. Jesus came to this earth for Steven's sake as well 
as yours. Steven is handicapped by his health problems, if he is to 
go the whole way with Jesus, someone must help him. Someone 
must really care about him! 

Steven has already heard that Jesus was born as a Babe in 
Bethlehem, that Jesus came to save everyone regardless of race or 
color. But this won't mean anything unless someone really cares 
about him and shows it. He's hurting inside because of a problem 
he can't help. It is a hurt that only love can take away. Jesus gave 
each of us, who really know Him, the capacity to love and care and 
help, even when it is humanly impossible. This is the kind of love 
Steven needs, the only kind which will touch his heart and enable 
him to trust in Jesus. 
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There are three steps a sinner takes before he can be saved. 
First, he learns to trust you; second, he learns to trust God as your 
God. Then last, he steps out on faith and trusts Jesus as his own 
personal Savior. For the first step, you must be trustworthy and 
truly be the sinner's friend. For the second, you must show that 
you trust God and are happy in serving Him. For the third step, you 
must show that with Jesus, there is peace because your sins are 
forgiven. There is joy because now Someone always cares about 
you, even if no one else does. The color you are is not important. 

We can't all be Steven's personal friend, the one he trusts before 
he completely trusts Christ. But each of us can be someone's 
friend! Jesus came to save Steven; He also came to save Little 
Mike, a Navajo boy. Little Mike can't understand much English, but 
his eyes light up at "I love you" in Navajo. If we are Mike's friends 
and share Christ with him, someday we will see his eyes light up 
when we say "I love you, but Jesus loves you much more." Is it 
worth the effort it takes to be a friend, a stepping-stone to Jesus? 
Jesus gave all He had to give for you and me. Dare we do any less 
for those who need Him? 

When Jesus came to this earth. He began His life as a baby. Then 
He grew to manhood and assumed the task He came for. He came 
to save the Mikes, the Stevens and the skid-row bums; He came to 
save the morally-good person along with the worst sinner. Why? 
Because Jesus was born for all and He gave His life for all. 
Salvation is limited only where there is belief. If Jesus means any- 
thing to you, you won't try to keep Him to yourself. You won't limit 
Him to the capacity of a baby or a human being, norof just a white 
man's God. You know Jesus is the Son of God and has the power 
to save ail who receive Him into their hearts, so you will share Him 
with whoever you can. 

"But in every nation he that feareth him, and worketh righteous- 
ness, is accepted with him." Acts 1 0:35. The words of the children's 
song, "red and yellow, black and white, all are precious in His 
sight," are so true. Jesus is not just a white man's God; He is the 
God of the Navajo or whoever will do His will. Share Him with 
someone, won't you, even if that someone is different than you!

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THE BLESSINGS OF BIBLE STUDY 

"Study to shew thyself approved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of truth." II 
Tim. 2:15. 

Timothy had been raised in a faithful home. Quite evidently he 
had been deeply Impressed by the faithful lives and teachings of 
Grandmother and Mother. Later Paul taught and trained the young 
man for the Christian ministry. Soon he was placed in charge of a 
congregation of Christians. Paul, deeply concerned for him, was 
praying "day and night" for his success. 

Jesus had promised (Matt. 23:24) to send scribes. The Holy 
Spirit was soon stirring Christians, who had that talent, to write. In 
addition to the Old Testament, Timothy, quite likely had access to 
one or more of the Gospels and Paul's writings. With his faith in 
Jesus, the Scriptures, when studied, would make him wise unto 
Salvation. (II Tim. 3:16). The written word illuminated by the Holy 
Spirit, brings sweetness of "Joy unspeakable and full of glory." His 
preaching and teaching was to be interspersed with further times 
alone with God and His written Word. 

Paul himself was a Bible student unto the end. In this last letter, 
written from prison in Rome, he directs Timothy, "The cloke that I 
left at Troas, with Carpus, when thou comest, bring with thee, and 
the books, but especially the parchments." II Tim. 4:13. Antici- 
pating martyrdom at any time, he longed for his study books at the 
end. 

Bible study promotes meditation, "that sweet employment of the 
soul," as someone called it. In meditation, the soul seeks the 
revealed truth of God, in order to apply it to the present problems 
of life. This with praise and prayer keeps the mind alert and poised 
for emergencies and for God-given opportunities to witness for 
Jesus. 

The soul longs for freedom of action and finds it in the Truth of 
God's Word. Jesus said, John 8:32, "And ye shall know the truth, 
and the truth shall make you free." 

The Bible supplies many words for constructive thought, 
decision and action. Idle words, like profanity, are an admission of 
willing ignorance and lack of study. Unless repented of in con- 
fession, they are obstacles to truth, and will follow us to judgment. 

In Bible study, the past centuries fall away and many lovable 
Bible characters become our loving friends, anxious to help. 
Timothy's mother, Eunice, and grandmother, Lois, are our sisters 
in the Lord. Through the grace of God, they lent their tongues to 
the cause of Truth, and to spread of the Gospel. Paul was not the 
only one who prayed for the young minister, Timothy. They in the 
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home knew how to give that "word in season" to a small boy who 
backed it up with prayer and holy living. 

Some educators say that according to secular standards, the 
Bible has come to us on a fourth grade level. This would suggest a 
good time for the young student to have a Bible for a personal 
possession. As God's written word to us, It deserves to be kept in a 
certain place and to be handled carefully and reverently. Timothy 
from a child knew the Holy Scriptures. They made him "...wise 
unto salvation through faith which is in Christ Jesus." II Tim. 3:15. 

God's Truth is eternal. We do not seek new truth. Jesus declared 
that He was and is the Truth. He spoke words of Truth, and 
declared "...they are spirit, and they are life." John 6:63. Again, "...It 
is written, Man shall not live by bread alone, but by every word that 
proceedeth out of the mouth of God." Matt. 4:4. Again He said, 
John 12:48, "...the word that I have spoken, the same shall judge 
him in the last day." 

We desperately need God's Word given by Jesus to us. First for 
the salvation He bought for us with the price of His blood. Then as 
Christians we need to daily feed the soul on His Word as the bread 
of life. Our's is the need of making many right decisions and 
speaking right words that will honor our Lord. But we face a 
frowning world. A host of wily, evil spirits seek our downfall. From 
within, fleshly lusts and pride make demands to gratify the flesh.

A WELL OF WATER 

"And he shewed me a pure river of water of life, clear as crystal, 
proceeding out of the throne of God and of the Lamb." Rev. 22:1. 

We left Monte Fresco after the sun had already set. As our horses 
worked their way up the steep trail, the colors Of the fading 
sunlight outlined the familiar volcano, Mombotombo, behind us. 
When we got closer to the top we could easily make out the lights 
of Managua at the other end of the lake. The trail going down the 
other side was steeper yet, but the horses knew the trail well 
enough that we could put our total confidence in them. The other 
riders on the trail below me looked like phantoms as they passed 
through patches of the bright moonlight. The night was without 
sound except for the noises of the saddle leather and the horses 
hooves on the rock. It was a perfect time to reflect on the day's 
work. 

The well that is being made is the present community project. 
Water is a very basic need and sanitary water is very hard to find In 
a place like Monte Fresco. It only rains enough to barely raise 
crops, let alone to make enough for drinking water. The under- 
ground water supply is usually under twenty feet of solid rock. 
These people believe that a good well is something of a miracle, a 
real gift, direct from God. By helping them make their well we can 
show our love and concern for them and be a channel of God's 
grace and mercy to them. But we have an even greater task. We 
want to introduce these people to the One who can give them 
living water, water that can satisfy their deepest thirsts so they will 
never thirst again. 

"Jesus answered and said unto her. If thou knewest the gift of 
God, and who it is that saith to thee. Give me to drink; thou 
wouldest have asked of him, and he would have given thee living

CHRISTMAS 

1. What is it? 

2. Where did it originate? 

3. Why does the Church call it the birthday of Christ? 
Christmas is a wolf in sheep's clothing; it is devil worship 

disguised in a Christian name; it is a tool of the devil designed to 
mix Christian and heathen worship into one apostate church. 
Christmas is the tendency on the part of Christians to meet 
paganism halfway. 

Long before the birth of Christ, the heathen honored the son of 
the Babylonian Queen of heaven with a riotous festival on the 25th 
of December, the time of the winter solstice when the sun was 
beginning its new cycle. 

In Gen. 10:8-10 after the waters of the flood had receded there 
was a seed on the earth that would bring forth after its own kind 
just as in Gen. 1:9-12. This seed was Nimrod and he formed a root 
which was Babel, Gen. 10:10. This root branched out into all the 
earth. Gen. 11:9, and formed a great tree which we see in Rev. 17. 

Pentacost is the anti type of Gen. 11. Confusion of tongues was 
reversed, the seed of the Holy Spirit was planted and formed the 
root which is the church of Jesus Christ. The church branced out 
and went everywhere preaching the Word of God, Acts 2:1-8; 8:4. 

Going back to Babel now. When the people were scattered they 
too went everywhere teaching their devil worship, but because of 
their confusion this idolatry took on many different names, such as 
Ashtaroth and Baal, Judges 2:13; Tammuz, Ezek. 8:14; and Dagon, 
Judges 16:32, just to name a few. With each name there were 
rituals, customs, and ceremonies to fit the fears and lusts of the 
people involved. Just remember, no matter what the name, it is still 
devil worship. 
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In the days of Jeremiah and Ezekiel this Babylonish root was 
planted by the devil in the garden of God (the children of Israel) 
and brought forth idol and sun worship, Ezek. 8:15-16. This 
worship had rituals and customs of which one was the cutting 
down of a tree, fasting it with nails and decorating It with silver and 
gold, Jer. 10:1-8. God called Jeremiah to root out these doctrines 
and customs, Jer. 1:10, but the people replied, "we will not harken 
unto thee, but we will certainly do whatsoever thing goeth forth out 
of our own mouth," Jer. 44:16-17. And so it was not rooted out by 
the faithful ministry of Jeremiah, but was passed on from Babylon 
to Assyria to Greece to Rome; yes, from the head of Daniel's image 
of idolatry to the foot thereof. Dan. 2. 

The Romans then took this devil worship, put it into a winter 
festival and called it the Saturnalia, in which they worshipped the 
sun god by celebrating his birthday on the 25th of December. (The 
American Peoples Encyclopedia). Customs of the Saturnalia were 
feasting, drinking, dancing, singing, giftgiving, and burning 
candles. (Encyclopedia International). Christmas is a transformed 
pagan celebration of the winter solstice. (Encyclopedia Britanni- 
ca). 

In the fifth century the Roman Church, in order to win the 
pagans into intellectually accepting Christ and increase their 
church membership, adopted this heathen festival and called it 
Christ-Mass, taking the old customs and rituals and dressing them 
in Christian names and meanings. 

FABLE - a feigned story enforcing some truth. The Bible teaches 
that we are not to give heed to fables. I Tim. 1 :4. The Bible teaches 
that fables are cunningly devised. II Pet. 1:16. The Bible teaches 
that Christianity, in the last days, will not endure sound doctrine, 
but will heap to themselves false teachers who will turn their ears 
to fables. II Tim. 4:3-4. 

To try to put Christ into Christmas is like trying to put new wine 
into old bottles, Christ will be lost. Matt. 9:17. It is like trying to put 
the Ark of God into the house of Dagon, those who do it will suffer 
spiritual sickness, I Sam. 5:1-6. The Pharisees tried to put God in 
their traditions and God's word became ineffective and their 
worship vain. Matt. 15:1-9. You cannot teach the birth of Christ 
when it is coupled with a lie and expect God's blessing. 

'The secret things belong unto the Lord our God: but those 
things which are revealed belong unto us and to our children for 
ever, that we may do all the words of this law." Deut. 29:29. No man 
knows the day or the hour of Christ's return, it is God's secret, but 
many there have been who have set dates and made false prophets 
of themselves. Those who teach that the 25th of December is 
Christ's birthday are false prophets, for that day is also God's 
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secret, it has not been revealed to man, because God does not 
want us making a celebration of His Son's holy birthday. 

The crucifiction of Christ was such a tremendous spiritual ex- 
perience for Christ's disciples that three days later they were still 
talking about it. Luke 24:13-15. If Christmas holds the spiritual 
significance that Christianity says it does, why is it that the next 
day the conversation is on the material things that were received? 
Has it lost its significance so soon? Or have we been plainly 
seduced? 

If you want your children to look for the coming of the Lord, then 
don't teach them about Santa Claus. If you don't want your 
children seduced by the spirit of Hollywood, then do not allow 
them to act and pretend in Christmas plays and pageants. Parents, 
if you don't want your children caught by the spirit of dancing and 
drunkenness then separate yourself from the spirit of feasting and 
gift giving. If you want your children to believe God's Word, then 
confess that the 25th of December Is not the birthday of Christ. 
Humbly confess that Christmas has been but a tool of the devil to 
materialize, carnalize, and degrade the Church of Christ. 

Satan used Balaan to teach the children of Israel to mix with the 
heathen just as they were about to enter the Promised Land and 
many of God's people lost their inheritance. As we are getting 
close to the coming of the Lord and our eternal inheritance flee 
false prophets and their mixed Gospel. 

"Little children, keep yourselves from idols. Amen." I John 5:21.

RUTH 2:1-23 

Did you ever feel that you needed a friend, someone who would 
help you when you didn't know what to do? Naomi and her 
daughter-in-law Ruth returned from the land of Moab and came to 
the city of Bethlehem. When they arrived, they were poor and 
hungry and tired. Naomi said to some of her friends, "I went out 
full, and the Lord hath brought me home again empty." 

It was the time of the barley harvest in the country around 
Bethlehem. There was a relative of Naomi's husband, who was very 
rich and important in the city. His name was Boaz. He was 
harvesting barley. It was the custom that after the reapers had 
gathered the grain the young girls would go out and glean the 
fields, picking any heads of barley that the reapers had missed or 
dropped. Ruth had asked the over-seer to let her glean in the field. 
She was working with the others. When Boaz saw her, he asked his 
servant who she was. The servant said, "She is the Moabite damsel 
that came back with Naomi out of the country of Moab." When 
Boaz knew who she was, he told her not to work in any man's field 
but his and to stay close to the other girls who were working for 
him. 

When Ruth heard this she fell on her face to the ground and said 
to Boaz, "Why have I found favor in your eyes, seeing that I am a 
stranger?"

Boaz invited her to eat with him at noon time. She sat by the 
reapers and Boaz gave her parched corn to eat. After dinner she 
went into the fields again. Boaz commanded his reapers to let fall 
some of the barley on purpose so she would be able to gather 
more. In the evening Ruth beat out the grain of the heads she had 
gathered. She had about seven and one half gallons of grain that 
she took home to Naomi. Naomi was pleased because now they 
would have something to eat. Ruth said that Boaz told her she 
could work for him until the harvest was ended. 

Boaz was a friend in need when Naomi and Ruth needed one 
most. Did you know that Jesus is your friend? He will help you in 
every time of need.
